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Former World Speedway Champion 


Billy Hamill won the second annual 
AMA National Speedway Championship 
at Fast Fridays Speedway on the Gold 
Country Fairgrounds in Auburn, Califor- 
nia, on September 3. Hamill was joined 
on the podium by runner-up Charlie 
Venegas and third-placed Mike Faria. 


Jeff Annen (Rtx) won the 600cc Expert 
class at round 10 of the AMA Hot Shoe 
National Series at the Castle Rock Race- 
way in Castle Rock, Washington, on 
September 4, thus completing the 
marathon Washington Speed Week dirt 
track series in the Pacific Northwest. Eli 
Price (Rtx) was second, and John Hlebo 
HI (Rtx) was third. Sonny Burres won 
the Over 50 class at round 12 of the 
AHRMA/Classic Bike Magazine 
National Dirt Track Series at Castle 
Rock on September 3. John Proto won 
the 750cc Sportsman class, and Brad 
Spencer won the 600cc Sportsman class. 


Belgian Joel Smets (Hbg) and German 
Willie Van Wessel (Hus) traded moto 
wins at the final round of the FIM 500cc 
World Championship Motocross Series 
in Lierop, Holland, on September 5, 
with Smets getting the nod for the over- 


all win. German Jochen Jasinski (Hon) 


was third overall with 7-3 placings. 
Recently crowned World Champion 
Andrea Bartolini could only manage 11- 
4 finishes on the sandy track, but that 
was good enough for Yamaha to wrap 
up the Manufacturers’ title. 


Dustin Nelson (Yam) won both motos 
en route to the overall win at the AMA 
Western Four-Stroke National at Albany 
Motorsports Park in Albany, Oregon, 
September 5. The runner-up was Spud 
Walters (Yam), who went 2-2, while 
third went to Ryan Leach (Yam), who 
tallied 3-3 moto finishes. 


Great Britain’s Dougie Lampkin (Bet) 
continued his dominance in the FIM 
World Championship Trials Series, win- 
ning both rounds of the Biasca, Switzer- 
land, stop on September 4-5. Lampkin, 
who had already clinched this year’s 
title, bested countryman Jarvis Graham 
(S-S) on Saturday, and Japan’s Takahisa 
Fujinami (Hon) on Sunday. Steve Col- 
ley (GG) and Kanichi Kuroyama (Bet) 
were the third-place finishers. Lampkin 
has won 16 of the 18 rounds run thus 
far, and only one stop remains. 


Veteran motorcycle and land speed 
racer Don Vesco reset his own record 
for wheel-driven cars during Speed- 
week '99 at the Bonneville Salt Flats in 
Wendover, Utah, when he drove his 
Team Vesco Turbinator streamliner to a 
two-way average of 417.529 mph. Vesco 
also holds the all-time motorcycle 
record at Bonneville, with a 318.598 run 
in his Kawasaki-powered streamliner, 
and he became a member of the presti- 
gious Bonneville 200 mph Club in 1963. 
Vesco's terminal speed at the end of the 
five-mile course was 435.780 mph. Also 
in Bonneville, Larry Forstall of Westch- 
ester, Pennsylvania, rode his '99 Suzuki 
Hayabusa to the production class 
(1350cc) record of 196.838 mph to reset 
the previous record of 180.312, which 
was set by Harry Fair on a Kawasaki 
ZX-11 in 1994. 


Steve Martin (Duc) took another step 
toward sealing the Australian Superbike 
Championship when he posted the 
overall win in the penultimate round of 
the series at Oran Park Raceway on Sep- 
tember 5. Martin now holds a 45-point 
lead over Andrew Pitt (Kaw) heading 
into the final round. 


Team old-timer: No one is eager to con- 
firm it, but it looks like Team Kawasaki 
has signed Larry Ward and John Dowd 
for next season. At 29 and 34, respective- 
ly, Ward and Dowd aren't exactly 
spring chickens, but with many of the 
sport's younger riders not living up to 
their billing, the pair's consistency can 
always be counted on. 


Also unconfirmed - but likely - is Yama- 
ha's motocross team for next year: After 
making the podium in the last four 
rounds of the outdoor series, Jimmy 
Button should get resigned, and will 
join YZ250-mounted Frenchman David 
Vuillemin. 


This just in dept.: Team Honda's Kevin 
Windham will now compete in the U.S. 
Grand Prix at Budds Creek on Septem- 
ber 12. Windham's teammate Sebastien 
Tortelli is also slated to make his come- 
back from injury in the U.S. GP. 


Michael Taylor (Kaw) won the final 
round of the Toyota Canada Superbike 
Championship at Shannonville Motor- 
sports Park in Shannonville, Ontario, on 
September 5, but Francis Martin (Kaw) 
wrapped up the series title with his 
fifth-place finish on the day. Martin 
topped Jordan Szoke (Hon), with Frank 
Trombino (Kaw) finishing third. Owen 
Weichel (Hon) won the final round of 
the 600cc Sport Bike Series and Trombi- 
no won the Open Sport Bike final. 


Speedvision Promotion's Dan Murphy 
has reached a verbal five-year agree- 
ment with Laguna Seca Raceway in 
Monterey, California, to continue host- 
ing the World Superbike Champi- 
onship at the facility. The FIM's Claude 
Danis recently inspected the track and 
an agreement has been reached with the 
facility to make the necessary changes to 
meet homologation, according to Mur- 
phy. The roughly $150,000 in changes 
will include a gravel trap on the inside 
of the entrance to the Corkscrew, and 
additional runoff areas on the outside of 
the Corkscrew and on the outside of 
turn five. "The change proposed is that 
we extend the amount of runoff at the 
top of the hill, which is not an easy task 
and is fairly expensive, because right 
behind that runoff is basically a drop off 
of a pretty significant amount," Murphy 
said. “The proposal right now is to take 
out the tree at the bottom of the 
Corkscrew, open the whole area up, and 
basically run fill from the top, where it's 
currently the end of the runoff area, and 
extend that - running it down the same 
gradual slope that you would see the 
Corkscrew go down." 


There won't be an AMA Superbike 
National at Laguna Seca Raceway in 
April, according to Dan Murphy, but 
the race will instead be a part of World 
Superbike weekend at Laguna in July. 
Whether or not the race will be run sep- 
arately from the two World Superbike 
legs or integrated directly into the two 
World Superbike races has yet to be 
decided. 


It now appears that road racer Eric 
Bostrom will sign a deal to race factory 
Kawasakis in the 2000 AMA Superbike 
National Championship and 600cc 
Supersport Series. The two-time AMA 
Superbike National winner will likely 
join three-time AMA Superbike Nation- 
al Champion Doug Chandler on the 
two-rider team. Bostrom recently com- 
pleted a successful three-day test on the 
factory Honda RC45 endurance racer at 
the Paul Ricard Circuit in the south of 
France in preparation for the upcoming 
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National Championship Series - and it may look familiar, as it’s virtually identi-

Bostrom stayed in 
Europe following the test and was a 
spectator at the Austrian round of the 
World Superbike Championship at the 
A-1 Ring, on August I. 


Who the second rider will be on the 
Vance & Hines Ducati team remains to 
be seen, though the three choices appear 
to be Pascal Picotte, Larry Pegram and 
Steve Rapp. Picotte is the front-runner 
to join Ben Bostrom on the team, but he 
is also still being courted by Harley- 
Davidson to again lead its team for 2000. 


It now looks as though Anthony Gobert 
will race a 500cc MuZ for Team Biland 
in the Australian and South African 
rounds of the 500cc World Champi- 
onship, and there's a chance the Aus- 
tralian might sign with the team for next 
year's 500cc Grand Prix Series. Accord- 
ing to reports from Europe, Gobert may 
not have a deal to race factory Ducatis in 
next year's World Superbike Champi- 
onship as originally thought.

Parapalegic road racer Stewart God- 
dard suffered serious injuries in a crash 
at Pocono International Speedway in 
Long Pond, Pennsylvania, on Sunday, 
August 30 in the Aprilia Cup Challenge 
event. Goddard, who races using hand- 
controls on his specially adapted Aprilia 
RSV250, crashed and suffered a broken 
right femur, left tibia and fibula, two 
broken hips and a broken C-5 vertebra.

May 30. A countertest confirmed the 
results of the original test, and Appen- 
dix O of the FIM Medical Code states 
under chapter II, letter B, Marijuana: 
"Marijuana is forbidden, but due to the 
possibility of involuntary passive con- 
sumption, a maximum cutoff level of 12 
ng per ml is tolerated." Both of Stall- 
mann's samples registered more than 40 
ng/ml. In addition to being suspended, 
Stallmann has been disqualified from all

Americans motocrossers couldn’t hold a can- 

dle to their European counterparts. Then 
Europeans began regularly crossing the pond to 
compete on U.S. soil, giving Yanks the opportunity 
to watch and learn. American trials riders - still not 
‘in the same league (literally or figuratively) as 
Europe's best - are hoping former World Champ 
Tommy Ahvala (right) has the same effect on them. 
The Finn came to the U.S. last year to ride the exhi- 
bition class at several National Trials rounds, then 
decided to contest the series this year. After passing 
on the first two rounds while putting on exhibitions 
at motorcycle shows, Ahvala went on to easily win 
the remaining nine stops in the series, wrapping it 
up with a victory at the final stop in Casper, 


Wyoming, August 28 and 29. 





"| think it's a good way to raise the level (of American trials), and to make the Ameri- 


cans push a little harder,” says Ahvala. 


“I always ride the sections first, so they can see 


how I do it and get better. It’s not the only thing it takes, but it will help.” 

Despite his dominance, competition is really a sideline for Ahvala, 27. His main gig is 
traveling the country (50,000 miles a year), putting on riding exhibitions for sponsor Gas 
Gas and promoting the sport of trials. The newly married Ahvala drives with his wife in 
a Ryder truck that he purchased and modified. When he arrives at an exhibition loca- 
tion, he unloads a folding obstacle (the truck itself is also an obstacle), and is ready to 


perform in a matter of minutes. 


Military obligations back in Finland could prevent Ahvala from contesting the entire 
National Series next season, but Gas Gas may have another trick up their sleeve: Geoff 
Aaron, who held the title for many years before Ahvala’s arrival, is rumored to be 


switching from Beta to Gas Gas for 2000.

/ ——4 rand Prix racing was alive and 
kicking at the final GP at the his- 
toric Imola circuit. Three breath- 
taking races closed the account at the 
historic track, each with wildly varying 
fortunes and enough to keep a small but 
fervent 25,000-strong crowd entertained 
all day. Not that there were any surprise 
winners, but there was more than 
enough action, and the first half of the 
500cc race - led for most of the time by

Kenny Roberts Jr. on the Suzuki - was 
one of the closest ever, with a pack of 
eight riders covered by less than two 
seconds. 

In the end, it was Alex Crivile who 
claimed a hard-fought sixth win of the 
season to stretch his points lead to more 
than 60 points, and stamp his Repsol 
Honda's authority yet more firmly on 
the Doohan-free racing of 1999 (the race 
time was five seconds slower than 
Doohan's win last year). He fended off à 
determined Alex Barros and his Movis- 
tar Honda, with the Brazilian setting a 
new lap record to finish just inches

behind after 25 laps and 76 miles of rac- 
ing around the scenic swoops and 
curves of the circuit south of Bologna. 

With a hard-chasing Norick Abe 
tumbling off his Antena 3 Yamaha on 
the 24th of 25 laps, Marlboro Yamaha's 
Max Biaggi was third, more than six sec- 
onds behind, with second Repsol Honda 
rider Tadayuki Okada fourth, another 
2.5 seconds adrift. 

Short of ultimate power and still 
complaining about poor front suspen- 
sion performance, Roberts dropped 
back to sixth, behind Regis Laconi's Red 
Bull Yamaha. Nobuatsu Aoki was sev-

enth on the second Suzuki, with John 
Kocinski a distant eighth. 

"It was an important win for me after 
coming second in the last two races," 
said Criville. "Important for me more 
than for the championship. At the end 1 
had to give maximum effort to beat Bar- 
ros, but I succeeded." 











Earlier, Elf Axo Honda’s Loris 
Capirossi, the survivor of a wasp attack in 
practice, made good his threat to humili- 
ate Aprilia at home with a massive run- 
‘away 250cc Grand Prix win. Points leader 
Valentino Rossi and his Aprilia were left 
trailing in second, and he left the rest 
trailing by a similar distance in his fruit- 
less pursuit of the flying Honda rider. He 
also stretched his title lead, after Tohru 
Ukawa tumbled out of an epic battle for 
third on his Shell Advance Honda. 

Third eventually went to Olivier 
Jacque, recovering from a rotten start on 
the Chesterfield Yamaha to come storm- 
ing through. He had Stefano Perugini's 
Fila Honda on his tail, but held off his 
last-lap attack. Jacque’s Yamaha team- 
mate Shinya Nakano lost ground by the 
finish in fifth. 

A desperately disappointed Ukawa 
remounted to claim 12th, narrowly 
ahead of Jeremy McWilliams, who had 
also crashed out of the battle for third 
and remounted. 

Shell Advance Honda’s Anthony 
West barely topped Masaki Tokudome's 
Dee-Cee Honda for 15th, to claim the 
last point. 











Benetton Playlife Honda’s Marco 
Melandri claimed a resounding third 
win in succession in the 125cc GP, lead- 
ing from start to finish after the first 
start was aborted less than a lap in after 
rain started spotting. Class rookie 
Simone Sanna won a fearsome battle for 
second, with Frenchman Arnaud Vin- 
cent third, and Emilio Alzamora and 
Noboru Ueda close up behind. Roberto 
Locatelli forced his way to the front of 
the group after a slow start, only to 
crash out on the last lap for a second 
race in succession. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


The track was almost completely dry 
by the time the last race of the day 
began, and Roberts jetted off into the 
lead into the first corner, with Criville 
and Okada close behind. Carlos Checa 
missed the party, his Yamaha suffering 
a major piston failure after just one lap. 

This trio made the early running 
until Abe and Barros sorted out between 
them who should lead the next group, 
but Roberts was clearly slowing the 
pace, albeit unwillingly, making himself 
more than hard to pass. The first to try 


was Okada, who led over the line on lap 
seven, only for Roberts to blow straight 
by again into the next turn. 

By then the Suzuki was heading an 
eight-coach freight train - Barros in 
fourth, then Abe, Biaggi, Laconi and 
Nobuatsu Aoki. 

“Once I saw that, I knew once one 
guy passed me it would be all over,” 
said Roberts. 

All the same he made Criville really 
work for it, repassing him directly after 
the first attempt on lap:12. Criville was 
ahead again over the line, but Roberts 
fought back once again. 

Criville's next attempt came two laps 
later, and this time it worked, because 
Barros had moved past a slowly fading 
Okada, and was mixed up with the lead- 
ing pair. Roberts had his hands full hold- 
ing him at bay, and Criville was away. 

This signaled the end of the close 
group, with all eight riders covered by 
less than two seconds from lap eight. 
But though Roberts started to lose 
ground soon afterward, Barros came pil- 
ing past and took up a pursuit that was 
to last right to the finish, by far his best 
race of the year. 








The race came down to a duel between 
Criville (3) and Alex Barros (5) - a battle 
that ultimately went to Criville. 





"| wanted to be first, but second 1s 
good anyway," he said later, after his 
desperate last-lap attack saw him run 
wide and recover to push Criville all the 
way. 

The next big shuffle came on lap 18. 
Roberts had succumbed to Abe. Then 
Roberts and Biaggi touched on the way 
into the Acque Minerali chicane and the 
Suzuki ran onto the grass, lucky to 
avoid crashing. This also let Okada by, 
while both Laconi and Aoki overtook 
the American soon afterward. 

Abe was pushing really hard, and 
was within less than a second of the 
leaders when he finally pushed too hard 
on lap 24, sliding off and running back 
to the bike to remount. 

By the finish, Biaggi was alone in 
third with Okada a little way back, and 
then came Laconi, thrilled with the 
result, and with a strange tale. 

“My seat padding came off, and I 
was glued to the seat,” Laconi said. “I

lex Criville was the winner of yet another battle royal for pole, with the first nine 
riders within a second, and the front row covered by just over three-tenths. The 
Honda rider had actually stopped early and watched from the pits as Kenny 
Roberts Jr. put in a strong bid to oust him. : 
. It was pretty tense," he said. “I pulled in because too many people were trying to 
follow me." ; 

Before that, it looked as though he had just been doing just enough to stay on top, 
upping his pace every time it became necessary. Not so, he said. “I am on the limit, 
nothing in reserve. It looks like it will be a very close race. But the bike feels good and I 
like the track." 

Roberts missed his target by just over a 10th, and was less confident. ^I won't be dis- 
appointed if it rains, because that levels things out," he said.

Tetsuya Harada's Aprilia V-twin was a disappointing 13th, leading the fourth row. 

_ Nobody, it seemed, was more surprised than Olivier Jacque to be on pole for the 
250cc GP, in his third race back after a long absence because of injury.

Roberts got back ahead of his team- 
mate with three laps remaining - Aoki 
was having trouble over the bumps with 
his left wrist, broken at Jerez, and still 
bad enough for him to need heavy tap- 
ing to ride. 

"About eight laps from the end I lost 
power in my hand. It was a problem to 
hold on, let alone to change direction in 
the chicane," he said, after finishing sev- 
enth. 

Some ways back, Garry McCoy, 
Kocinski and Sete Gibernau had been 
together in the middle part of the race. 
Then the American moved ahead to take 
eighth. 

"I had my usual problems with the 
handling of the bike, but it got better as 
the fuel load lightened,” Kocinski 
explained. 

McCoy held off Gibernau for ninth, 
his second top-10 finish after just five V- 
four races. The Spanish Repsol Honda 
rider was just trying to get the end, he 
said later, in pain from the hand and 
foot injuries incurred in a testing spill at 
Brno two weeks before. 

Abe was 11th after his adventures. 
Almost 20 seconds down came Haruchi- 
ka Aoki's V-twin Honda. He'd managed 
to shake off Tetsuya Harada, the Aprilia 
rider saying later that he'd had clutch 
and gear-shifting problems, compound- 
ed at the finish by handling woes. 

Jurgen van den Goorbergh's MuZ 
was a lonely 14th, though his practice 
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handling problems had been solved to 
an extent by a major chassis change on 
race day, shifting the weight well for- 
ward. Five seconds back, Mike Hale 
claimed the last point for the second 
race in succession. He'd been battling 
with Mark Willis’ Modenas for much of 
the race, only for the Australian to drop 
right back to 17th and last with prob- 
lems in the final two laps. 

Like Abe, new MuZ rider Bernard 
Garcia crashed out on the second lap 
after touching a white line - the impact 
almost broke his bike in half. Soon after- 
ward, Juan Borja also crashed. 

Criville's win took his points total to 
219, while Roberts has 153 and Okada is 
closing on 151. Gibernau is fourth on 
107, with Biaggi catching, on 100. Hara- 
da is fading with 89 points. 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


The story of Capirossi's race is soon 
told. He took off in the lead, kept his 
head down, and pulled away at an 
astonishing - even humiliating - rate. By 
half-distance he was 10 seconds clear, 
and still he didn't let up, stretching it to 
more than 12 seconds on lap 16, then 
easing up only fractionally so he was 
still 8.2 ahead at the finish. 

"My bike was working fantastically. 
Everything was perfect for me. And I 
still haven't given up hope in the cham- 
pionship," he said, after moving to third 
overall, though 54 points adrift of Rossi. 

Rossi had a similarly uneventful 
afternoon, blaming two or three big 
slides in the early laps for losing touch. 

“My suspension was really hard, and 
the bike was very dangerous on the 
damp patches," he said. "I was riding 
alone, so it was hard for me to be 
aggressive. But by the end I was lapping 
faster, and matching Capirossi's pace - 
though there was no hope of catching 
him." 

Perugini made the early running 
behind this pair, with Nakano and Mar- 
cellino Lucchi on his back wheel, but 
Ukawa was coming through fast, over- 
taking Ralf Waldmann on lap five, and 
closing on Perugini soon afterward to 
take third on lap nine. Traveling even 
faster after a dreadful start from pole 
came Jacque. Two laps later and he, 
Perugini and Nakano were locked in 
battle right behind Ukawa, who oblig- 
ingly fell off on the way out of the first 
chicane soon afterward. 

Jacque soon took control, and though 
Perugini went with him, setting fastest 
lap near the finish, and then attacking 
hard on the final lap, the Frenchman 
had him covered. 

"It was a good result after that start - 
the Yamaha is different to get off the 
line than the Honda I rode before, and | 
am out of practice," he said, adding, 
“Ukawa could take 10 meters on me on 
the straight, but I had saved my tires 
well in the early laps so I could take it 
back in the corners." 

Nakano was five seconds adrift, slip- 
ping back to settle for fifth on this diffi- 
cult and unfamiliar track. 

The next group had dropped back 
from the seventh lap, with Waldmann 
going strong only for Battaini to get 
ahead with three laps left. McWilliams 
had been with the pair, but fell at the 
Acque Minerali chicane, remounting 
hurriedly after losing 30 seconds. This 
left eighth for Lucchi, who was having 
gear-shifting problems, but was still 
within a second of Waldmann. 

Rossi extended his title lead, with 210 
points over Ukawa's 167, with Capirossi 
closing in third on 156. Nakano dropped 
to fourth on 149. Waldmann and Perugi- 
ni are fifth and sixth, with 106 and 101 
points, respectively.

Melandri confirmed his status as 
giant of the smallest class; his race was 
as majestic as is possible on a 125. He 
had led the first start, with rookie Sanna 
on his tail as he broke away - but before 
the first lap was completed rain started 
and both held up their hands, triggering 
a red flag. 

Melandri did the same thing in the 
second start, and just pulled away, so 
that he was able to relax in the second 
half and still win comfortably by more 
than one second. 

The battle had, been for second, with

By this time a flying Roberto Locatelli 
had come charging through the group, 
taking fastest lap and holding a convinc- 
ing second from Sanna and feisty 
Frenchman Arnaud Vincent as they 
began the final lap, only to crash just as 
he had at Brno. 

“I don’t know why. The tire just 


went,” he said later, after remounting to 
finish 11th. 

Emilio Alzamora had been dropped 
by this group, but had caught up again 
at the finish with his usual fiery riding 
on the Via Digital Honda, narrowly 
heading Nobbie Ueda’s Givi Honda. 
Then came Ivan Goi, with Steve Jenkner 
moving to a close seventh on the final 
lap ahead of teenager Manual Poggiali 
and Youichi Ui. 

Early title leader Masao Azuma was 
a close 10th, complaining of handling 
problems all weekend on his Benetton 
Honda.

Mick Doohan underwent surgery on his left wrist as his fellow 
riders finished their first day of practice for the Imola GP. San 
Franciscan surgeons removed the plate that was inserted when 
he broke the wrist along with his right shoulder and right leg in a 


‘practice crash at Jerez. The operation - delayed by a week - was 


to try to improve mobility of the wrist. Doohan hopes to return to 
racing soon, his absence due to suspected nerve damage to his 
left arm, which has left him still too weak to return as he had 
hoped, two weeks ago at Brno. The Australian will need at least 
three weeks to recuperate from his latest surgery. according to 


paddock medicos, pushing his return. date ever further backwards, 


even if recovery from the nerve damage takes place sooner rather 
than later. Doohan has said he will not race again until he is fully 
fit and competitive, which. not only makes it highly unlikely that he 
will be ready in time for his home GP at Phillip Island on October 
3. but also for the remaining three races after that. This in turn 
fueled speculation that he might return next year, for a last full- 
scale attack on the title. Doohan has said he cannot decide about 
next year until he has recovered from his injuries. 


Racing's high-speed bad boy Anthony Gobert is set for à 
return to GP racing at his home circuit of Phillip Island, where he 
won his debut World Superbike race in 1994, if negotiations 


between MuZ and his next-year bosses Ducati proceed accord- 


ing to plan. Sources close to the team confirmed that they hope 


‘to put the "Go-Show" on one of their V-fours for the Australian 


race-and for the South African GP a week later. - and possibly 
also for the final two races in Brazil and Argentina. Gobert, cur- 
rently riding a Vance & Hines Ducati in the AMA Superbike 
Series, is expécted to move to the factory World Superbike team 


next year alongside current championship leader Carl Fogarty. 
Gobert last raced in GPs in 1997, in the factory Suzuki.team, but 
was fired after failing a drug test. Similar problems followed him 
to the U.S., where he went after the FIM decreed he would have 
to take a drug test before every race. at his own expense. Gob- 
ert has. been tested by the AMA before every race this year and 
he will also. have to submit tests to FIM before each of the GPs 
in which he partakes. 


Luca Cadalora's GP career has hit another hiatus, and 
French rider Bernard Garcia has replaced him on the Weber-MuZ. 
The former 125 and two-time 250cc World Champion and 500cc 
GP winner had already missed several races this year, reinforcing 
a reputation for erratic commitment that was established during 
his time as a factory Yamaha rider. While with Yamaha, he fre- 
quently pulled into the pits rather than race (while not racking up 
six of his eight race. wins). "After he pulled in at Brno, the team's 
major backer decided enough was enough,” said a MuZ teamster. 


After months of silence, more details leaked out at Imola about 
the four-stroke proposals for GP racing. Most of the propos- 
als are as before - the news is firstly that a capacity limit has been 
set at 600cc to 990cc, secondly that the proposed date has defi- 


nitely been set back from 2001 to 2002, and thirdly that the 


notion is progressing at all, after months of silence. Sources close 
to the GPMA (Grand Prix Manufacturers Association) say that in 
fact the broad technical details had been agreed as much as a 
year ago, and that the delays come mainly from the FIM, who are 
thought to be dragging their feet in order to delay the inevitable 


. confrontation between GPs and Superbikes. The loss of one or 


other of these series would cut the FIM's income significantly. 
The leaked. proposals are as follows: 600cc to 990cc capacity; 
minimum three cylinders, maximum six gears; oval pistons, maxi- 
mum 600cc; fuel capacity to be limited to 24 liters with the limit 
reduced after two years; minimum weights (three cylinders, 135kg 
- the same as V-four two-strokes; four or five cylinders, 145kg; 


more than five cylinders, 155kg); no noise limits; two-strokes to 


stay as they are. 


BMW is "expected" to return to GP racing when the four-stroke 
rules are introduced, according to Mr. Yasuo lkenoya, president 
of HRC. This was also confirmed by Mr. Toshimitsu lió, chief of 


Yamaha's First Engineering division, which includes their racing 
departments. It seems the old German company, which last raced 
as a factory in the late '50s., is interested in returning in league 
with Aprilia, who will develop a GP racing engine. BMW and April- 
ia already have a number of commercial and engineering links with 
the Italian company. 


Both Honda and Yamaha plan to continue racing two-strokes in 
the 500cc class. but both expect to build a four-stroke alternative. 
to run alongside the two-strokes at some or all of the races in 
2002. Suzuki's plans are not yet clear. 


Top crasher Carlos Checa racked up his 24th tumble of the 

year on the first day of practice at Imola, incurring his first injury - 

a fractured finger on his left hand. Nothing daunted, and using a : 
special shortened clutch lever he could operate with one hand, he 

went straight back out and. eventually qualified on the front row of 

the grid. How did he find the spirit to keep bouncing back, he was 

asked at the post-practice conference? He looked thoughtful for a 

moment,-and said: ^| drink a lot of milk." 


Mick Doohan has approached Honda with the request to run his 
own team next year, according to HRC president Ikenoya-San - 
but no decision has yet been made about supply of machines or 
riders. "| spoke to Mr. Doohan 30 minutes ago, but we do not 
know yet about his riding plans for next season," he said. "We 
cannot delay our decisions much longer. We agreed that we will 
decide about next year as, soon as possible. We will provide no 
more than seven riders with NSR 500s," Mr. Ikenoya continued, 
at a special exclusive press conference, his first for a year. One of 
them might be Valentino Rossi. "| heard he wants to ride an 
NSR500 next year, but | cannot give you any more information," 
he said.- "We want to have a discussion with him in the very near 
future..| think he is a splendid and talented rider, and. also very 
cheerful and popular."In response to questions, Mr. Ikenoya was 
firm on the question of Alex Criville's future, Criville is currently 
part of a package being put together by former champion and 
team owner Sito Pons for a well-funded satellite team backed by 
the Spanish Telefonica company. Horida's.factory V-twin 
NSRSOOV is dead, Ikenoya confirmed. The machine was last 
raced at this year's French GP, where it finished fourth.

Modenas may race their new V-four this year, in spite of losing 
the services of not only the retired Jean-Michel Bayle, who quit 
mid-season, but also star substitute Jamie Whitham, who crashed 
heavily in Brno. Second rider Mike Hale tested the V-four at Brno 
alongside the regular. V-three. "We have only the triple here, but 
he might race the V-four in the upcoming rounds.” said team man- 
ager Chuck Aksland. The V-four is basically the same as the MuZ, 
which uses the Swissauto motor in a chassis built in England by 
the same specialist firm that builds the Modenas chassis. 


The German GP will stay at the Sachsenring until 2006, and 
may be joined by a second GP in Germany. The new deal was 
confirmed in terms -of a new contract signed with Dorna in the 
week before Imola. with backers ADAC and the local government.

hey came in droves to see Carl Fogarty win,.and they were not disappoint 
ed. An estimated 30,000 British fans, many of whom looked to be on the 
track and in the pit lane at the end of the second World Superbike race, 
formed the majority of Assen's 55,000 race-day turnout. Predictably, they 

went ballistic after watching their hero simply romp away from his pursuers with 

cushions of four and six seconds at the end of each 16-lap race. 

ee aAA What the British contingent, or anyone else for that matter, couldn't have rea- 

sonably expected was to see all five main races won by British riders - lain 

| MacPherson in World Supersport, Steve Webster in Sidecar and another Carl (or 
rather Karl - Harris this time) in Superstock.

Normally any rider winning a double 
would be the headline story, but for 
Carl Fogarty, winning at Assen is not 
news. 

Of great significance as Fogarty 
leaves one fast and historic circuit for 
another at Hockenheim next week is 
that his wins, both ahead of his closest 
championship challenger Troy Corser, 
have taken him from merely being 61 
points in the lead to 71 - with a grand 
total of only 100 possible from the last 
four races. 

“Assen has always been good to me, 
since I first came here in 1989,” Fogarty 
said. “It rewards good corner speed and 
I make up all my time going into the 
turns. I wanted to win 10 races this year, 
and I’ve done it now. These two wins 
make up for the disappointment of not 
winning at Brands Hatch. I can't believe 
how many people traveled from Britain 
over here to see me, so it's great for 
them. Then again we're (the British) 
crap at every other sport so I guess 
that's why they come!” 

Despite nothing short of dominating 
the championship race now, Fogarty 
will still give no ground on questions of 
his championship itself. 

“When I've got two hands on the tro- 
phy I'll call it my own, but not before," 
Fogarty said. "As long as I don't worry 
what other people tell me about the title 
being mine, I'll be okay." 

The worry at Assen was all heaped 
on his opponents, struggling with not 
only Fogarty's mystical chemistry with 
Dutch tarmac but also with the mysteri- 
ously warm weather. 

Identical podiums of Fogarty, Corser 
and Aaron Slight, and the clear gaps 
between first, second and third depict a 
day of dull races and processional fin- 
ishes, but nothing could be less accurate. 

Each race featured titanic battles of 
strength and, in terms of men, machine 
and tires, endurance, as all out war was 
declared behind Fogarty. 

Corser, unable to dent Fogarty's 
Assen armor even after setting a Super- 
pole time half a second faster than any- 
one and gapping the whole field by .7 of 
a second on the first lap of race two, was 
the only top rider to threaten his team- 
mate all day. 

“After Carl got clear in race one, I 
tried to get to the front as fast as possi- 
ble and got my head down, but I think 








Carl's 16.5 tire compared to my 17 was 


‘working a bit better," Corser said. "I 


could go fast for one lap, but I couldn't 
do it consistently. It sucks to have to set- 
tle for second, but I reckon the title will 
still go to the last round like always." 

Third place in both races. was Slight, 
back at Assen and loving it, if not the 
actual race results. 

"I m disappointed not to have won 
today, but I’m satisfied with a couple of 
rostrum finishes to take to the next 
round," Slight said. 

With very few obvious overtaking 
places, despite a profusion of cambered 
corners, hairpins and even straights, 
Assen favors the brave and committed 
rider, as Slight and Corser found out in 
one corner, when Slight's front tire 
rubbed Corser's leg. 

"Aaron came up inside while I was 
tipping, in but he was still moving out, 
so I had to lift to avoid him or we would 
definitely have crashed," Corser said. 

It was a poor day for Colin 
Edwards II, by his own high standards 
at least. Looking for two wins to get 
some kind of realistic championship 
challenge underway again, he ended 
the day with a fifth and sixth, strug- 





gling with setup after good starts to 
both races. 

"| wanted to keep third place, but in 
the end I did my best and couldn't do 
any more," the Texan said. "It was just 
like Phillip Island all over, where the 
Ducatis went to the front and Aaron and 
I| were battling for third place. They had 
the edge on the day." 

Pier-Francesco Chili had a hard day 
after the elation of Austria only seven 
days earlier. | 

"We had big problems in race one 
with the tire,” Chili said. “After half dis- 
tance it was finished. At the end it was 
simply impossible. We tried a different, 
longer gearbox in race two, which may 
have been a bit too long, and a different 
tire, but I had a lot of chatter entering 
the corners and I knew from the second 
or third lap I had no chance. I am very 
disappointed because I got good starts 
in both races." 

As did Kawasaki's Akira Yanagawa, 
victim of a concussion at the A-1 Ring, 
but charging into the lead in convincing 
fashion in race one, only be overhauled 
by the red and white boys, en route to a 
sixth and fourth. 

“I got a very good start, but had

problems to concentrate," Yanagawa 
said. "Even early in the session I had a 
terrible headache, and it was very hard 
to fight the heat and the pain. My con- 
centration was at a higher level in the 
second race and I had a very good fight 
with Slight and Edwards. In the end I 
got a problem with my eyes and I can't 
see straight - a kind of double vision I 
guess. But right now I am very happy, 
and very exhausted." 

His teammate Gregorio Lavilla beat 
wild-card rider Chris Walker in race 
one, but only just. He was far more con- 
vincing in the second outing, taking sev- 
enth. 

“I found myself in a real fight in race 
one," Lavilla said. "I thought I could run 
a few 10ths faster than them, but there 
was no way to get past them and make à 
gap. I was following Akira quite easily 
in the second race, until (Noriyuki) 
Haga braked too early and blocked me. 
The front group were too far in front for 
me to hunt down once I had passed 
him." 

Andy Meklau continued his good 
form from the A-1 Ring, with an eighth 
in race one ahead of Lavilla, and a ninth 
in race two - ahead of a once more 
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Road Race 


slightly disappointing Noriyuki Haga, 
who could only squeeze out a seventh 
and eighth. 

"| was happy with the machine setup 
today and had no real problems," 
Meklau said. ^I had a big battle with 
Walker, Lavilla and Haga in race one, 
and with another lap or so maybe I 
would have caught and passed Haga." 

The Japanese star fought hard for his 
seventh in race one. 

“I was having some power problems 
like in practice, so I could not turn into 
corners properly," Haga said. "I had 
much better average speed in the second 
race and a good fight for a good position 
all through. Generally this weekend has 
been better than last year, and my feel- 
ings for Assen have improved." 

Peter Goddard and the Aprilia works 
team had one major disappointment 
apiece, creating a veritable commune of 
gloom in their pit garage. 


"The shifter broke again in the first 
race when I was in a good position and 
that dropped me back to 17th and out of 
the points," Goddard said. "The clutch 
went in the end as well, because I was 
stuck in fifth gear for the last few laps. 
My crash happened because I had to run 
a little bit too long gearing for the 
Strubben corner, and therefore had to 
open the throttle sooner than I might 
under normal circumstances. The 
telemetry shows I opened it a little too 
soon, maybe .25 of a second and the 
back shot out and lobbed me over the 
highside. l'm disappointed for all of us." 

Chris Walker once more proved his 
World Superbike credentials, this time 
not at a British circuit, with a pair of fine 
lOths, after scrapping hard with his 
works opposition.

Yanagawa, fleet of foot if not quite as 
sharp of wit after his Austrian brain- 
scrambling crash, worked out a holeshot 
from the second row, bursting into the 
first real right hander followed by Foga- 
rty, Chili, Corser and Edw ards - with 
wild-card rider Chris Walker in close 
attendance.

The end of lap one had Fogarty .2 of 
a second ahead of Chili, both of whom 
had left Yanagawa half a second behind. 

Corser was the next to attack and 
defeat the defenses of Yanagawa, but 
even at this stage Fogarty had dropped 
a gauntlet to the rest by pulling out an 
increasing lead on every lap, beating the 
existing lap record as early as the third

By lap five Fogarty was heading off 
to whatever plane of higher experience 
he goes to when Assen rolls along, 2.5 
seconds up on Chili, who was already 
suffering some minor tire woes and was 
about to be axed by Corser from the 
number-two spot. 

It was soon Slight's turn, engulfing 
the Italian with V-four horsepower and 
sheer grit as Slight started motoring for 
real, at the same time as Yanagawa 
started dropping off the back of the 
chasing quartet. Lap eight saw Fogarty's 
lead extended to 4.6 seconds, with Cors- 
er, Chili, Slight and Edwards fighting 
their own private tactical high-speed 
War. 

Meklau had joined in the fight 
behind the leaders, and was to work his 
way in typical methodical fashion 
toward the front of it, where Goddard 
had passed Haga again. 

Chili, in what turned out to be a 
futile gesture, had repassed Corser and 
held second until lap 13 when he was 
sprung by both Corser and Slight. 

Lavilla and Walker both put in their 
fastest laps on lap 13, but the Spaniard's 
was better. At this point, Goddard was 
to suffer the onset of a by now common 
gearshift breakage problem, dropping 
his lap times into the 2:20s and leaving 
him to slide to 17th place while stuck in 
fifth gear.

Xaus is still silent, but 
Pier-Francesco Chili,

Aaron Slight, when questioned about his future on Saturday 
said: “I'm going to talk to Neil (Tuxworth - the Honda team man- 
agen tonight about next year. Ideally I'd like to stay here.” 


Yamaha may just retain the services of Vittoriano Guareschi 
for next year, as he has shown signs of small but significant 
improvement recently, blocking one path of opportunity for any 
woüld-be new World Superbikers. 


Kawasaki seems set with their present rider setup, with April- 
ia's future in the paddock still the subject of some debate and 
large amounts of mystery as the overall Aprilia race effort goes 
through its traditional winter. shake-up. 


With 61. points to make-up and only six races left to make them 
up in, Troy Corser was in positive mood in the pre-race week- 
end press conference. "Carl's had very little bad luck, everyone

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else has had misfortune,” Corser said. “Everyone thinks that 
Carl's really tense but he's not." The next closest challenger, 
Colin Edwards - who was just one point shy of Corser - was defi- 
nite about the challenge ahead of him in the run up to the Dutch 
races. "Sunday is a big day for the championship - it's two wins or 
nothing as far as I'm concerned. It's not just a case of beating 
Carl, it's a case of racking up 50 points.” 


Noriyuki Haga may have been complaining bitterly of a lack of 
engine power from his R7 all year, but at Assen at least he 
seemed more than willing to use pure exuberance 
instead of horsepower. His fastest laps of practice 
saw his skating to, on and over the limits of adhe- 
sion. in the style we have all come to know and 
wonder at. His tail-wagging braking style was awe- 
some to: behold and had the press room - not to 
mention the on-track TV director - spellbound with 
attention. 


Andy Meklau proved once more that you don't 
need a factory bike to have competitive horsepow- 
er. The combination of Meklau's abilities. and his 
rapid privateer Ducati. saw him consistently in the 
upper echelons of the top speed sheets once 
more, only giving best to Troy Corser' s- mark of 
178 mph in the final qualifying session. 


The throngs of British fans who usually invade Holland for the 
Assen World Superbike race were out in force, but were also 
joined by a few Brits inside the paddock fences for a change. 
Chris Walker was the most obvious one, but his fellow British 
Superbike Series sparring partner James Haydon, from the Clari- 
on Suzuki squad, was also in attendance, trying to score a ride for 
next season. 


Robert Ulm, buoyed by his good performances at his home 
race the weekend before Assen, fell victim to an error of judge 
ment just before his final attack on a lap time in final qualifying, 
and he missed out on a Superpole slot. "It was a tactical error. 
We were 10 seconds too late in getting the qualifying tire fitted to 
the bike. We saved all of the qualifiers for the last session, but we 
put our last one in. The A-1 setup on the bike was completely 
wrong for here. The bike was just dangerous yesterday. Every 
where we went | thought | was going to crash. We have improved 
it by three seconds per lap since then and there is maybe two 
more seconds or so to come from the bike. It was a big wish of 
ours to have even one day's testing here before we came, but it 
wasn't possible because of time and it not being our designated 
testing track.” 


The new Honda twin, designated the VTR-SP, will be 
announced and on show in France the week after Assen. The 
machine has reportedly been tested in Japan in the capable hands 
of Tadayuki Okada. The real test of the new twin was to see if it 
could lap Suzuka faster than the RC45 it will be probably be 
replacing in World Superbike racing next year. On the first couple 
of occasions the RC45 was still faster, but only on two sections 
of the track (the ones with long straights attached, logically 
enough), but now the bike is supposedly faster on all sections of 
the circuit. Neither Slight nor Edwards has tested the bike recent-

Later seen with a light- 
weight honeycomb job, courtesy of the Clinica Mobile, Parrish 
was much happier than he was when he first turned up. The rea- 
son for his joy was that he flew his own Private plane over from 
England to Holland and.found it very difficult to operate all the 
controls with his original over-the-top bandage-contraption weigh- 
ing him down. 


Assen, the Cathedral of motorcycle racing, has undergone the 
first part of its major overhaul from old-world charm to a motor- 
sports facility that will see Dutch: bike racing well-into the 21st 
century. A renovated main grandstand, complete with acoustical- 
ly-damped and wavy roof, will be joined by new. more luxurious pit 
garages, and, most significantly, a shortened and (some. would 
say) lightly emasculated track layout. 


Such are the numbers of British fans who turn up at Assen for 
the Superbike races that Honda creates an English-language 
newspaper specifically for them and distribute it free on race day. 
A copy of what they do for every round of the British Superbike 
Championship races, “Honda Racer”, is actually printed in Coven- 
try, England, and driven to Assen overnight, rather than being pro- 
duced in Holland. 


Brit lan MacPherson rode his Kawasaki to victory in the World 
Supersport race in Assen. MacPherson topped Christiano 
Migliorati and his Endoug Team Suzuki: GSX-R600. Yamaha's 
Ruben Xaus finished third in the race that was red-flagged with 
three. laps to go because of oil on the race track. Series leader 
Stephane Chambon finished fifth on the Alstare Corona Suzu- 
ki and is almost assuréd of taking the title after his nearest rival, 
Piergiorgio Bontempi, failed to score after crashing on the 
first lap. 


Performance Ducati's Larry Pegram, still filling in for the injured 
Paolo Casoli, finished 12th at Assen - one spot better than he did 
in his debut a week ago in Austria. 


Fabrizio Pirovano'’s A-1 shoulder injury has proved serious enough 
to see him replaced by former double Australian Champion and 
British Championship runner Martin Craggill at Assen. Strug- 
gling to find pace in the British series after a horrendously. deep 
calf wound (when his foot peg went right through it at the opening 
Brands Hatch British round), Craggill found a 600cc Suzuki no 
easier to take around Assen than his Clarion Suzuki is in England. 
The Australian finished Friday's qualifying in 39th position, five 
seconds off the pole time. Deemed too far off the pace to be a 
threat on Sunday, Craggill and his bike sat out the Saturday ses- 
sion and the race.

f Springfield Mile was reminiscent 
of that Lite Beer television com- 


mercial. You know, the one where tan- 
skinned actor George Hamilton and albi- 
no musician Edgar Winter disagree on 
the virtues of the product to the point that 
a shocked and disbelieving Hamilton 
blurts out the classic line: Who are you? 

After the final dash to the wire in a 
vintage Springfield race, Rich King’s 
competition may have been asking that 
same question. For it was he, who, after 
15 years in professional dirt track, final- 
ly took his career to a new level by 
breaking through and claiming his first- 
ever Grand National mile victory before 
a packed house on a glorious weekend, 
one which the sport has so desperately 
needed in the face of a tragic 1999 AMA 
dirt track campaign. In a battle that 
came down to the wire, the Corbin Rac- 
ing/H-D Cycle Center of Waterloo/ 
SuperTrapp-backed privateer beat out 
two former Harley-Davidson factory 
team members to land the win, his 
fourth of the season, and the 10th in a 
Grand National career that seems to be 
getting better with age. 

And there was no question that King 
and tuner Sam Wessely had earned it, 
after the two struggled all weekend with 
parts breakages and mishaps. It’s a won- 
der that he finished at all, but finish he 
did, and a new winner's name was writ- 
ten into the Springfield record books. 
Furthermore, it allowed him to tie series 
points leader Chris Carr for wins on the 
year, and it edged him closer to Carr in 
the title race. King now trails Carr 213- 
260, with four races left. 

After running fifth in the tightly 
bunched pack on the opening lap, the 
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36-year-old King stayed in the lead 
draft, which formed up with 10 riders 
and was ultimately whittled away to 
four. He battled most of the way with 
contenders Carr, Jay Springsteen, Will 
Davis, Steve Morehead and surprise star 
performer Dan Stanley. Then, late in the 
race, he began an interesting inside-out- 
side move in turns three and four, 
whereby he nearly hacked off his left 
handlebar at the apex of the inner 
guardrail before drifting across turn 
four at 130 mph and practically bump- 
ing the 8-inch-high dirt berm that lines 
the concrete barricade on the outer edge 
of the track. He then squared it off and 
headed down the front straightaway. It 
was a clean, indefensible move that 
allowed him to lead off the turn and still 
be leading at AMA-starter Steve Faraci's 
checkered flag. That rarely happens at 
Springfield, especially when former 
Grand National champions Carr and 
Springsteen are chewing on your butt. It 
was simply King's day to be... king. 
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King said that he had seen how the 
other winners reacted on top of the vic- 
tory podium at Springfield, and it was 
on the box that he took the time to pay 
tribute to one of them. 

"It's too bad that one of my good 
friends, Davey Camlin, wasn't here to 
race with me," King said. "But I know 
that he saw this happen. He meant a lot 
to me, and Don Camlin (Davey's father) 
and the whole Camlin family mean a lot 
to me. Davey was another great miler, 
and hopefully I'll be up there racing 
with him sometime." 

Carr, who just one day earlier took 
home the biggest cash prize in dirt track 
history during the Dirt Track Hall of 
Fame race, led twice as many laps as 
King - six in total - during the typical 
shuffling that takes place at what is 
regarded in the sport as the finest of all 
mile tracks. And just like the day before, 
the '92 number-one plate winner and 
current series points leader was poised 
to add another Springfield Mile win to 
his resume from the get-go. Running 
third on the opening lap, the 32-year-old 
Pennsylvanian never dropped below 
fifth place in the pack while aboard his 
Kenny Tolbert-built Harley-Davidson of 
Sacramento /Phoenix Racing XR. He 
was tough all the way, scrambling to the

“I’ve been so close at these things, 
and either Chris or Jay or Steve More- 
head or Scott have always gotten me at 
the line," a clearly overjoyed King said. 
"| tried that same thing last year in the 
Hall of Fame race. This year I did it a lit- 
tle better, I guess... I don't know. I made 
it to the line this time. I couldn't believe 
it when I saw my wheel hit the stripe 
first. It was like, Yeah baby! I had tried 
drafting about five different guys off 
turn four during the race, and I couldn't 
get any of them, so I figured that the 
only chance I had was to lead that thing. 
I got into the lead off turn three, cut 
down low and then I headed her for the 
wall, and I made it. It’s unbelievable. I 
just didn't know what I had to-do to win 
one of these things." 


front on laps six, 14 and 17, and then 
laps 22 to 24. In the end, all the horse- 
power that he had was not enough to 
bring him past King with what was 
essentially no draft. That he almost 
bumped into Springsteen was no help 
either, although Carr was the first to 
admit that the incident really had no 
effect on the outcome of the race. 

“I don't think that that really made 
much of a difference, I just think that 
Rich King just whipped our asses off the 
last corner pretty much,” Carr said. “He 
ran a different line than anyone else was 
running at the exit of turn four, and he 
made it tough for anyone to even get in 
his draft, let alone draft him off turn 
four. | give him a lot of credit. It was a 
good move, and it worked for him. He 








did the same thing last year, but he did 
it better this time. I think I broke both 
wheels loose on the front straightaway 
trying to get into that draft. I’m disap- 
pointed for not winning, but I’m really 
happy for him. He's been going at this a 
long time, and he's never won on a mile. 
Everybody always says that you haven't 
done anything in your career until 
you've won on a mile. He's had a full 
career today." 

Speaking of full careers, a certain 
Bartels Harley-Davidson / Real McCoy's, 
Japan/SuperTrapp-backed three-time 
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Grand National Champion proved, as 
he has so many times, that there's still a 
lot of fight left in this ol' dog, as Spring- 
steen was also in the hunt from the start, 
and stayed there to the end. He came off 
row two to run ninth on the first circuit, 
and then promptly dropped all the way 
to 12th. But the 42-year-old Michigander 
had all of his Jim Kelly horsepower in 


tune with the well-prepped Springfield. 


track, and he ran down the front-run- 
ners in a matter of three laps, thus mak- 
ing the 10-rider cut between the lead 
draft and the tail-enders, which 
occurred on lap 10. In the late-race five- 
rider shuffle, Springer was as stout. as 
anyone, admittedly cruising and biding 
his time for the finish right up until he 
nearly banged bars with Carr off of four. 
That was what it took to drop him to 
third at the line; it is possible that noth- 
ing else could have. 

“Going into three, I kind of went 
around Chris on the outside,” Spring- 
steen said. "I had the line, I thought, but 
right at the apex he just gassed it up a 
little bit. We were getting ready to start 
nudging, so I just dropped back and let 
him go. I told him, "Hey, I would've did 
the same thing to you if I was in that 
spot.’ Maybe I could've won, but I did 
have a higher line off turn four - I was 
drifting around, and these guys were 
coming off low. I know that now, so I'll 
write it down and use it for next year." 

It was the second day in a row that 
Springer had stood atop the Springfield 
box. 

"I know it," Springer said. "I just told 
the trophy girl, ‘Hey, I saw you up here 
yesterday.'" 

Just off the box for the second 
straight day - and it sure as hell wasn't 
for lack of trying - was Eaken 
Racing/Rod Lake/Racing for Kids’ Will 
Davis. Ever so hungry for that elusive 
first Grand National mile win, Davis 
seemingly never dropped farther back 
than a bike length from the lead for the 
first 20 laps aboard his Skip Eaken-pre- 
pared 750, and he led across the stripe 
the most, including a practical campout 
at the point from laps seven through 12. 
He was there right up to the last corner 
as well, but unfortunately, things did 
not go his way again, and the fan 
favorite from North Carolina was left to 











. just smile, shake his head and wait for 































another day when he might be "King." 
"| took the lead on the white-flag lap, 
and I took it in the wrong corner, plain 
as day,” Davis said. "I didn’t want to 
take the lead in turn one, but I got a 
draft and didn't know who was behind 
me anyway. We ended up in the lead 
coming off of turn two. I didn't want 
that to happen. Then all three of 'em 
drafted back by me going into three and 
we were out of position coming off of 
turn four. I don't know what else to do. 
I went down the inside of the back 


straightaway to stop 'em from drafting 
me, but that didn't help. Off the last cor- 
ner, they just scattered, so I ended up 
with no place to tuck in. It could have 
been worse." 

It was one position worse for Steve 
Morehead, but you'd probably never get 
dirt track's grand old master to admit 
that he had a bad day. The "Findlay 
Flyer" was clearly a threat on his Gary 
Stolzenburg-built, F&S Harley-David- 
son/KK Motorcycle Supply /Shepherd 
& Dragoo-backed entry, but he lost the 
draft around lap 18, and he was quickly 
off the lead pace, though it was clear 
that he would wrap up fifth place if his 
motorcycle held out. It did. 

"We led it for a long time," More- 
head said. "Then we got a big puff of 
white smoke out the exhaust. We don't 
know what happened - it started run- 
ning flat. But man that was a blast. That 
was Springfield Mile racing like the old 
times, when Roger (Reiman) did the 
track. But how about that Dan Stanley? 
That guy rode the wheels off his motor- 
cycle, and I really feel for him. He was 
railing around everybody. He was 
putting on a show. I thought he was the 
class of the field today." 

Morehead's Stanley reference was 
made in light of the fact that the young 
Washington charger was clearly having 
one of the best days of his still-young 
career on the mile at Springfield. 
Although he never officially led a lap on 
his Springfield Armory /Walters Broth- 
ers Harley-Davidson, Stanley was giv- 
ing the crowd a thrill as he climbed all 
over the lead draft, using briHiant 
moves on the outside edge of the groove 
in both bends to slingshot past the com- 
petition. A Stanley win was a definite 
possibility right up to the time that his 
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chain derailed just before the five-lap 
sign. And Team Harley-Davidson's 
Scott Parker fared just as poorly, drop- 
ping out early - for the second day in a 
row - with engine woes. Stanley was 
credited with 16th place, and Parker 
17th. Only Rose Racing/KK Motorcycle 
Supply's Geo Roeder II fared worse, as 
his motorcycle quit pumping oil on the 
starting line, forcing him to retire before 
the green light. Such are some of the for- 
tunes, and misfortunes, of the Spring- 
field Mile. 

In between the winners and losers 
were Mike Hacker, Ronnie Jones, Steve 
Beattie, Willie McCoy and Nicky Hay- 
den in sixth through 10th. Bryan 
Bigelow, Paul Morgan III, Shaun Rus- 
sell, Chris Evans and Terry Poovey were 
in 11th through 15th. 


HEATS 


An intense rivalry was renewed for 
the umpteenth time when Parker and 
fast qualifier Carr squared off in the first 
10-lap heat race, and both of them had 
more to worry about, as veterans Davis 
and USC Racing rider Terry Poovey 
were also among the contestants. 

Parker was fast off the start, and he 
led Carr and Davis, and then Davis and 
Carr, across the stripe the first couple of 
times. Then Davis gassed it up and got 
in the battle, as three riders attempted to 
distance themselves from Poovey, 
Moroney's Harley-Davidson temp Paul 
Morgan III, Lynch Racing's Paul Lynch 
and the rest. The three riders appeared 
to be pulling away as they each took at 
least one turn leading the race in the 
next seven laps, but then Poovey some- 


how managed to catch up, and the . 


Texan tried to take the lead in turns 
three and four just before the white flag, 
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(Above) Scott Parker coasts 
to a stop after blowing an 
engine for the second day 
in a row.

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only to slip off the groove and catch up 
again. In the end, Davis beat Carr back 
to the line while Parker was unceremo- 
niously dumped into the semis by a 
charging Poovey. Davis was pleased, 
but played it close to the vest when pre- 
dicting the outcome of the main. 

"Heat races don't mean a thing, 
man," Davis said. “I’ve won heat races 
before, but 25-lap Nationals are totally 
different. The heat race looked great, 
and I'm glad that I won it because I 
didn't want to finish second, but the 
main is going to be a whole different 
ballgame. We've got what it takes. We 
just have to be in the same position in 
three and four that we were in the heat 
race, and not be back in fifth or sixth 
and wishing that we were in the same 
position." 

King showed the crowd that he was 
ready, willing and able to win during 
heat race number two, as he got the 
holeshot and then towed along. a pack 
that contained Stylemaster Custom 
Motorcycles' Steve Beattie, Stanley, Rose 
Racing's Geo Roeder II, Saddlemen Rac- 
ing's Kevin Varnes, and Harley-David- 
son of Dallas’ Willie McCoy. Roeder 
was the man on the go, as he drafted his 
way to the front, putting a heart-stopper 
of pass on three riders to run third in 
turn three on lap four. Stanley was mov- 
ing forward, too, and he ultimately 
caught and passed King, trading the 
point with the Iowan and leading him 
back to the line on laps seven through 
nine. 

But King buried it deep into three 
and four while leading the last lap, and 
that was enough to land the win over 
Beattie - who finally stepped it up - and 
Roeder. Stanley, McCoy and Varnes 
joined the rest of the heat-two pack in 
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the semis. Back in the pits, King had to 
scramble to make repairs to his bike. 

“We cracked an oil tank,” King said. 
“We're running good. We just need to 
have a bike that won't crack. We've got 
a borrowed swingarm on our spare bike 
because it cracked, but we're running 
the bike that we rode yesterday. We just 
have to stay in the hunt. We'll be there 
at the end, I think. Is the track starting to 
groove now? I havén't even been able to 
go out and take a look at it, but I'll run 
wherever I have to." 

Like the opening heat, the third heat 
turned from what appeared to be set as 
a three-rider battle into a four-rider bat- 
tle at the finish. Springer and H-D of 
Missouri/Dave Burks Motorsports' Joe 
Kopp were at the front of a five-rider 
lead draft that included TCR Racing's 
Nicky Hayden, Team Powell/Sunoco's 
J.R. Schnabel and TLC Racing's Chris 
Evans. Springsteen did most of the lead- 
ing at the line, while Hayden fell back, 
but then the 18-year-old dirt tracker/ 
road racer got with the program and 
back into the draft. Kopp then dropped 
a length back on the final lap, and 
wound up the odd man out. In a race 
that appeared as though it went to 
Evans, Hayden was declared the winner 
of the photo finish, with Springer right 
there in third. Worried about whether or 
not he'd make the show after having to 
utilize a provisional to make the Hall of 
Fame race, Hayden was able to relax 
and get ready for the main, but he was 
realistic about his chances in it. 

"Actually getting to get up there and 
running with those guys in the lead draft 
was fun, but I’ve still got a lot to learn 
about this mile racing,” Hayden said. 
“Some people catch on quick, but I’ve 
struggled with the whole idea of keeping 
the wheels in line. You would think that 
being a road racer, I would just be able 
to get out there and road race it around, 
but I just kind of struggle bit. I'd really 
like to win it, but I don’t actually see 
myself winning it. If I could, I would.” 

Morehead appeared to have to work 
the hardest of all the heat race winners, 
as he tangled with the brat pack in the 
final 10-lapper. Bartels Harley-David- 
son/Real McCoy’s, Japan’s Shaun Rus- 
sell led early, with USC Racing / Marine 
Transport's Bryan Bigelow and 1-800- 
FASTHOG /Moroney's Harley-David- 
son's Mike Hacker. Fortunately the 
crafty old guy was able to bide his time 
and let another veteran, Ronnie Jones, 
mix it up in the lead battle, before turn- 
ing it up on the final three circuits and 
hitting the stripe first at the checkered 
flag. Russell and Bigelow followed him 
across for the last direct transfers, while 
Jones and Hacker would have to try 
again. 

"| knew I had a brand-new edge 
down, so I just laid back and let my tire 
heat up," Morehead said. "Then I just 
watched who was doing what, and we 
won it.

McCoy got a few private lessons 
from nine-time GrandNational Champi- 
on Parker as the two flat ran away and 
hid from the rest of the field in the first 
semi. They traded the lead a few times, 
and it looked like McCoy might have 
something for Parker. Then the 92-time 
Grand National feature winner showed 
the Texan a new trick, as he buckled it 
down on the inside of turn four and shot 
up the inner edge on the front straight, 
leaving the high-riding McCoy with no 
chance at drafting him. Both were in the 
show, and the rest were in the truck.

Morgan got 
to the line first, as both riders moved on 
to the feature. 

Hacker, Stanley and Dale Jenneman 
were the top runners in the final semi. 
In the end, Jenneman dropped back, and 
Hacker drafted by Stanley for the win, 
with both riders taking the final two 
spots on the grid.

Davis got the holeshot when the 
quickest 18 riders of the day left the 
starting line for the 25-lap final, but 
Morehead challenged him off of turn 
two and held the lead each time that 
they hit the strip on the first three laps. 
Carr, Beattie, King, Parker, Hacker and 
Hayden followed closely, with Stanley 
coming from way back on the third row 
to run in ninth early. Jones and Evans 
soon managed to shuffle their way into 
the pack as well. 

Davis flew to the front on lap five, 
followed Carr on lap six, and then man- 
aged to be on top for the next several 
circuits. In the meantime, a group had 
fallen away from the lead pack. Bigelow 





and Morgan battled for control of the 
group containing what was basically the 
second half of the field. Ultimately, Hay- 
den surfaced as the fastest of the also- 
rans, finishing 10th. 

“Tt was kind of disappointing,” Hay- 
den said. “We made a little mistake at 
the beginning by putting on a tire that 
only had a couple laps on it. It didn*t 
come in too good, and we lost touch 
with the lead guys. After that, we just 
had our own little group in the back. 
That's racing." 

Parker was running sixth on lap 12 
when all hell let loose in the bowels of 
his Bill Werner-tuned machine for the 
second day in a row, dropping him out 
of the race after the same had happened 
just one day before while he was run- 
ning for the top prize in the Hall of 
Fame final. Parker inadvertently cut off 
both Jones and Hacker as he tried to get 
off the groove in turn one, knocking 
both of them out of the chase. 

But even at the point that Parker 
dropped out, it was Stanley who had the 
crowd charged up, as he cranked his 
Greg Crow-tuned Gardner Racing spe- 
cial around the outer rim of the corners, 
passing two, three and even four riders 
in the turns to remain in the lead pack 





as late as lap 19. He ran as high as sec- 
ond, but then, in the middle of turn 
three it appeared as though Stanley had 
simply slipped off the groove. However, 
the fact that he failed to pick up steam 
again told a different tale. Stanley coast- 
ed to a stop on the front straight with 
his chain - and maybe a dream or two - 
dragging in the dirt. With tears welling 
in his eyes, the Washingtonian spared 
nothing in making his feelings known. 

"I'd like to have been the winner of 
this &%$#ing race today,” Stanley said. 
“Tve never felt better. I found a line that 
nobody else was using, and it worked 
every single lap. I was having a good 
time. It's just so frustrating, all these lit- 
tle mechanical problems we've been 
having. But I'll tell you, if we ever get it 
straightened out..." 

That basically left King, Carr, Davis 
and Springsteen mixing up at the front. 
King ran fourth down the back straight 
on the white-flag lap, but he quickly 
drafted his way to the front, going into 
three, while Davis got shuffled to the 
back. Carr and Springsteen maintained 
second and third. As they came off the 
final bend, King appeared to cut off the 
whole bottom of the track, while Carr 
swung off the corner in a big arc and

everything... Because of him we're-on top of the box today.” 


Rich King's chassis troubles were maddening for both him and tuner 


Sam Wessely, forcing the pair to put in extra hours making repairs follow- 


ing the Hall. of Fame race. Fortunately, the team was able to borrow a 
swingarm from the Coziahr Harley-Davidson team after Brian Shirley's 
fiery run-in with Gary Rogers. “We had a swingarm that we could loan 
them from Brian's bike," Coziahr mechanic Babe Demay said. “That's 
about all that we could loan them off that bike," to which King joked: 
"Yeah, they loaned it to us. We heard it was a pretty hot swingarm.” 


Coming into the Springfield Mile, the general consensus was. that the 
1999 AMA Grand National Championship title race was Chris Carr's to 
lose. Now it seems that. à smokin’ hot Rich King may have something to 
say about that. With three wins in the last four races, King is forcing Carr 
to keep his guard up. That fact isn't lost on the former champion either. 
"There's no doubt about it," Carr said. “Rich isa tough competitor. Last 
year, we were talking, and he was kind of down in the mouth about Parker 
having a big lead when we were at Du Quoin. | told him, “Hey man, | can't 
afford to give up. | gotta go race. | need the money. " 


Two days, two motors. When was the last time that happened to Bill 
Werner-built equipment? Nobody can remember. “| don't know what to 
say.” Werner said after the Grand National. "The first one, | think | know 
what happened to it, but | don't have a clue with this one. I'll have to take 
it apart to see. Scott said that it was running good, and then it started 
making grinding noises and quit. It's obviously something internal. | don't 
know what it is. Anybody who says that this is easy is nuts. " 


Scott Parker laughed off his troubles on Springfield while he was sign- 
ing autographs after the races. "It's hard not to," he said. "That's part of 
motorsports, and we've been real successful over the years. at Spring- 
field. I've had a lot of good days when a lot of people have had bad days. | 
feel for 'em when it happeris. l've got to smile. | had a bad day. We were 
just riding around there, waiting for shit to happen. And it happened!" 


For perhaps the first time in his career, Scott Parker actually admitted 
that he was tired of signing autographs - literally. For Parker. whose Peo- 


ria injuries are still acute enough to prevent him from pulling off his helmet 
without ripping his ears off, the extended autograph session began right 
after his engine failure, and ran for over four hours. “l can honestly say 
that this: is the first time in.20 years that | got tired of signing my own 


name," Parker said: "| couldn't even get my double Ts right. Half of the 


time | think | was only writing one T." 


There were auctions and remembrances for the Davey Camlin family, 
who was in attendance at the Springfield mile in force, and also to benefit 
injured racer Kevin Atherton, who wanted to be at Springfield but 
could. not because of the numerous operations that he has. had to under- 
go in order to repair his badly damaged leg. Davey's father Don Camlin 
rode a victory lap of honor in remembrance of Davey on Saturday. He 
was aboard one of the first XH750s that he and Davey had ever built, 
while announcer Dave Despain read a letter that Don had' written about 
his son. On Sunday, Atherton s rookie-season dirt-track leathers and the 
number plate off of Davey Camlin's back-to-back. Springfield-winning 
motorcycle were up for sale. Atherton's leathers went for $1300, with the 
proceeds going to. his medical fund. Bidding for the Camlin plate started 
at over $1000. The proceeds for the final sale went to the Camlin family. 


In another gesture of good will, race fan James R. Florey of Litchfield, 
Minnesota, purchased the checkered flag that was used to mark Rich 
King's win at the Springfield Mile. Florey purchased the flag, which was 
autographed by all of the main event riders, for $875, with the proceeds 
going. to the Dirt Track Hall of Fame. Florey then promptly gave the flag 
itself to Rich King as a souvenir of his first Grand National mile win. 


The comment by Jay Springsteen, “| know that (King move) now, so 
l'Il write it down for next year,” was official confirmation by the three-time 
Grand National Champion that, yes, he will return for another full. season 
in the year 2000. "One more year for sure, or as long as |l. can put up with 
it,” Springer continued later. “Jim Kelly has got the bikes running so 
good, and Joe (Bisha) is doing a super job of keeping things. running. 
When you come to Springfield, it is fun.to go racing. Some of these half 
miles we've been going to, the track has been terrible, and it's like it ain't 
even no fun. But | still enjoy racing like it was today." 


After the Dirt Track Hall of Fame Race, Will Davis looked like he had 
been subject to a public stoning, as his arms and legs showed multiple 
welts and bruises from the chunks that were coming off the track. "The 
Springfield Mile broke all to pieces yesterday," Davis said. “There was 
rocks and you name it, hitting me. Today. it's your typical Springfield. It's 
a lot better. There's no comparison. It is breaking. up a little down low in 
one and two. but if they keep after it, | think it will be all right. 


Joe Kopp was disappointed not to make the Grand National main event 








tried to yank the throttle cables out of 
their housings, sending his machine into 
a two-wheel drift with the front end just 
skimming the surface of the track. He 
drew up alongside King, as did 
Springer, but King beat them both by 
less than half a wheel. 

"I don't know what to say," King 
said. "We broke so many things this 
weekend - little stuff, big stuff. Every 
time we turned around something was 
breaking or leaking. We changed it all. 
Both bikes were working good all week- 
end. It was just a matter of keeping stuff 
from leaking out of them. Right now I 
feel so comfortable on these Harleys. 
We've just been clicking. We're just a lit- 
tle more comfortable every week." 

Then, after a sigh: "Man, I'm sure 
glad I got this load off of my shoulders. 
I've. got one (a mile). I know that I can 
win one now." 


HARLEY-DAVIDSON SPORTSTER 
PERFORMANCE NATIONAL 


With the threat of rain once again 
hanging over a round of the AMA 
Grand National Dirt Track Series, AMA 
officials elected to drop the Harley- 
Davidson Sportster Performance Series 
and SuperTrapp SuperTracker pro- 
grams to the back burner in the interest 
of getting a complete Grand National 
schedule in before the moisture came. 
As things turned out, it never did. 

Defending series champion Jess 
Roeder grabbed the holeshot when the 
17-rider Harley-Davidson Sportster Per- 
formance Series main event lumbered 
off the starting line to start the first of its 
12 laps, but it wasn’t long before he was 
joined by Roger Lee Hayden, Billy Mar- 
tin and Shaun Russell. Current series 
points leader Willie McCoy, Tim Eades 
and Gary Rogers also moved toward the 
lead pack, and an out-and-out war com- 
menced. 





Roeder was in command at the stripe 
on laps three through five before Russell 
got a good run up the front straight to 
run side by side with the Las Vegas 
Harley-Davidson/Roeder Harley- 
Davidson/AAR-backed Roeder at the 
halfway flags. In the meantime, Rogers 
was quietly picking his way through the 
eight-rider lead draft. 

Roeder and Russell again ran side by 
side across the line on lap nine, but then 
Russell got the upper hand on the next 
lap. By the white-flag lap, it was a rea- 
sonable certainty that one of the two 
would be the race winner, even though 
the rest of the lead pack was still within 
striking distance. 

Russell felt as though he timed his 
move for the win perfectly when they 
exited the last turn, but Roeder held on 
for the win, with Russell finishing sec- 
ond and Rogers an out-of-nowhere 
third. Afterward, there was controversy, 
as Russell accused Roeder of making 
contact when he tried to pass Roeder for 
the win. 

“Coming down for the checkered 
flag, I pulled out, and he weaved and 
ran right into me," Russell said. "But 
these guys (the AMA) say that they 
can't do anything about it because they 
don't have it on tape. It just sucks. You 
know the AMA, that's just their typical 
bullshit." 

Roeder, who was a passenger on the 
victory lap while his dad, Geo Roeder, 
took to the controls, was unfazed on the 
podium, and his comments on "the inci- 
dent" with Russell even illicited a loud 
cheer from the crowd. 

“It felt really good to get him (dad) 
out there, and it was a great race - I rode 
my heart out," Roeder said. "As far as 
all that other stuff goes, I don't air my 
dirty laundry in public, so if Shaun has 
got anything to say, we'll take care of 
that in private."

SUPERTRAPP 
SUPERTRACKER SERIES 


Changes came with the Springfield 
round of the SuperTrapp SuperTracker 
Series in the form of new rules to help 
out the Harley-Davidson camp as they 
continued in their endeavor to make the 
Sportster-based pushrod V-twin com- 
petitive against the overhead-cam 
Suzukis. The AMA opened up the dis- 
placement of the Harleys to 1250cc, and 
while it certainly helped, it did not stop 
another Suzuki from winning. 

Joe Kopp rode his Dennis Town- 
tuned, Dave Burks Motorsports /Dick's 
Suzuki to a dominating fourth win of 
the season via an equally dominant 
performance at Springfield. Kopp 
never failed to lead a lap, as he rocket- 
ed around the mile without a hitch, 
easily distancing himself from the rest 
of the 14-rider field, including the sec- 
ond- and third-placed Suzukis of Steve 
Morehead and J.R. Schnabel. Morehead 
just beat Schnabel to the line for second 
place. 

Fourth place went to Mike Hacker, 
who was aboard a 1200cc motor and 
reported a noteworthy improvement in 
the performance of the bike. Hacker said 
that he now believes that with a little 
more tuning, the Harley package will be 
a viable one. CN

Geo Roeder Il 
was helpless to do anything when the engine on his machine quit pumping 
oil while he was waiting for the start.of the race. “We got it pumping oil 
again; büt we didn't get it done within the two-minute time limit, and they 
wouldn't let us go back out,” Roeder said. "Today was my birthday. Man. 
|-hate birthdays. " 


One of the famous dirt track Scott brothers, Hank Scott was one of 
this year's inductees to the Dirt Track Hall of Fame, and he made sure he 
had a good spot to watch the finish to the Grand National. Afterward, 
Scott commented on the weekend. "It has been enjoyable to come here 
and see people that | haven't seen here since 1987," Scott said. “I've 
seen a bunch of familiar faces. They've gotten older and l've gotten older. 
People change, and I've changed. That was one great race today. It's too 
bad the Stanley kid dropped. out. The track is the same way | remember it, 
and the bikes are better.” | 


Ronnie Jones was a bit miffed about the fact that Scott Parker suf- 
fered an engine failure right in front of him, forcing the Oklahoman to lose 


the lead draft, but he managed to keep a smile on his face. “I'm going to - 


have to walk down there and talk to Bill (WerneD," Jones joked. "You 
know, back in 1990 and '91, whenever | was racing for the championship. 
them things would never blow up. Now this time it blows up right in front 
of me and robs of me of a chance to win when | didn't have to beat him to 
get it.

I've never been up front at the start of a mile before. | was running 
seventh, and ! just fell off the lead pack. There was no catching them after 
that. | probably had enough steam to run up front if | could have gotten 
there." 


Brett Landes was spotted cruising through the pits on Springfield 
weekend, but the Californian was merely a spectator, as the left shoulder 
that he injured at Du Quoin was aggravated by his fall at the Sedalia Half 
Mile last week. "It's pretty sore," Landes said. "| was feeling pretty good 
when | rode Peoria, but then | crashed last week. Now I'm. not going to 
ride here, and l'm going to miss Dallas. | don't even know about the rest 
of the season. It's hard to sit out at this place, though.” 


After wowing dirt track fans with his second-place performance at the 
Peoria TT, Toby Jorgensen got his first chance to ride a 750 at Spring- 
field. competing for much of the weekend on one of Johnny Goad's Sad- 
dlemen.

jt paid the largest purse ever, 
$100,000, so it follows that the 
IMDA-presented, Dave Despain- 
organized Dirt Track Hall of Fame 
Race should have been the most spectac- 
ular extravaganza ever to grace the 
Springfield Mile. Was it? 

Perhaps that's best left to individual 
perspective, but the facts are these: 
Harley-Davidson of Sacramento/ 
Phoenix Racing’s Chris Carr collected the 
biggest paycheck in dirt track history 
when he crossed the finish line several 
lengths ahead of Bartels’ Harley-David- 
son’s Jay Springsteen and Corbin Rac- 
ing’s Rich King on a non-typical Spring- 
field racing surface that was crumbling 
badly in turns three and four. He collect- 
ed that historic check, $20,000, before a 
crowd that would later prove to be sparse 
in comparison to the typical Springfield 
Mile crowd that flooded through the 
turnstiles for the following day's Grand 
National. And he made it look easy. 

Carr got a fantastic start to lead an 
eight-rider pack on the first lap of the 
15-lap run for the riches, and he seemed 
to be the strongest rider on the track, as 
he traded the lead briefly with inaugural 
Hall. of Fame race winner Scott Parker 
early in the race, and later with Spring- 
steen at around the five-to-go mark. 
Carr then really showed off the horse- 
power of his Kenny Tolbert-tuned 

Harley-Davidson XR750 in the closing 
stages of the race, as he was able to pull 
away - perhaps aided by the fact that he 
was "throwing rocks at 'em" with his 
rear tire off of turn four - and take the 
win by an easy five lengths. 

"That was cool, thank you very 
much," Carr said. “It was a great race. | 




















did everything that I wanted to do. I 
wanted to get a good start and set a hot 
pace, and kind of separate the field a lit- 
tle bit. I was able to do that. Springer 
and Rich and Scotty were the only guys 
that passed me the whole race. I figured 
that Scotty dropped out, but I didn't 
know for sure. Then when Springer 
came by me, I figured it was down to 
me and him. Then Rich showed up, and 
we had a good race going. I think that it 
was a combination of Rich making a 
mistake off the last corner and me cut- 
ting a perfect last lap that won me the 
race." 

Springsteen was once again in con- 
tention for a win on the Springfield 
Mile. It has been a trend that he has set 
for his entire 25-year career, although he 
has yet to land one at the hallowed facil- 
ity. Today would have been a good day 
to do it, but like every other time, it just 
wasn't in the cards. Springer was too far 
away from Carr to do anything with 
him on the final run up the front 
straight. The effects of the deteriorating 
race track were obvious when Springer 
pulled off his gloves. 

“When we were racing with Scotty 
up there, his bike kept puffin'," Springer 
said. "Every once in a while there was a 
puff of smoke out the top exhaust pipe. 
It was just a matter of time before his 
bike was going to break - that's always a 
sign. I got hit with a bunch of rocks on 
the arch of my left foot (and) my point- 
ing finger. l'm all black and blue. One

was broke up bad, and then there's all 
those marbles when it's like that, and it 
gets slippery.

I 
don't have another job, so early in the 
year my bank about... it's like deposit, 
deposit, deposit. Then at the end of the 
year it's withdrawal, withdrawal, with- 
drawal. Then we start back at Daytona." 

King, who came from the back row, 
had to scramble to make'"it to the front, 
and by the time he got up there to mix it 
up with Carr, Parker and Springsteen, 
his rear tire was basically shot. 

"I was running real good, and I was 
just coming. through the pack, and I just 
wore the tire out," said King. "Also, the 
brakes were fading a little bit - I had that 
part under control, though. I just 
pushed too hard too early and wore the 
tire out. 

"The whole weekend has been hard 
for us," King said. "We found out we 
had a broken frame just before we left 
home, and then we got down here and 
ran the scratch heat and broke a gas 
tank. And the swingarm's broke. So to 
end up on the box today, I guess we're 
pretty happy about that." 

Other “winners” in the dash for the 
cash included fourth-placed. Will Davis, 
who never did quite make it up to the

QUALIFYING 


Unlike the previous year's Beer Nuts 
Dash qualifier series, this year's Hall of 
Fame race utilized a same-day format 
that was similar to a standard Grand 
National format, but with a slight twist. 
The top three in each of the four eight- 
lap heat races would transfer directly to 
the final, with the rest getting shuffled 
into three eight-lap semis. Only the win- 
ner of each semi would transfer directly, 
and after all three races were run, three 


provisional starting spots were granted 
to the three highest non-qualified riders 
in the AMA Grand National Dirt Track 
Series points standings. 

There was drama right from the start 
of the first eight-lap heat race, as 
Rogers/Lake Racing's Gary Rogers 
missed a shift off the starting line and 
tangled bars with other riders. As he was 
falling down, Rogers was struck with 
tremendous force by Coziahr Harley- 
Davidson's Brian Shirley. The impact 
ripped Shirley's bike in half, rupturing 
the fuel tank and igniting into a full- 
blown conflagration. Fortunately, neither 
rider was seriously hurt; Rogers made 
the restart, and Shirley would return to 
race the Grand National the next day. 

After the clean, Poovey took his USC 
Racing Honda to the point and led all 
eight laps. H-D of Missouri's Joe Kopp 
tried to pull out and swing past off the 
last turn, but Poovey was tuned for 
bear, and he outran Kopp to the line. 
Shaun Russell was a solid third on the 
Bartels Harley-Davidson. 

Heat two at least featured a drafting 
war, as Carr and Team 1-800- 
FASTHOG’s Mike Hacker pulled away 
from eventual third-place finisher Jones 
and set up for the last run to the line. 
They crossed it side by side, with Carr 
just getting the nod over Hacker. 

Springsteen got a tremendous stand- 
ing ovation for winning the third heat 
race after a wild dice with Parker and 
Steve Beattie. Chris Evans was up in 
there for a while, too. Springer just beat 
Parker to the line by a wheel. Beattie 
was third. 

F&S Harley-Davidson's Steve More- 
head got the holeshot over Davis in the 
final heat race, but Davis poured on the 
coals to record a comfortable win over 
Morehead and the last rider to gain 
entry to the Hall of Fame race on the 
first try of the day, USC Racing's Bryan 
Bigelow. '

As a supplement to the HoF program 
this year, the 600s took to the track for 
their own 15-lap dash, the top prize 
being $1000 to win. Dan Stanley got the 
holeshot and led the pack into the first 
turn, with promising Texas talent Jason 
Tyer and Nicky Hayden running second 
and third. 

Tyer quickly started showing off 
some serious horsepower aboard his 
Karl Klement-backed Rotax, as he led 
laps two through four when the pack hit 
the stripe. In the meantime, Willie 
McCoy, Tyer’s teammate for a day, was 
working his way up from a poor start. 
McCoy was running fourth by lap two, 
but he would take a.turn at the front on 
lap five, thus establishing himself as a 
contender for the win.

They then strung out again 
and, one lap later, Parker's day ended 
prematurely, the victim of a broken pis- 
ton. Morehead had already fallen back 
behind Poovey, who was still running 
strong in fifth. Jones and Morehead 
then began to draft back and forth for 
sixth.

Carr was again the most dominant 
rider in the last three laps, as he dis- 
pensed with King on lap 13, while 
Springsteen ran third and Davis fourth.

After finishing third in the first moto 
behind the Suzukis of Albertyn and 
Ward, the 21-year-old rider from Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana, finished out his year 
in strong fashion by placing second to 
Albertyn in moto two. Windham, who 
earned the most overall wins on the sea- 
son, with four, was gracious in defeat

and already has his eyes set on the year- 
2000 crown. 

“I feel good," said Windham. "It's 
been a good year. I didn't finish out 
quite like I wanted to with today's over- 
all finish - and definitely with the chani- 
pionship. I was really hoping to get in 
there a little closer than I was, but, all- 
in-all, it was a good season. I’m looking 
forward to next year already." 

"Greg's just been riding great all 
year,” Windham added. “He showed it 
today. I knew that the championship 
was way beyond my control. There 
wasn't anything I could do about it. 1 
mean, there were 40 guys out there that 
wanted to win the championship and 
only one of us could. And he did. I defi- 
nitely wanted to go after him, but he 
really had it today." 

Putting in yet another strong ride for 
third overall was Team Yamaha's 
Jimmy Button. Button, who posted a 
win, two seconds and now a third in the 
final four races of the series, put in a 





solid fourth-place ride in moto one. In 
the second moto, Button was able to 
improve upon that score, finishing third. 
Button’s strong performance at Steel 
City provided a fitting ending to what 
has turned out to be a breakthrough 
year for the 26-year-old rider from Lake 
Elsinore, California. 

“Yeah, I've been having some good 
races lately,” said Button. “I’m happy to 
get the YZF400 Bridgestone / Fox / Yama- 
ha up there on the podium again. It’s all 
about consistency. | waited a little bit 
too long in the series to get going. Now 
that I’ve learned the bike well, I feel 
really comfortable about going into next 
year. Hopefully, I can carry this momen- 
tum into the new season and become a 
title contender.” 

Finishing fourth overall was Ward. 
After finishing second to Albertyn in the 
first moto, Ward blasted from the gate 
in moto two on the heels of early leader 
Dowd before falling in the first turn. 
Ward was able to charge to tenth before 
the moto’s end. 

“I felt good today,” said Ward. “In 
the first moto, I feel like I definitely 
could have won. In the second moto, | 
was a lot faster, but you can’t start 40th 
and let guys like Albertyn and Wind- 
ham get so far out in front of you.” 

Posting his best-ever 250cc overall 
finish was Ferry in fifth. After a strong 
seventh-place showing in the first moto, 
Ferry rocketed to the second moto 
holeshot and early lead, eventually giv- 
ing way to the hard-charging trio of 
Albertyn, Windham and Button and fin- 
ishing fourth - his personal best. 

“I feel really good about today," said 
Ferry. “It’s my best overall ever. Last 
weekend, I got sixth and tied my best. It 
seems like the season has gone better 
and better for me since Chaparral 
picked me up. Larry Brooks has really 
been helping me out on the track with 
lines and my starts. My starts have got- 
ten a lot better since I came here." 

; Team Honda's Ezra Lusk was sixth 
overall on the day with a consistent 5-5 
ride. 

, "Yeah, top five was good," said Lusk. 
“Better, I guess, than last weekend. It 
was nothing like I started off the year, 
though. I had a few bad races and got 
into a little bit of a rut. It's been hard to 
find my way out of it. I’m looking for- 
ward to next year. I'm really excited 
about the new bike and I'll really be 
going after the supercross title. l've been 
really consistent in the supercrosses and 
I'm really looking forward to hopefully 
winning that thing and getting one of 
these championships under my belt." 

Albertyn finishes out his champi- 
ónship year with 477 points and three 
overall wins. Windham was solid in sec-

ond with 448 points and four overall 
wins. LaRocco was third for the year 
with 406 points and one win, followed 
by Lusk in fourth with 347 points and 
one win. Button was fifth with 328 
points and one overall win, followed by 
Yamaha teammates Doug Henry in 
sixth with 314 points and one win and 
John Dowd in seventh with 298 points. 
Ward finished eighth with a 296 point 
tally, followed by Suzuki teammate 
Robbie Reynard, who scored 274 points 
on the year for ninth. Ferry capped off a 
banner year by advancing into the top 
10 at the final round with 264 points. 
The Racer Productions-prepared 
Steel City course was in perfect shape 
for Sunday's National. Steady light rain, 
courtesy of Hurricane Dennis, kept the 
track surface moist and tacky, while 
overcast skies and light breezes made 
for a cool and comfortable day of racing. 
All of the National riders agreed that it 
was a perfect day for motocross - and 
the final showdown of the season. Lap 
times for the race leaders were in the 2- 
minute, 30-second range throughout the 


day. 


MOTO ONE 


Dowd shot from the Steel City gate to 
take the THO Holeshot in moto one, fol- 
lowed by Lusk, Ward, Henry and Wind- 
ham. As the pack made its way through 
the tight Steel City switchback turns, 
Ward moved around Lusk and into sec- 
ond. Katin charged into fourth, pursued 
by Albertyn, Henry, Windham and But- 
ton. With just half-a-lap. completed, 
Ward blitzed past Dowd on the track's 
high speed "ski jump" section to take 
over the early lead. 


“I got a pretty good start," said 


Ward. "Dowd took everybody wide in 
the second turn and | got into second. 
Then, I passed him coming down a hill 
on the first lap. I charged hard for about 
four laps and got a pretty decent lead." 
As Ward pulled out to an approxi- 
mate three-second lead on Dowd, Alber- 
tyn ducked under Katin and into second 
place. In an urgent attempt to not let 
Albertyn get away, Windham aggres- 
sively forced his way past Henry at the 
bottom of the ski jump hill, leaving the 
defending National Champion to deal 
with his hard-charging teammate But- 
ton, who would take over the fifth spot 
before the completion of the lap. With 


` Ward comfortably out front, Albertyn 


attacked Dowd for second, first attempt- 


ing to leap past the Yamaha rider and 
then executing a perfect outside-inside 
pass in the next corner to take over the 
position. Not to be outdone, Windham 
also took the measure of Dowd on the 
next lap, dropping him to fourth and 
directly into the clutches of Button. 
Ward continued to lead at the halfway 
point, followed by Albertyn, Windham 
and Button, while Dowd, Lusk, Ferry 
and Reynard engaged in an intense bat- 
tle for fifth. With just a few minutes left 
in the moto, Albertyn closed in on 
Ward, rocketing past his teammate to 
take the lead and eventual moto victory. 

"When Greg got into second they 
started catching me a little bit and I tried 
to pick the pace back up," said Ward. 
"Greg was riding really good. He 
caught up and got by me.” 

“We definitely wanted to get the 
championship out of the way in the first 
moto if we could," added Ward. "Any- 
thing can happen. Injury, bike malfunc- 
tions - anything. Suzuki has been really 
good to me for the last two years. Greg 
has ridden well all year and the team 
has worked hard all year. That's why 
we won the championship. My hat's off 
to Greg. My hat's also off to Kevin 
Windham. He made it real interesting 
and made everyone at our camp a little 
bit nervous these last couple of weeks." 

Albertyn's 25 points for winning the 
moto versus Windham's third place 
points tally of 20 gave the Team Suzuki 
star the 26-point lead he needed to 
clinch his hard-earned and long-awaited 
championship. 

“It’s been a long, hard battle, but I’m 
so glad I've finally done it," said the 
new 250cc National Motocross Champi- 
on. “I just had a feeling I was going to 
do it in this first moto. Ezra started 
holding me up in the first three or four 
turns. He kept looking behind and sort 
of blocking me. I put the moves on him 
and knew that, once l'd gotten around 
him, it was just a matter of riding 
smooth and riding hard." 

Joining Albertyn in celebration at the 
finish line was Team Manager Roger 
DeCoster, who has been with Greg since 
his first days in America. 

"Everybody on the team worked 
hard for this one and it feels really good 
to win it," said the five-time World 
Motocross Champion. "Greg is not only 
a great rider, he is also a really good 
person. Some guys are good racers and 
you like them for their race results and 





because of what they can do on a motor- 
cycle, but Greg is a great person and a 
great guy to be friends with. I think I 
worked harder for this championship 
than the ones I won myself." 

Ward rolled in for second in the 
moto, matching his season best, fol- 
lowed by a valiant effort by Windham 
for third. 

"| felt like I had an all right ride," 
said Windham. "I definitely wasn't 
flowing like I needed to be. Greg rode 
great all season long and my congratula- 
tions go out to him." 

Button was strong in fourth, followed 
by Lusk in fifth. Dowd held on for sixth, 
followed by Ferry in seventh and Rey- 
nard in eighth. LaRocco was ninth, the 
victim of a bad start and an early crash. 

"| just didn't gate that well," said 
LaRocco. "The inside of that start gets 
all bottled up. I actually got through the 
first turn real good, but got pushed out 
on the second one. I came out bad and, a 
few corners later, someone ended up 
falling in front of me. I hit them and 
went down. I was way back from the 
get-go. I think I busted my coil or some- 
thing when I crashed. My bike was 
breaking up the whole race." 

Henry rounded out the top 10, anoth- 
er victim of an early moto crash. 

“It happened on the final off-camber 
turn," explained Henry. "I put my front 
tire in the outside rut and my rear tire in 
the inside rut. When I tried to move my 
front tire to the inside rut, I just kind of 
washed out. I couldn't seem to stay 
focused, so I was just kind of out there 
riding." 


. MOTO TWO 


With the championship already 
decided, bragging rights were on the 
line for the final moto of the season. 
Team Chaparral/Yamaha's Tim Ferry 
topped off a great year by taking the 
holeshot, followed by Albertyn, Henry, 
Dowd and Windham. Reynard was just 
one of the riders thrown off by an inter- 
mittent starting-gate quiver. 

"The gate twitched like, twice," said 
Reynard. “The second time it twitched, | 
went for it and plowed straight into the 
gate.” 

First moto runner-up Ward also had 
problems at the beginning of the race, 
going down in the first turn after start- 
ing up front with the leaders. 

“It felt like they held the gate for a 
long time,” said Ward. “A couple of 
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people were hitting it and the gate kept 
shaking. They finally dropped it and 1 
got up there really good. John Dowd 

was first and I was second. Somebody 
cut in from the outside and Dowd's rear 
wheel kind of went wide and hit my 
front wheel. I thought I was okay, but 
then the guy from the outside came 
across and I high-sided over him. Then, 
I got run over two or three times. There 
was nothing I could do." 

Out front and with Albertyn on his 
heels, Ferry put in one of the strongest 
performances of his career, holding off 
the new National Champion for the bet- 
ter part of the lap. 

"This is the first outdoor National 
moto I've lead in quite a few years now, 
so I was pretty pumped to get the 
holeshot," said Ferry. "I got a little tired.

Albee was pushing there at the begin- 
ning and I was still a little tired from the 
first moto. I've. never really run at their 
pace yet this year and I figured I had 
better back it down. Otherwise, 1 may 
have ended up on the ground." 

Ferry kept Albertyn in his sights until 
just before the halfway point, when 
Windham charged by for second. Deter- 
mined not to let a great final-moto-of- 
the-year ride slip from his grasp, Ferry 
put his head down and stayed with the 
leaders. With just two laps to go, Button 
closed on Ferry and, after several 
attempts, finally took the position at the 
top of Steel City's large uphill. 

“He didn't quite have me the first 
time," said Ferry. "I thought he might 
land on me on the next double, so I kind 
of went wide. The second time he just

Once again, it will wrap 
up in Las Vegas.”

An industry. race was held at Steel City during Friday's amateur 
program. Attracting journalists, industry reps and even a few rac- 
ers, like Alessio Chiodi and Christopher Gosselaàr (who were try- 
ing-to get in some much-needed track time), the race is intended

t was a fitting way to end a stellar 

career for 19-year-old Ricky 

Carmichael. The SplitFire/Pro Cir- 
cuit / Kawasaki /Fox-sponsored rider 
rode to a perfect victory by winning 
both motos and taking the overall win at 
the final 'round of the 1999 AMA/ 
Mazda Trucks 125cc National Champi- 
onship Motocross Series at Steel City 
Raceway. 

In front of 18,639 motocross-loving 
fans, Carmichael rode the final 125cc 
race of his young career like it was his 
first, and he added one more checkmark 
to his long list of wins. In doing so, he 
tied the all-time win record of 25 career 
125cc wins set by Mark Barnett back in 
the early 1980s. The win also marked his 
first-ever win, out of three attempts, at 
the Steel City facility. 

“Without all the help of my sponsors, 
family and mechanic Chad Watts, I 
couldn’t have had this career,” 
Carmichael said at the end of the day. 
“Chad has kept this bike running good 
many times, 25 times for sure, and it 
feels good to be up there with Barnett. I 
guess Ill hang with him up there for a 
while and maybe after my 250cc career 


I'll come back out and go for another - 


win on the 125." 

Carmichael will now move to the 
250cc class full time, starting with super- 
cross in January 2000, then to the out- 
doors next May. 

"I'm ready for the 250s,” Carmichael 
added later. “I’m going to put a lot of 
time and effort into it and hopefully get 
the same results." 

Getting to stand on the second-high- 
est step on the podium was a revitalized 
Yamaha of Troy /Sinisalo /Oakley-pilot 
Stephane Roncada. The Menifee, Cali- 
fornia resident rode from the heart, fin- 
ishing third in the first moto and taking 
the runner-up spot to Carmichael the 
second time out. The Frenchman was 
happy with his day and finished out the 
season on a strong note, making notice 
to all that he should be a major con- 
tender in the Y2K outdoor series. 

"| just signed with Troy two weeks 
ago and everything is working really 
good right now," Roncada said. "My 
confidence is way up right now and I 
would've liked to win another moto this 
year, but I'll try again. The team really 
helps me every way they can, and I'm 
going to train real hard this winter to try 
to win the 125cc East Supercross and 
125cc outdoor next year." 

Finishing a career-best third overall 
was Primal Impulse Suzuki/Bill's 
Pipes/Shift-supported David Pingree. 
Coming off a strong third-place moto 
‘finish the week earlier at Binghamton, 
Pingree gated well in both motos, nail- 
ing the holeshot in the first moto and 
nearly repeating that performance in the 
second. Pingree held on for a best-ever 
second-place result the first time out 
and rode to a hard-fought fifth in moto 
two. 
"Every week I feel stronger and 
stronger, and unfortunately this season 
is over, but I'll just try to carry that 
momentum through the off-season and 
bring it into next year," Pingree

explained of his recent success. "I 
worked hard all year and it was a cou- 
ple of stupid little injuries that kept me 
out of the points." 

Fourth overall went to the ever- 
determined Tallon Vohland. The 
FMF/Honda/Thor-backed rider's 5-3 
score was not his best performance of 
the year, but he closed his season on a 
high note and vows to return even 
stronger next year as a member of Mitch 
Payton's powerful Pro Circuit squad. 

“I wasn't real happy with the way I 
rode today," Vohland said. "I wanted to 
give Ricky a run for the money, but I 
tried my best. I'll come back next year 
and Ricky will be out of the class. He's a 
tough guy and a good champion, but 1

hope next year that I’m the champion. 

"I had a good year and couldn't have 
done it without the support of my team. 
l'd like to thank FMF and Mike Showa 
and all of the team's sponsors," contin- 
ued Vohland. “Also, all of my fans. 
They supported me all year and that is 
really cool." 

Yamaha of Troy's Casey Johnson 
rounded out the top five for the day as 
he rode to an uneven 10-4 finish. John- 
son was a front-runner early in the first 
moto but suffered a nasty get-off. After 
remounting and putting on a charge, he 
could only muster up a 10th. Johnson 
gated well the second time out, made a 
few passes and finished fourth on the 
same track that he won his first-ever 














professional moto on exactly a year ago. 

“I got off to two good starts today 
and rode okay," said Johnson. “I like 
this track. The Coombs family always 
do a good job. Hopefully I'll be more of 
a threat for the outdoors next year." 

Also riding out of the Yamaha of 
Troy semi was Cambridge, England's 
Carl Nunn. The 20-year-old G.P. regu- 
lar, who is sponsored by Yamaha in the 
United Kingdom, made his second-ever 
American appearance a good one, fin- 
ishing sixth overall. Nunn was some- 
what pleased with his consistent 8-6 
scores on an unfamiliar track, and said 
that racing in America could be a possi- 
bility in the future. 

^| had two solid rides and didn't 
crash all weekend, but rode a little 
tense," Nunn explained. "I just kept safe 
and if I could have relaxed a little more I 
think I could have had some better 
results. The track was difficult. It is a lot 
different than what we run in Europe 
and it has a lot more lines. I watched the 
other guys to see what they were doing 
and picked my lines wisely. I'd like to 
come back someday." 

SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki's 
Nick Wey rode to seventh overall with a 
9-8 score. A nagging wrist injury was 
the only thing that really slowed the 
Michigan-based teenager, and after win- 
ning one round several weeks earlier, 
Wey was not extremely happy with his 
results. 

Ernesto Fonseca finished eighth over- 
all after finishing an impressive fourth 
in moto one. A crash early in the second 
moto placed the 1999 125cc Eastern 
Regional Supercross champion back in 
17th at moto's end. 

Fonseca's Yamaha of Troy teammate, 
Casey Lytle, finished ninth (14-9) in 
what was his last ride for the Troy 
squad. Lytle signed a contract with the 
FMF/Honda team a week earlier and 





had good things to say about his current 
ride. 

“Tve been with Troy for the last four 
years and I'm leaving on good terms. 
I'm really close with Eric (Kehoe) and 
everything is cool. They helped me since 
I was an intermediate and it's just time 
to move on." 

Primal Impulse Suzuki's Branden 
Jesseman finished 10th overall (18-7), 
while Moto Planet/Al Lane Yamaha's 
Matt Walker finished eleventh, earning 
top privateer honors. R&S Kawasaki/ 
Bridgestone's Ryan Clark and FMF/ 
Honda's Danny Smith were next, and 
Smith's teammate, Brock Sellards, fin- 
ished 14th after going 6-34. Sellards' 
sixth-place finish in moto one was 











enough to earn second overall in the 
series. While running eighth in moto 
two, Sellards dropped out of the race 
with bike problems. AXO/Sunstar- 
sponsored Paul Currie rounded out the 
top 15. 

Three-time 125cc World Champion 


Alessio Chiodi made an appearance at 


Steel City aboard a Husqvarna/UFO / 
Fast by Ferracci-backed ride, but his 
debut was not all that it was cracked up 
to be. Chiodi, riding a completely differ- 
ent-than-regularly accustomed-to Husq- 
varna CR125, had several bike problems 
and several other problems throughout 
the stint, but was still courteous and 
friendly to all. 

With the title wrapped up one week 
earlier, Carmichael did not even need to 
gain any points, but he gained a perfect 
50 anyway and finished the season with 
an incredible 549 points. Sellards fin- 
ished the season in second with 396, 
while his teammate Vohland almost 
caught back up (390) after his one-week 
injury-induced lay-off earlier in the sea- 
son, and took third. Wey finished fourth 
(328), Ramsey fifth (280) and Roncada 
moved up to sixth (270) after a dismal 
first half of the season. Primal Impulse 
Suzuki's Michael Brandes finished sev- 
enth (249) even though he scored zero 
points at the final three rounds, as he is 
out with an injury. Teammates Fonseca, 
Johnson and Lytle rounded out the top 
ten with 246, 231 and 211 respectively.

The riders rocketed up the hill for the 

first time as Pingree led coming out of 
the sharp left-handed turn. Johnson, 
Fonseca, Carmichael and Sellards fol- 
lowed as the group entered turn two. 
, Carmichael motored by Fonseca for 
third halfway through the first lap while 
Vohland, Chiodi and Roncada had 
moved into the top ten at the end of the 
first lap. Nunn was in 11th and Wey 
was in 15th. 

Johnson pressured Pingree into a 
mistake going up an uphill and moved 
into the lead, but the instinct of 

armichael told him to make his move 
mediately. As Johnson was taking 
Pingree's line away, Carmichael dou- 
bled by both of them. Coming back 
down the hill, Johnson and Pingree held 
the inside and moved back into the lead 
for a short time. 

One turn later, Carmichael blew past 
Pingree for second and had his sights 
Set on Johnson. They finished the second 
lap with Johnson in the lead, and as they 
entered the doubles near the starting 
line, Carmichael outpowered Johnson 
through them and took over the lead for 
good. 

At the end of the third lap it was 
Carmichael with a two-second lead, fol- 
lowed by Johnson, Pingree, Fonseca, 
Vohland,  :Sellards, Roncada, 
McCormick, Chiodi and Currie. Ronca- 
da got by Sellards a short time later for 
sixth, and one lap later he moved by 
Vohland for fifth. 

At the halfway: point of the 30- 
minute-plus-two-lap moto, Johnson 
high-sided and went down while run- 
ning second. 

"I crashed over on top of a hill and it 
took me a couple of laps to get going 
again," Johnson explained of the inci- 
dent. "I got real bad arm pump after 
that. It sucked." 

Johnson slowly remounted and re- 
entered the race in 10th. The crash gave 
Carmichael even more breathing room 
and he extended his lead to seven sec- 
onds on Pingree, while everybody else 
gained a position as well. 

A lap later, McCormick went down 
in nearly the same location as Johnson 








while running sixth. Battered and 
bruised, McCormick called it a moto. 
Pingree held down second with several 
laps remaining, and Fonseca held third. 
Roncada looked to be moving up the 
best, as he was in fourth with Vohland, 
Sellards and Chiodi trailing. One lap 
later, Chiodi took a tumble and then he 
slowly rode back to the pits. 

"My front wheel went over the line 
(edge of track) and I‘had a very big 
crash," said Chiodi after the race. 

Carmichael had a ten-second lead 
over Pingree as the two-lap board came 
out, and Roncada was pressuring his 
teammate Fonseca for third. Carmichael

styled for the crowd over some of the 
massive Steel City jumps, and Roncada 
got by Fonseca for third a short time 
later. 

Carmichael crossed for his first-ever 
moto win at Steel City followed by a 
delighted Pingree, Roncada, Fonseca 
and Vohland. 

“I got a decent start and Ping and 


Casey were riding good," Carmichael 


explained from the winners circle. "I 
had to work my butt off to get by them, 
but once I did, I put it on cruise." 

“I actually thought that Johnson was 
Lytle until I saw him go down," second- 
place finisher Pingree said after the 
moto. "I got a sweet start and this Suzu- 


" ki is working great.” 


With Johnson crashing to tenth, Ron- 
cada was the highest-placing Yamaha of 
Troy rider, but that was not without 
incident. 

“My arms are so pumped up that 
they hurt,” Roncada said while restin 
on the ground. “I had a hard time pass- 
ing those guys and got tense, but got 
through them all right.”

The gate dropped for the 125cc riders 
for the final time of the season, and Ron- 
cada and Pingree gated side by side 
through the first turn. Roncada later 
received the $500 THO holeshot award, 
but Pingree got the early lead with Ron- 
cada and Carmichael following closely. 
Also in the mix were Johnson, Jesseman, 
Sellards, Nunn, Currie and Vohland. 
Out of the mix was Fonseca, who went 
down on the first lap, remounted and 
was 35th at the end of lap one. 

Carmichael outjumped Pingree 
halfway through the first lap and took 
over the lead. Roncada quickly fol- 
lowed, wanting to stay with Carmichael. 
In an ironic twist, Currie’s bike quit on 
the beginning of the second lap in front 
of the mechanics area.

Johnson and Vohland chased Pingree 
and had a great battle for the third posi- 
tion. The three banged bars for about 
two laps before they both got by Pingree 
for third and fourth. Vohland then soon 
passed Johnson for third. 

Meanwhile, Nunn moved by Jesse- 
man for sixth on the seventh of 14 laps 
and was surprising everybody with his 
different-but-fast riding style. Chiodi 
pulled off the track a short time later 
without explanation. 

Carmichael had about eight seconds 
on Roncada and it was another 12 back 
to Vohland in third with several laps 
remaining. Fonseca was up to a points- 
paying 20th and was still on the charge. 

Nunn was closing in on Pingree in 
fifth, but the Suzuki-pilot’s mechanic let 
him know that he would finish on the 
podium for the day if he could hold his 
position. 

Carmichael took the final checkers of 
his 125cc career in the lead, and Ronca- 
da crossed several seconds later. 

“I stayed with him (Carmichael) for a 
couple of laps until I made a mistake 
and he pulled away again," Roncada 
admitted. "I knew to just stay in second 
and take second overall." 

Vohland held off a hard-charging 
Johnson for third, and Pingree's fifth 
gave him third overall. Nunn came 
across in sixth with Jesseman, Wey, 
Lytle and FMF's Danny Smith rounding 
out the top 10. 

“It’s about time," Carmichael said of 
the moto and overall win. "I finally beat 
this place. l'm going out with a bang 
and it's a great way to end the season 
and my 125cc'career."

o two-wheeled issue is more topical than the 

question mark hovering ever the future of Grand 

Prix motorcycle racing. When, if ever, will four- 
strokes take over in the 500cc class? 

For the best portion of the past year, ever since the 
four-stroke option was first floated, both GP enthusiasts 
and those with vested interests inside the sport have 
been waiting for an announcement about the expected 
rule changes from the FIM - in vain. For, after an initial 
spate of comment from various members of the Grand 
Prix Manufacturers Association (GPMA) - still headed 
some years after Cagiva’s retirement from the GP scene 
by Claudio Castiglioni (as a neutral party at the behest 
of the four Japanese factories and Aprilia who comprise 
the GPMA’s membership) - the four-stroke shadow has 
continued to hang suspended over the current GP 
scene. There still hasn’t been any clear indication of 
when or even if such a formula will ever be adopted. 
Uncertainty is rife, given the potential impact a move to 
four-strokes would have on the World Superbike 
Championship, a move which many GP insiders profess 
to disdain, but of which they are secretly fearful. 

One conspiracy theory propagated of late is that the 
whole four-stroke fairytale was generated from inside 
the GP command structure, as a means of countering 
the inexorable rise of the superbike category. This suspi- 
cion has led to vivid protests, with the implied threat of 
retaliation, from World Superbike promoter Maurizio 
Flammini. 

Just one man is in a position to sort all of this out and 
tell us what's really going on, because he's the one who 
holds all the strings. That man is Francesco Zerbi, the 
president of the FIM, and arguably the most powerful 
man in world motorcycling. He's the boss of bosses 
who ultimately heads up the decision-making process 


for all branches of motorcycle sport. The suave, 60- 


something Italian lawyer is the silver fox who keeps 
order in the corridors of two-wheeled power, and when 
he speaks, the bike world takes note. 

An interview with Zerbi at the Austrian round of the 
World Superbike Championship at the end of August 
provided the chance to quiz him about what's really 
going on behind the scenes, in relation to the future of 
GP racing. The Italian spoke in his native tongue and 
the tape was then translated into English. 


V Why has it taken so long for the FIM to reach a 
,^ decision about the supposed four-stroke future of 





GP racing, and when will any decision finally be 
announced? 

A There is no particular indecision on the part of the 
£ XFIM, but a problem of time scale. The moment has 
not yet come when the manufacturers and the FIM are 
in a position to announce any modification to the rules - 
but I understand the confusion of the public at large, 
and that is why I have decided to speak to you today 
about this. 

So I want to state publicly here and now that there 
will definitely be no new regulations for GP racing for 
the foreseeable future. This is very important: I repeat, 
there will be no change to the existing technical rules 
covering the 500cc GP class - only an exception to them 
in a form which has still to be determined. Thus, the 
present 500cc regulations concerning two-strokes, with 
the differential weight limits covering two-, three- and 
four-cylinder machines, will remain in force. But, in 
addition, there will be a supplementary clause permit- 
ting four-stroke motorcycles of more than 500cc, on a 
basis yet to be established. However, the manufacturers 
have not yet decided among themselves what form this 
exception to the existing rules should take, and until 
they make a specific, detailed proposal to us, the FIM 
cannot appraise it, assess its validity, or make any 
announcement about the future. The ball is in the man- 
ufacturers' court, not in ours. 


"$ Assuming such a proposal is forthcoming, will 
Z there be an equivalency formula between the 
CX two-strokes and future four-strokes, in what- 
ever form they may take, presumably based on 
weight? 

A We're searching for the right formula, because if it 

“Awas so easy to determine, we'd already have 
agreed and announced it! But I want to underline that 
I’m still waiting for a specific proposal from the manu- 
facturers. Contrary to what has been written in the 
press in Italy and elsewhere, no specific concrete recom- 
mendation has yet been laid at the FIM's door by the 
manufacturers, and since they are the ones who have to 
design and construct any four-stroke motorcycles 
accepted under such an exception to the current rules, 
it's obviously they who must make the initial proposal - 
not the FIM's Technical Committee, whose function is 
only to examine such a proposal, and act on it. I want to 
clearly state through your column that all the FIM has 
received so far is a vague expression of an idea, not a 
specific proposal. 





f «But in that case, who was it that first proposed 
ra / that idea, of bringing four-strokes back to GP rac- 
ing either through an extension to the current rules, or 
else - as has been widely conjectured - as a replace- 
ment for the existing 500cc two-strokes? Was it Dorna, 
the GPMA, IRTA, the FIM or even the individual race 
promoters? 

A There has been no proposal, merely informal dis- 
£^ X.cussions between the industry and the FIM. In any 
case, Dorna has no power to impose or influence GP 
technical regulations, any more than Flammini has in 
Superbikes. They are merely the promoters of the GP 
World Championship Series. 


$ Yes, Mr. President, but if I may say so, that's an 
7 answer worthy of your day job as a lawyer! Okay, 
no firm proposal has yet been advanced - but where 
did the four-stroke idea come from in the first place? 
Who first expressed it? 

, It came from the GPMA, to me personally. The FIM 
£ Xhas an agreement with the GPMA, which after all is 
composed of the companies that build the race bikes. If 
subsequently the manufacturers unanimously recom- 
mend to the FIM a change or exception to the current 
rules governing GP racing, then the FIM, as the final 
arbiter, must consider this and reach a decision. 


A 


ù But these are the same manufacturers involved in 

Jespcebike racing. Therefore, is it correct that 
tiere companies who must decide what their objec- 
tives are in GP racing must at the same time also 
decide what they want out of World Superbike, then 
make a specific proposal to you what the rules cover- 
ing each of these two distinct forms of racing must be? 
Is it effectively up to the manufacturers to decide how 
to separate them, then for the FIM to rubber-stamp 
that decision? 

A Both the manufacturers and the FIM have deriden 
exist t itoceilier- and not only that, but that it is extremely 
important they do so on the same level, neither one 
more important than the other, only following different 
technical routes. This is the difficulty in establishing any 
new regulations for either of them, because it's vital that 
the two championships should continue to lead sepa- 
rate lives, without one detracting from the success or 
viability of the other. There is no doubt that Superbike 
will continue to be, perhaps even more so in the future, 
a production-based class, while GP will remain a proto- 
type category. Let there be no misunderstanding about 
this: there will be no union of the two, nor will one 








replace the other. They each have their own separate 
future. 


Does this mean that, if a four-stroke exception to 
/ the current 500cc rules is proposed and approved, 
there will be no cutoff date for two-strokes, phasing 
them out over a two- or three-year period? In other 
words, that four-strokes are not envisaged as taking 
over completely, but that current 500cc two-strokes 
will continue to co-exist with them in the long term in 
F1 Moto, or whatever it ends up being called - just as 
they did in the old TT Formula 1 category? 

A Absolutely. All that will happen is that the current 
Á Xrules are maintained indefinitely, but that the FIM 
will grant an exception to them to take effect from a cer- 
tain date. That's all - no time limit, no cutoff and espe- 
cially no axe hanging over the existing bikes. 


O How about the capacity differential for four- 
strokes? We've heard talk of it being 1000cc. Is 
that right, and if so, won't it cause confusion with the 
current Superbike rules, which allow 1000cc twins, 
900cc triples and 750cc fours? 

A I personally don't believe it will be 1000cc for GP 
Í UNE but even if it is, there won't be any 1000cc 
twins, as in Superbike at present. We will only allow a 
minimum of three cylinders for GP four-strokes, with 
no maximum limit - but nor will there be any 750cc 
fours. The rules the FIM would accept in proposed form 
will not permit such a confusion between GP racing and 
Superbikes, even if one embraces prototype versions of 
such four-stroke machines, the other production-based. 
We will keep them quite separate. 


Q \But how will you equalize four-strokes with dif- 
\/ ferent numbers of cylinders with each other, and 
the current 500cc two-strokes? By weight, as in GP rac- 
ing today, or by a capacity limit for each type, as in 
World Superbike? 

, We will do it by weight, but also by fuel consump- 

X.tion. Each type of engine, depending on the num- 
ber of cylinders and w hether four-stroke or two-stroke, 
will have a minimum permitted weight and a maxi- 
mum allowed fuel tank capacity, with race distances 
carefully determined. But in any case, there will be a 
distinct difference between the respective technical for- 
mulae and the types of motorcycles permitted to com- 
pete in prototype GP racing and production-based 
Superbike. 


; How about noise limits for four-stroke GP bikes? 

"Will you take a leaf out of Formula 1 car racing, 
which is completely unsilenced? 

Look, this is a political problem. In my own opin- 

Xion, noise restrictions in GP racing should be free - I 
don't mean by that we should have bikes with six or 
eight open megaphones, but certainly a sound level 
much louder than at present. But that's a personal view 
- we have to wait to see what the manufacturers pro- 
pose. 


Okay - now for the most pressing question of all: 

A When? Even if the ball is in the manufacturers’ 
court, and the FIM still has no concrete proposal from 
them, surely you must have a target date for the intro- 
duction of these new rules? 

I honestly can't answer that in an official capacity 

tas the President of the FIM, because I don't even 

know if, let alone when the GPMA will make a proposal 

to introduce four-strokes to GP racing as an exception 

to the current rules - and remember, they must reach a 

unanimous agreement between themselves as to what 
this should be. 

Since doing so will expose them collectively to hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in development costs, 1 can 
understand their delay in coming forth with a unani- 
mous proposal, even if I'm just as frustrated as all the 
GP enthusiasts reading this that nothing has yet been 


decided. 


p But aren’t there equally millions of dollars at risk 
L / in the Grand Prix and World Superbike pad- 
En because of the continued uncertainty surround- 
ing the future of both classes, especially GP? What's 
your message to someone like Kenny Roberts, who 
has to convince his sponsors to commit substantial 
budgets to his race operation, without any certainty as 
to what the future holds? 
A I would tell him to listen again to my words at the 
X beginning of this interview - I repeat, there will be 
no change to the existing GP rules governing 500cc two- 
strokes, only an exception to those rules which will 
allow the possibility of four-strokes to join them - and it 
may be that no company will choose to take up that 
option. Nothing else will be different - he, his sponsors

and others in the same position can plan ahead for the 
future with every confidence. 


^^&I don't believe the continuation of the present 
© P 500cc two-stroke rules has ever been clearly stat- 
cd until now, has it? Why not? 
. Look, let's be frank. If somebody needs to have cor- 
Xrect information in order to make an informed 
commercial or sporting decision, you don't get that 
from paddock gossip or pressroom rumor-mongering. 
You get it from the decision-making source - and that's 
me. So now, I'm not your lawyer, but a judge - the deci- 
sion rests here. It's my job to call the shots. 
In any case, it's my responsibility not to put a brake 
on technical progress, but at the same time not either to 


detract from existing successful forms of racing, such as 
superbike, and GP racing in its current form. It is my 
intention that the new exception to the rules, if it is to 
happen at all, will come into force in 2001, and will run 
for four to five years at least - the normal life of any for- 
mula, before you review it and fine-tune it, as a matter 
of course. But I will admit to wondering if, possibly, 
certain manufacturers were eager to consider the idea of 
bringing four-strokes to GP racing, but have now 
thought better of it! Hence the lack of any firm proposal 
from the GPMA, whose president, Claudio Castiglioni, 
has only ever advanced a vague suggestion to me that 
this might happen. Since the FIM can only deal in reali- 
ties, it is now up to him and his colleagues to take the 
next step. I await their next move with interest. CN

awasaki Team Green's main man 
in the Grand National Cross 
Country Series celebrated a well- 
earned win at the Burr Oaks National in 
his home state of Ohio. Andrews, who 
recently re-upped with Team Green for 
2000, has been oh-so-close at other 
rounds this year, but a win had eluded 
the former champ until now. As it was, 
he picked the perfect time. 

Team Suzuki Off-Road's Rodney 
Smith came to Burr Oaks hoping to sew 
up the 1999 title early, as he had in 1998. 
To do so, he needed to win or finish sec- 
ond behind anyone but Andrews or 
KTM-star Shane Watts. Watts did make 
an appearance with what he hoped 








were fully rehabilitated knees and a 
brand-new, box-stock KTM 125 E/XC, 
but completed only three of the six laps 
before dropping out. Fortunately, he 
was not the victim of another injury, but 
the heat, humidity and pain from the 
recently rebuilt knees caused him to call 
it a day, and for the series, a year. Keep 
in mind that Watts came straight from 
Australia's winter season. 

Andrew's win and Watts' DNF nar- 
row the title chase between Smith and 
Andrews and keep the championship 
run alive. With the mid-west in the 
grips of a serious drought, most riders 
feared that Burr Oaks would be a silty 
nightmare like it was in 1998, but a cou- 
ple of inches of rain early in the week

made conditions in the woods quite 
good. Unfortunately, any area in direct 
sunlight was dusty. In other words, 
there wasn’t a whole lot of room to pass 
in the woods, and where there was 
room to pass, there wasn’t enough 
vision to pass. In spite of the limitations 
beyond the control of the event produc- 
ers, Racer Productions, there was a fair 
amount of movement in the lead posi- 
tions. 

Smith was obviously the rider in 
need of a holeshot, and with at least 90 
percent of GNCC starts going to a Team 
Suzuki rider, he had a 33-percent 
chance, but it was "Sudden-Steve" 
Hatch who blasted into the lead trailing 
a dust vapor trail. The race quickly set- 











tled into a hair-raising battle between 
Andrews and Hatch. 

The lead went back and forth early in 
the race, and Hatch was a mere two sec: 
onds behind for the first two laps, 12 
seconds in arrears on the third lap and 
back to within one second on the fourth 
lap. Even on the sixth and final lap, after 
teammate Smith edged into second, 
Hatch remained less than 30 seconds out 
of the lead. 

The difference, though, was that 
Andrews had the speed and a near per- 
fect race. 

“I feel good," a fresh-looking 
Andrews claimed after the finish of a 
race that lasted roughly three minutes 
less than three hours. “I’ve been letting 
myself down all year, losing it in the last 
couple of laps. I don't know whether it 
was because I was tired or if I just had 
bad luck. Today I was pretty strong and 
just waiting for something bad to hap- 
pen. I knew when I crossed the road for 
the last time that if I lost, it would be my 
fault. Then just after the last check I ran 
straight into a tree. I didn't even try to 
turn. I thought that was it, but I didn't 
hear anyone, so I regrouped and stayed 
comfortable to the end." 

Andrews, who in the past ran Dun- 
lop: D752 tires front and rear in all con- 
ditions, was of the opinion that his rear 
tire choice may have been a factor. “J 








ran a Dunlop D739 rear tire while every- 
one else ran D756s, so I was a little ner- 
vous about that, but it worked really 
well. I passed Hatch on a rocky, slippery 
uphill, and thought that would be the 
worst spot for that tire since the knobs 
are so close together, but it actually may 
have been a little better." 


Hatch, on the other hand, had brush- ' 


es with disaster, and late in the race he 
was riding with a visibly twisted front 
end. Twisting the massive fork of the 
RM250 is no easy chore. 

“I was right behind Freddie on 
maybe the third lap," Hatch said, "and 1 
was trying to get around a lapper, and I 
yelled at the guy, so he knew I was com- 
ing and tried to move the right. I just 
gunned it and grabbed fourth. gear, but 
his rear end must have hit something 
that kicked the rear end out. His bike 
pushed into mine, and the rider was lay- 
ing across my tank and handlebar. | 
went head-on into a tree at about 40 
mph. It was ugly. My bike just stopped, 
but luckily I was falling off the other 
side and went past the tree instead of 
into it. I was able to get back up and 
charge, but the bike was bent and I was 
frustrated. I caught back up and was 
feeling good, but another lapper hit my 
front end and I got stuck between two 
trees. When I pulled out of there Rod- 
ney was right behind me. 

Meanw hile, with the weight of the 
championship riding on his shoulders, 
Smith was riding tight in the early laps. 
On lap one, he chec ked through the fin- 
ish line in sixth place behind Andrews 
and Hatch, as well as two fairly new pro 
riders: Team Green's Jimmy Jarrett and 
Yamaha-mounted Robbie Jenks. Both 
have taken turns dominating the 250cc 
A class before moving to pro. KTM's 
Mike Lafferty was holding down fifth, 
and his KTM teammate Watts was in 
seventh place a mere three seconds 
adrift of Smith. Barry Hawk, Josh 
McLevy and Paul Edmondson made up 
the top 10, and they were all less than 45 
seconds behind the leader. 

Smith seemed to relax and start to 
look more like himself as the race wore

on, and he eventually rode to within 18- 
seconds of Andrews at the finish. 

“I needed to beat Freddie," Smith 
said, "and I knew that, but the race was 


winding down and I was running out of 


time to catch him. I was hoping that 
Steve could win and I'd get second. That 
would have sewn it up for me. Then I 
came around a corner and there he was. 
I thought, ‘Oh, shoot, Freddie's leading! 
Now I gotta go!’ It was tough. Freddie 


pulled out of the race.

never shut down the pace. He rode 
strong all the way to the finish. I was 
whittling away a little bit at him, but it 
wasn't fast enough, and I knew that. I 
never really crashed or anything, but the 
first three laps I had so much arm pump 
that I stalled it a few times. Then I hit a 
G-out at the creek, and I thought I broke 
my wrist. Both hands came off the bar 
and I was laying with my chest on the 
crossbar pad, but I sat up and grabbed 








the bar and kept going. I thought the 
fork broke. It made the loudest clank. 
I’m not sure what I need to do at the 
next few races to win the title, but I have 
one fifth place, and it should be easy to 
do better than that." 

Fourth-placer Edmondson was mak- 
ing his second try at riding an RM125, 
though mechanic Marshall Plumb had 
stroked the engine to 132cc. He moved 
through the pack from 10th, and broke 
past Jarrett for fourth on the fourth lap, 
but at the end Hatch was a safe minute 
and 50 seconds ahead. Hawk and his 
YZ400F were ahead of Edmondson on 
lap one, but behind for the remaining 
laps Hawk was only three seconds 
behind the small-bore at the end. 

Jarrett was nearly a minute back in 
sixth place and Randy Hawkins was 
another 30 seconds back with his 
National enduro nemisis Mike Lafferty 
only 10 seconds behind him. Current 
National Hare Scrambles champ Doug 
Blackwell augured in the whoop section 
right after the start and was dead last 
leaving the start area, but he charged to 
11th on the first lap, then to sixth on the 
second lap, then dropped back to ninth. 
He apparently had a mishap on the trail, 
since he was pretty much lifted off his 
bike and carried to the pit in pain. Jason 
Raines started outside the top 10, but 
remained close, then bumped Jenks out 
of the 10th spot on the final lap. CN

ew men have led as full a life as 
F 66-year-old Italian entrepreneur 

Leopoldo Tartarini. And it's a 
life that's about to embark on a new 
chapter, with the return in 2000 of this 
Bologna, Italy-based Italjet scooter spe- 
cialist to full-scale motorcycle manufac- 
turer. For at the 1999 Milan Show open- 
ing on September 15, Italjet will mark its 
40th anniversary by launching its first 
large-capacity two-wheeler in over 30 
years - the three-cylinder Grifon 900 
roadster. 

A design team, headed by Tartarini 
himself, is scheduled to enter produc- 
tion on the Grifon next March in the 
firm's brand-spanking-new, ultra-mod- 
ern factory near Pescara. 

Yet in developing the Grifon 900 as 
Italjet's corporate birthday present to its 
customers, genial, pipe-smoking, 
Jaguar-driving anglophile “Poldino” 
Tartarini is making history repeat itself. 
To begin with, it's the first full-size 
motorcycle he's personally styled since 
the range of Ducatis he was responsible 
for producing in the 1970s - and not 
only on paper. 

"Ducati in those days were mainly 
engine manufacturers," he explains, "so 
they had no design studio and only lim- 
ited production-line capacity for com- 
plete motorcycles, because they were 














too busy building diesels and suchlike 
for cars and industrial use. Because of 
my earlier connections with Ducati, Ital- 
jet was called upon to design almost all 
the early V-twins, based on Ingegnere 
Taglioni's enginé and chassis layout. 
Then, later in the decade, we not only 
designed the frame as well as the styling 
for the range of Ducati parallel twins, 
but actually manufactured the bikes 
ourselves here in the Italjet factory in 
San Lazzaro (di Savena - a suburb of 
Bologna), using engines trucked across 
town from Ducati at Borgo Panigale. But 
then I was fortunate to foresee the 
impact of the scooter boom in Italy, 
which is why we withdrew from our 
collaboration with Ducati even before 
the Cagiva takeover in 1985, and con- 
centrated on the activity for which we 
are best known today. But now, on our 
company's 40th birthday, it's time to re- 
enter the motorcycle sector - hence the 
new Grifon." 

As opposed to the old one - for 
another way in which Tartarini is redis- 
covering the truth of time is by the very 
nature of Italjet'S new motorcycle 
model. For the Grifon 900 is powered by 
John Bloor's carbureted older-version 
T300 Triumph three-cylinder engine, in 
the same form as currently fitted to the 
900 Trophy, but with the engine castings 
painted silver on the Triumph produc- 
tion line, before delivery to Bologna. For 





the Grifon 900 is not only the first-ever 
motorcycle built outside Hinckley, pow- 
ered by Triumph engines, supplied 
under an official agreement with the 
Bloor company, it's also the re-creation 
of Italjet's first-ever large-capacity 
model of 30 years ago - the Triumph 
Bonneville-powered Grifon 650. Some 
600 examples of that bike were built 
between 1967 and 1971 by Italjet in San 
Lazzaro, using T120 engine units sup- 
plied directly from Meriden to Italy, and 
sold exclusively in Italy, the United 
States, Australia and New Zealand. His- 
tory is indeed about to repeat itself. 

But the reasons for the Triumph con- 
nection go back even further than this, 
to the dawn of Leopoldo Tartarini's 
motorcycle career, which began at the 
age of 19, in 1952 - but on three wheels, 
not two. That's the year he won the side- 
car class in the grueling 18-hour single- 
stage Milano-Taranto open-roads 
marathon, beating the favored Guzzi 
and Gilera-powered competition with a 
BSA 650 Golden Flash-engined outfit 
he'd designed and built himself - some- 
thing he might not have appreciated 
had his father, the leading Moto Guzzi 
dealer in Bologna, not died the year 
before, leaving his son free to pursue his 
chosen career as a professional racer, on 
the machinery of his choice. 

Poldino's successes included win- 
ning the 125cc class of the 1953 Milano- 














Taranto on a Benelli Leoncino two- 
stroke he'd prepared himself (in doing 
so, finishing a remarkable second over- 
all behind Duilio Agostini's works 500 
Guzzi) and winning the six-stage 1000- 
km Giro d'Italia that same year on the 
same bike. He also won several local 
hillclimbs and circuit races. It was 
enough to bring him to the notice of 
Count Domenico Agusta, who after a 
test at Monza offered him a place in his 
MV Agusta team for the 1954 GP season 
- an honor which Tartarini was obliged 
to refuse only after his mother begged 
him to stay and home and supervise the 
family business. 

That didn't stop Poldino from join- 
ing the Ducati factory in his hometown 
of Bologna, though, signing to ride for 
them in 1954 as a works rider and 
development engineer, working along- 
side another new arrival - the legendary 
“Dr. T" - Fabio Taglioni. But a severe 
spinal injury sustained while riding 
Taglioni's first Ducati design, the 98cc 
OHC Marianna, in the Giro d'Italia 
brought Tartarini's racing career to a 
premature halt - though he did sign off 
with a flourish by winning the

Barcelona 24 Hours on a 175cc Ducati at 
record speed. 

After a premature exit from his last 
race, the ‘57 Motogiro, in which his 
175cc Bicilindrica prototype - Ducati's 
first-ever twin - failed to last the dis- 
tance, Tartarini embarked upon a year- 
long publicity stunt adventure for the 
Italian firm, in the company of Ducati's 
export sales manager Giorgio Monetti. 
Together, the pair completed a year- 
long 60,000-km (9944-mile) around-the- 
world trip aboard a couple of 175cc 
Ducati singles. They visited 42 countries 
after leaving Bologna i in September 1957 
to ride to India, then via Australia, New 
Zealand, South America, North Africa, 
and through Europe, back to Italy again. 
As a reminder of his long-distance feat, 
Tartarini today smokes the same brand 
of tobacco he first enjoyed in Chile dur- 
ing that very trip, and still owns the bike 
he did it on. 

Back home in Bologna again, Tartari- 
ni was ready for a new challenge, which 
entailed more than merely selling 
motorcycles that others had built, but 
also constructing his own. So in 1959, 
alongside his Benelli and Ducati dealer- 
ship, he founded the company which in 
due course would become Italjet - even 
if it was initially better known under the 
[talemmezeta (as in ItalMZ) name. 
That’s because the engines which 
Poldino used to kick off production of 
his own motorcycles were sourced from 
the East German MZ company, which 
he’d become friendly with through rac- 
ing. 

In his first year of manufacturing, 
Tartarini built more than 300 bikes with 
his own frames, fitted with 125cc MZ- 
based two-stroke engines, some of 
which were modified with Italemmeze- 
ta's own alloy cylinder, head and piston, 
as well as a Dell'Orto carburetor, to cre- 
ate the Junior Sport version. In 1961, he 
branched out into the flourishing 50cc 
market with a Minarelli-powered cafe 
racer whose sporty looks required an 
appropriate name - the "Italjet." By 
1967, the name had gradually supplant- 
ed ItalMZ, and the Tartarini company 
was officially rechristened "Italjet 
Moto." 

But by then Poldino had branched 
out into other fields. After his British 
bike connections had first been estab- 
lished with his BSA sidecar, he'd been 
commissioned by the BSA-Triumph 
company to develop a prototype Ariel 
lightweight model powered by a 160cc 
two-stroke Minarelli engine, which was 
intended to replace the elderly but best- 
selling BSA Bantam. The project never 
reached production, but it did re-intro- 
duce Tartarini to the British firm. So 
when in 1965 he was commissioned by 
the Saudi Arabian government to devel- 
op a special motorcycle for their police 
force, with a projected order of 2000 
bikes to be paid for on a barter basis 
with crude oil, he based the design on a 
Triumph T120 Bonneville engine. 

Although the prototype was built 
and shipped to the Middle East, the 
Saudis changed their minds and asked 
him to send prefab buildings instead of 
motorcycles - still in exchange for oil. 
But the project had given Tartarini an 
idea for a civilian model, and at the 1965 
Milan show he displayed the Italjet 
Grifo 500. Heavily based on the Bonnie- 
powered police bike, the Grifo 500 used 
the smaller twin-cylinder Triumph 
engine fitted in a twin-loop Italjet frame 
to produce an Italian-built production 
version of the Triton cafe racer then 
already popular on a homemade, one- 
off basis in Britain. 

But the 500 Grifo never reached pro- 
duction. First, because the name means 











"gryphon" in Italian (as used on the 
Chevrolet-powered Iso Grifo luxury 
sports coupe of the era), and it was 
already employed by the rival Guazzoni 
company on their 50cc sports single. 
Tartarini resolved that problem by 
adding an ^n." However, with his finger 
on the pulse of the market, he figured 
the big-bike era was about to dawn - 
and that a sports bike based on the 650cc 
Bonneville engine would have a better 
chance of sales success both in Italy and 
overseas than a 500cc Tiger 100-pow- 
ered model. Triumph agreed to sell him 
such engines - for the princely sum of 
120 pounds each, recalls Poldino - and 
in 1967 production of the Marzocchi- 
forked, Grimeca-braked Grifon 650 
began. Three different versions were 
available: the standard model, the Cali- 
fornia (with smaller fuel tank and high- 
er bars) and the Special, with a slightly 
shorter seat and sportier styling. 

The 500cc prototype's Tiger 100 
motor found its way into another one- 
off model, the large-tired Fantasia street- 


legal sand-sled, which Tartarini junked 
in favor of concentrating on the Grifon. 
Around 300 bikes in all were sold in 
Italy during the next five years, and a 
similar number shipped to the United 
States and Australasia, where though 
more expensive than the stock 650 Bon- 
neville, they found a ready market. 
Interestingly, none found their way to 
Britain. 

Italjet's successful range of innova- 
tive minibikes produced during the 
early '60s included the firm's first road 
racer, the Minarelli-engined Vampire 
produced in both 50 and 60cc versions 
for GP racing and the Italian Junior class 


. MSDS competition, respectively, as well 


as with lights for sons of well-heeled 
enthusiasts. 

These, and more humble models like 
the Franco Morini-engined 48cc Kit Kat 
and its small-wheeled counterpart, the 
Go Go, together with the Grifon's com- 
bination of crisp Italian styling, chassis- 
design flair and British engine perfor- 
mance, brought Italjet to the attention of

American entrepreneur Floyd Clymer. 
Clymer then commissioned Tartarini to 
manufacture just 100 Minarelli-engined 
50cc minibikes for him to give as gifts to 
U.S. dealers he'd signed up to distribute 
the Indian range of bikes he was devel- 
oping in conjunction with Friedel 
Munch in Germany, and for which Cly- 
mer owned the trademark. 

In keeping with the Indian theme, 
these were named the Papoose. In 
inventing a new breed of baby Euro- 
bike, they were so successful that Italjet 
ended up building more than 15,000 for 
the U.S. market, which in turn were so 
well-received, Clymer also commis- 
sioned Tartarini to build full-size Indian 
motorcycles. These were based on the 
Italjet Grifon design, but were fitted 
firstly with Royal Enfield Interceptor 
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750cc parallel-twin engines (of which 
just 50 were made), then with the Velo- 
cette Venom and Thruxton 500cc OHV 
single motors. Some 150 were built and 
shipped, primarily to the United States, 
before Clymer's death in 1970 brought 
an end to the project. 

By now Tartarini's talent for build- 
ing good- -looking, fine-handling bikes 
of all capacities was well established, 
leading to a commission first to pro- 
duce the Laverda 750SF-engined Amer- 
ican Eagle sports twin, then to a closer 
renewed collaboration with Ducati, 
which had been put into cold storage 
since the Italemmezeta days. Tartarini 
was first asked to style the Mark 111 
Ducati singles on a consultancy basis - 
it’s no coincidence that these bear such 
a strong family resemblance to the Gri- 
fon 650" twin - then turned his attention 
to Taglioni's new range of 750cc V- 
twins. He first produced the valve- 
spring 750 Sport, then the bike that for 
many represent the ultimate Ducati, the 
legendary 750SS desmo. Ducati, in an 
effort to gain some designer credibility, 
employed noted car designer Giorgetto 
Giugiaro to produce the mid-'70s 
860GT (its angular styling pleased few 
in the motorcycle world in contrast to 
the good-looking 900 Darmah that suc- 
ceeded it), marking Tartarini's success- 
ful marketplace rescue mission. 

This persuaded Ducati management 
to entrust the complete manufacture as 
well as the design of Ducati's entire 
350/500cc parallel-twin range to Italjet - 
models whose styling is generally con- 
sidered to have been the only good 
thing about them. 

The Ducatis shared space on the San 
Lazzaro plant's production lines with 
Italjet'S own Yamaha-engined 125cc 
Buccaneer twin (built in some quantity 
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from 1971 onward), with the Japanese 
engines, purchaséd directly from Yama- 
ha, housed in a small-scale version of 
the Grifon's twin-loop Featherbed-style 
frame. Inevitably, the result found its 
way onto the race tracks of Italy in large 
numbers, winning the Italian 125cc 
Junior title three years in a row from 
1973 to '75, and even finishing third in 
Rochetti’s hands in the Senior champi- 
onship against all the GP racers, in 1974. 
Not bad for a converted streetbike. 

But by now Tartarini's restless imagi- 
nation and capacity for innovation was 
infiltrating other fields. He developed 
the Pack-A-Way, a 50cc moped that 
could be folded up into a package com- 
plete with carrying handle, the proto- 











type of which found its way to New 
York's Museum of Modern Art, and 
which became a must-have accessory for 
sailors, campers and owners of cars with 
large trunks. 

In 1980, Italjet moved into the trials 
world, first as Italy's Bultaco importers, 
then with their own Minarelli-powered 
50/125cc models, and finally with more 
purposeful 250/350cc versions powered 
for the first time by Italjet's own 
engines, specially developed for light- 
weight and compact builds. Until the 
debut of the firm's 125c GP racer in 
1998, this was the one and only time 
[taljet’s own engine design was used in 
one of Tartarini's bikes. Instead, the 
company preferred to source its engines

from outside - not only from Triumph, 
Minarelli, MZ, Franco Morini and 
Yamaha, but from Piaggio, Sachs, CZ 
and more. 

But the coming of the current scooter 
boom was once again foreseen by Tar- 
tarini, and from 1980 onward Italjet has 
successfully ridden the wave of demand 
for personal transportation by carving 
out a unique reputation for innovative 
models - like the avant-garde hub-center 
Dragster and Formula (the latter in 
150cc form currently the only twin- 
cylinder scooter on the market), or the 
retro-look Torpedo and Velocifero. 

With its 180 workers producing 
34,000 powered two-wheelers each year 
in the new Pescara plant, Italjet success- 





fully rides the top end of the European 
scooter boom. And it's set to build on 
that with the debut of its new 250cc mil- 
lennium “Scooterone,” due at the end of 
the year with a four-stroke Minarelli 
engine, to expand the range upward. 

The company is reviving its sporting 
traditions as well. Now there's a 125cc 
Grand Prix bike, which has already 
proven a race-winner at the National 
level in the hands of its Czech rider, 
Jaroslav Hules, and it made its Grand 
Prix debut on August 22 in the Czech 
GP at Brno. 

Italjet is on a roll. 

For Leopoldo Tartarini, then, the 
revival of the Grifon name on an Italjet 
motorcycle using a Triumph engine is 
an appropriate landmark for his compa- 
ny's expansion, but as the attached 
drawing sourced from within Italjet con- 
firms, the Grifon 900 won't resemble 
anything built so far bearing a Triumph 
badge. It's a dramatic-looking naked 
roadster with tubular aluminum frame 
and innovative custom cafe styling. It 
will also be offered in two versions 
when production of the 1000 bikes 
planned for year-2000 manufacture 
begins next spring, each fitted with 
46mm Paioli forks and twin-shock rear 
end, twin 320mm front discs and a 17- 
inch front and 15-inch rear tire combina- 
tion, the rear with a solid disc wheel. 
One will be a baseline model priced to 
compete with the Ducati Monster 900 
built on the other side of town, costing 
not in excess of 10 percent more than the 
less-potent desmo V-twin; and the other 
will be a more exclusive, costlier version 
replete with magnesium and carbon- 
fiber parts. 

Italjet will market the 98-bhp triples 
all over the world, including in the Unit- 
ed States - and Tartarini won't rule out 
the development of other Italjet full-size 
motorcycles in coming years, with or 
without Triumph engines. 

“It depends on the success we enjoy 
with this new bike," he says, "and, of 
course, I hope it finds a ready market. I 
respect the manufacturing excellence of 
Japanese products, but in my heart I’m à 
European who likes to combine tradi- 
tional quality with innovative design. 
This is the Italjet philosophy which has 
brought us so much success down the 
years: now it's a good moment to apply 
that formula once again to a full-size 
motorcycle, and in doing so to celebrate 
our 40th anniversary. 

"But I have only one regret: We 
wanted to position the Grifon's two 
headlamps in the leading edge of the 
nose fairing, either side of the front 
wheel, as you can see in our original 
drawing. This would have given the 
bike a really radical as well as innova- 
tive appearance - but the European 
homologation rules dreamed up by 
bureaucrats in Brussels won't allow us 
to do this, because they say the head- 
lamps are too far apart for a single-track 
vehicle like a motorcycle. So we've 
reverted to Plan B - but I can still 
promise that the Italjet Grifon 900 will 
set new standards in styling and appeal 
in the Naked Roadster category!" 

Tartarini is that most fortunate of 
men: one who made his hobby, his 
passion for motorcycling, into his 
livelihood - and has transferred it to 
his children, for his three sons and one 
daughter all work in the company with 
him. The constant flow of innovation, 
and the succession of Italjet models 
that have marked the company's 40 
years in existence, look set to be fitting- 
ly recognized by the launch of the Gri- 
fon 900 as the company's comeback 
ticket to the big bike arena in the com- 
ing century. CN

EAST PALESTINE, OH, AUG. 29 
r he 1999 AMA National Champi- 
onship Hillclimb Series returned 
to East Palestine, Ohio, to chal- 
lenge “The Wall” after a 22-year vaca- 
tion. The hill hosted 30 years of Pro 
competition from 1947-1977, and many 
past winners were on hand to welcome 
it back to the National circuit. Former 
National Champion Doyle Disbennett 
also returned to Pro Hillclimbing after a 
long retirement. Doyle rode at East 
Palestine’s last event in 1977, and he 
wanted to be part of Pirate’s Promo- 
tion’s 1999 rebirth. 

The 1999 championship chase has 
been tight in both classes all season, but 
East Palestine may have set the stage for 
800cc rider Bobby Templeton’s first 
National Championship, as he grabbed 
his third win of the season to break out 
of a tie with two-time and defending 
National Champion James “Jammer” 
Large, who had a tough day, finishing 
eighth overall. 

In the 540cc class, Ted Wilkins 
bounced back from a 15th-place finish at 
round seven to take his first win in over 
a year. Wilkins also set the day's fastest 
time on his second ride aboard his Rotax 
two-stroke twin. Points leader John 
Hamilton Jr. took second overall to 
break the tie at number one with Paul 
Pinsonnault, who ended the day third. 

Nearly 4000 fans showed up on a 
beautiful day in the Youngstown, Ohio, 
area, and Tim Friedhoff didn't disap- 
point them, going up and over the 200- 
foot, near-vertical hill to open the com- 
petition. Before the climb, everyone was 
concerned with the shale ledge that ran 
across the face of the hill, but Friedhoff 
didn't have much trouble on his 4.082- 
second pass. : 

"That was pretty good for the first 
ride," Friedhoff said. "It kicked a little in 
the rocks. I think we have the suspen- 
sion too stiff. Scott will fix it for the sec- 
ond run." 

The first six riders were Honda 
CR500-mounted, with Pinsonnault the 
fastest with a 4.045-second run after a 
precise run at the bottom. He would 
hold the lead until Wilkins blitzed the 
hill. Wilkins didn't get a great holeshot 
but blasted over the little hump before 
the shale section and held the throttle on 
to record a 3.839-second time. "It felt 
slow coming out of the hole because it 
was spinning so much," Wilkins said. 
“We couldn't figure out why the bike 
didn’t run right at Dansville, but on Fri- 
day my 14-year-old son, Aaron, suggest- 
ed we try new fuel, and it’s running 
great now.” 

Bo’s Radical Racing’s Hamilton later 
broke the lights with a 3.599-second 
pass to take the lead, but he nearly went 
off the side of the hill at the top. 

“I spun pretty bad, but I got through 
that rock section pretty good, and I got 
it through the lights,” Hamilton said. 

After the 800's tore the hill up, it 
wasn't any better for the 540 class's sec- 
ond round. The only rider to shake up 
the top five was Wilkins. He and his 
brother Bill fine-tuned his Rotax before 
the second run and it really paid off, as 
Wilkins ripped off a 3.229 that would 
stand as the winning 540 time, and fast 
time of the day.

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^| could hardly hang on to it.out of 
the hole,” Wilkins said. “I feathered the 
throttle a couple of times to get over the 
rock to keep it from looping out." 

Hamilton wound up second overall, 
with a 3.585. 

Former 540cc National Champion 
Tim Frazier was the first 800 on the hill 
in 22 years, and he had been observing 
the action. 

“I’ve been watching the 540s, but I 
would’ve liked to see how a heavier 
bike, a Harley, handled the rocks,” Fra- 
zier said. 

Frazier got a straight launch on the 
Harley-Davidson Racing Pro Hill-

climb /Gerencer's H-D/Thor/Parts 
Unlimited XR750. The big bike got ham- 
mered by the ledge, but he held on for a 
4.182-second time. Greg Williams imme- 
diately slipped past Frazier and into the 
lead with a 4.103 run, renewing their 
rivalry from their 540 days. After anoth- 
er couple of passes, David Watson put 
together a smooth run over the rocks, 
and his Mac's Cycle Supply /Kleeburg 
Sheet Metal/A&P Machine Honda 
CBRS800R was the first 800 in the threes, 
with 3.976. The shale ledge continued to 
pound the big bikes until Templeton hit 
the hill on the Erskine’s PMS for Motor- 
cycles/Townsend Specialties / Wagner 


Logging Harley-Davidson. The 800cc 
points leader was wide open out of the 
hole, but off line. 

“I got totally out of the line I wanted 
to run," Templeton said. "I was able to 
avoid the ledge (by going up the mound 
on the far left) and the bike stayed on 
the ground, and I kept it in bounds and 
made it over the top." 

Templeton left a trench 1 foot inside 
the sideline while recording his class- 
leading 3.443-second time. Glen Petty Jr. 
almost knocked Templeton off the 
leaderboard, but his 3.641 came up .018 
seconds short. 

Petty had looked the hill over before 
the hillclimb and when his turn came up 
he knew what to do. 

^We were both going to hold it on 
over the rocks but I wasn't sure what 
was going to happen there." Right from 
the start, Petty never let off, and he 
man-handled his Harley-Davidson 
through the shale ledge. 

“I hoped that holding it on would 
keep the back end down, and it worked 
out pretty good.” Glen came up .018 
seconds behind Templeton with a 3.461. 

Tim Frazier opened up Round 2 with 
a 3.920-second run, and nobody else 
even came close to Templeton's first- 
round time until defending series 
champion Large took a shot. Large hit 
the ledge faster than anyone and 
stopped the timers in 3.2 seconds, but, 
unfortunately, he wasn't on his motor- 
cycle at the time. He endoed over the 
ledge and the bike threw him through 
the timing lights, leaving him eighth on 
the day, and all but ensuring the win 
for Templeton, with only a few riders 
left to run. 

“I was surprised the time held up, 
but the hill deteriorated really well," 
Templeton said after the win was 
secured. "The hill got worse, and the 
ledge didn't move, and that helped me 
win.” CN

44| ans Nielsen is ready to bring the 
Y curtain down on his glorious 
^ = career - and he appears set to go 
out at the very top. 

Nielsen won all four of his races in 
the Polish Grand Prix, which was easily 
the most entertaining and dramatic of 
the five rounds so far. The race for the 
sport's ultimate prize is now down to 
two riders - Tomasz Gollob currently 
holds a slender four-point advantage 
over reigning World Speedway Cham- 
pion Tony Rickardsson. Gollob was the 
pre-meeting favorite as he had the back- 
ing of 25,000 fanatical Poles - but this 
meeting belonged to Nielsen, who will 
likely go down as one of the sport's all- 
time greats. 

Gollob was still in the running ds the 
semi-finals approached, and it was only 
a race of brilliance from Mark Loram 
which denied him a place in the final. It 
was the fact that he appeared so flat. 
The lively Gollob, shifting all over his 
machine to find grip.and tackling differ- 
ent lines on a track he knows inside and 
out, was not there. The sparkle was 
missing. Only Gollob could tell whether 
the pressure of expectation got to him, 
but rarely could a modern day speed- 
way rider have been under such intense 
pressure: a World Championship leader 
coming into a penultimate GP with the 
reigning Champ breathing down his

neck. The hometown hero was expected 
to win, the Poles practically assumed he 
would win. 

He didn’t, and Gollob didn’t betray 
his emotion as his challenge for his 
home GP ended at the hands of the 
superb riding of Loram. The stadium 
hushed as Gollob went out, before the 
20,000 enthusiastic fans shifted their 
support to any rider who could restrict 
the scoring power of Tony Rickardsson. 

Rickardsson, who shook off a shoul- 
der injury he picked up last Tuesday in 
Sweden, was riding well and adminis- 
tered the first blow to Gollob’s nerves 
when they met in Heat 11. Rickardsson 
went into the semi-finals with the crowd 
on his back, but that was nothing new to 
the double World Champion, who has 
suffered the wrath of Bydgoszcz twice 
in the past. Come the final there were 
three riders who could have been adopt- 
ed Poles, the crowd’s energy channelled 
into stopping Rickardsson, for whom 
victory would have meant a world- 
championship lead over Gollob. 

But we’ve been warned never to rule 
out Nielsen, and Bydgoszcz showed us 
exactly why. His passage to the final had 
been classic Nielsen. Clinical and effec- 
tive to the last, the Dane was hunting the 
win which would let him leave the GP 
scene with his head held as high as ever. 

Rickardsson knew the danger as soon 
as he lost the coin toss for gate positions 
with the four-time World Champion. 
And when the whole speedway world’s 
focus was on the battle between Gollob 
and Rickardsson, in came the “Main 
Dane.” He went from the inside in the 
final and dug into his resources for the 
type of gate it seems only he can pro- 
duce. He was never going to be caught 
and wildly celebrated his record sixth 
GP win, one which assures he will retire 
the only rider to win a round in each of 
the competition’s five seasons. It was a 
masterful win, as Nielsen did everything 
the format demands: four starts, four 
wins, GP victor. 

Rickardsson finished second, leaving 
him just four points down on Gollob 
after fighting off Ryan Sullivan, whose 
performance was perhaps his best yet in 
a GP. Sullivan finished a place higher at 
the same venue last year, but this time 
he coolly negotiated both the Pre-Main 
and Main Events and then passed 
Rickardsson in the final before losing 
the second place with a lap to go. 

The chips were down for Sullivan, 
but those 18 points have brightened his 
Grand Prix picture considerably. If he 
only scores the minimum in Vojens at 
the final round, those outside the magic 
top 10 will still have to make the final to 
catch him. 

Fourth finalist Loram suffered the 
type of ending which would keep more 
tense characters awake for weeks: he ran 
out of fuel on the first lap. His frustra- 
tion would have been more intense had 
he been in the hunt for the world title or 
a top-10 place. But to end a superb 
night, possibly the best of his GP career, 
in that fashion was heart-breaking. 

Controversy was expected as the big 
guns came out together, and the expec- 
tation became reality. Rickardsson and 
Gollob went for the same piece of track, 
got the same piece of track and fell to 
the deck in a heap. Rickardsson checked 
on the prone Gollob before walking 
back to the pits. Wisely, in view of the 
bottles and glasses that greeted him 
after an incident some may remember 
relating to Gollob (it didn’t even involve 
Rickardsson) in 1995, the World Cham- 
pion kept his helmet on. Gollob 
returned to the pits in an ambulance, 
but was back for the re-run, as his fall 
was not serious. 











The pair rode the first corner almost 
side by side, and Gollob got ahead as 
Rickardsson lifted slightly on the first 
back straight. But Gollob’s speed carried 
him past the corner, while Rickardsson 
kept it tight, cutting Gollob off as they 
left turn four. Gollob tried an unusual 
line entering the first bend of lap two, 
but that failed, and Rickardsson pulled 
away for a victory that went further 
than winning just Heat 11. It was a 
major blow to a man who considers 
Bydgoszcz his backyard. 

Nielsen’s starting skills won him 
Heat 14, although he didn’t look that 
quick, as he twice had to block Jason 
Crump, which allowed Jacek Gollob to 
snatch second place. 

Stefan Danno suffered the most 
heartbreaking of exits as he blew an 
engine at the start of the Heat 15 elimi- 
nator, with Chris Louis passing Mikael 
Karlsson for second on lap one. But 
Louis looked far from comfortable on a 
track which demanded he ride a wide 
line, and he only just repelled a last- 
bend attack from Karlsson to survive the 
eliminator. 

Hamill and Peter Karlsson went out 
in a routine Heat 16, and this meeting 
was Clearly boiling down to a handful of 
riders. 

Rickardsson trapped to win the 17th 
from Loram, who drove beautifully 
underneath Henka Gustafsson on the 
second bend of lap two for second, and 
Rickardsson and Loram went to the 
semis. 

Next was Gollob’s first chance to join 
them. He missed it after a terrible start, 
from gate three, trying to cut back and 
go up the inside, as Sullivan had not 
been quick from gate one and his pres- 
ence on the white line was enough to 
stop Gollob's attempt. Sullivan sat in 
behind Nielsen, while Gollob quickly 
passed Hancock at the end of the first 
lap, but that would be the limit of his 
progress in that race. Hancock, who 
looked well below his best, was elimi- 
nated from Heat 19 with Screen, the lat- 
ter who just could not squeeze past 
Gustafsson. The Swede followed Adams 
home to make his first semi-final of the 
season. 

A Gollob one-two, with Jacek settling 
in behind Tomasz, completed the semi 
final lineup, but the exuberance was not 
there. 

Rickardsson intensified the pressure 
still further by winning his semi final. 
Even though his race was far from per- 
fect, Rickardsson let Gollob know he

All 20,000 pairs 
of eyes were on 
Gollob at the start 
of the second 
semi, but it was 
Nielsen who got 
away.4,He was 
never challenged 
as Gollob took 
second place and 
Gustafsson third.

He took 
Gustafsson and 
lined up Gollob, 
hounding him 
down until he 
was level, leaving 
turn two for the 
final time. He 
drove underneath 
and moved wide out of turn four to halt 
Gollob's wide run to the line. Gollob 
hammered his throttle in a bid for the 
line, which sent his wheel in the air, 
rather than past Loram's. 

It was a thrilling climax, as Loram 
became the man who put the "Oh gosh" 
in Bydgoszcz, sportingly applauded by 
many fans in the packed stadium. Gol- 
lob minimized the damage by winning 
the Consolation, ahead of Adams, and 
then Nielsen did his party piece gate in 
the final. 

The fans were pleased the Dane 
maintained Gollob's lead for him, but 
the Bydgoszcz Express hadn't made 
home advantage count, and Rickardsson 
feels he has a brilliant chance of catching 
his former Ipswich teammate at the 
post. 

"A few months back I felt I had lost 
the championship," Rickardsson said. 
"Now I have been making every final 
and everything has been good. I feel like 
the wind is blowing at my back right 
now, and I feel hungry for it. I have 
nothing to lose, especially as I was really 
down after thinking I had lost my title at 
the first round. Tomasz is the guy sitting 
with the trophy in his lap, and he is try- 
ing to protect it. I am attacking, and that 
is the way | like it." 

A dejected Gollob assessed the situa- 
tion, and fully understood the conse- 
quences of the final Grand Prix.

"I was sure Tony Rickardsson would 
win in the final race, but luckily for me 
he finished second behind Hans 
Nielsen," Gollob said.

ndrea Bartolini clinched the 
World 500cc MX title, not only a 
personal first, but also the first 
in the class for his native Italy, but con- 
troversy, once again, reigned. 

The first moto at Kouvola, just 50 
miles from the Finnish border with Rus- 
sia, was red-flagged with Bartman's 
(Bartolini's) rival Peter Johansson in 
front - and the rerun was won by home 
star Miska Aaltonen, who had been left 
at the gate at the first attempt with a 
defective spark plug. 

Tension was naturally high for the 
moto. If Bartolini could finish top four, 
with Johansson behind him, the title 
would be secure. 

Amazingly, Mats Andreasson, on the 
400cc RSC Honda, took a clear holeshot, 
but he moved aside for compatriot 
Johansson entering turn three. 

"Peter would have got me anyway 
up the next long climb, but I didn't want 
to get in his way," Andreasson said. 

Bartolini was seventh, but officials 
were already looking for the red flag. 
Eight riders, among them Joel Smets, sat 
at the gate, seven of them insisting vehe- 
mently that the gate had not fallen cor- 
rectly. 

Others told a different tale. Willie 
Van Wessel, holding third behind the 
two Swedes, asserted, "The gate 
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dropped normally. They held us for the 
maximum time, but we all saw yester- 
day that the mechanism is strange. First | 
it moves slightly upward and then 
drops back. They didn't wait - that's 
their fault." | B 
Knowing the title was in reality | Jmm 
already merely a mathematical possibili- | 
ty, Johansson jested, "Now the boat is 
gone too." The race program had been 
started early to give the teams an 
outside chance of catching the 
evening ferries - only a 
handful would now do so. 
One of the riders, Aal- 
tonen, left at the gate, 
had not hit it. With the 
rerun ordered as soon 
as possible by Jury 
president Alban 
Jacquemai, Aaltonen's 
mechanic John Luoto- 
nen had to rapidly pre- 
pare the bike, while offi- 
cials took precious minutes 
to "diligently" check the gate 
mechanism. Aaltonen didn't 
holeshot, but he only needed half a lap

to pass Bartolini, and was never headed 
again. 

Not that he wasn’t pressured. Van 
Wessel stormed onto Aaltonen’s rear 
wheel and desperately sought an 
opening for 20 minutes, before a 
minor error lost him contact, and 
Smets kept the race alive until the 
checkered flag with his charge from 
an initial 10th. 

Bartolini, meanwhile, had offered lit- 
tle resistance to any of the trio. 

"They were not a danger to me, and, 
after the rain, the track is very danger- 
ous," Bartolini said. "It would be so easy 
to make a mistake." Down to fourth by 
half distance, he was 200 yards ahead of 
Johansson in fifth - and despite all the 
Swede's efforts, that was how it would 
stay. 

"The race seemed to last forever," 
admitted the new champ later. Indeed it 
did, as Aaltonen just beat the 40 minute 
board and made the race 40 minutes 
plus three laps. 

Andreasson was out within half a 


lap. "Chris Burnham lost control, shot 
across the track and took my front 


wheel," Andreasson said. 

Burnham was, once again, in ram- 
paging form and was even tracking 
Smets for half the race. 

"Then the shock faded," Burnham 
said. "It always does on tracks as rough 
as this." 

He was passed for sixth on the last 
lap by Shayne King. 

If Bartolini had ridden with the title 
in mind in race one, he went out in the 
second to show he is a true champ. After 
a first-lap pass on Aaltonen, no one saw 
him again, and the only threat to his vic- 
tory came 10 minutes from the end 
when the Italian got cross-rutted on a 
table top and spent two laps burning 
tape out of his rear brake after going off 
the side. 

First King and then Johansson caught 
up to the leader in a fruitless attempt to 
retain KTM hopes of the manufacturers' 
crown, their final order ending in favor 
of the Kiwi, still battling for fifth in the

standing. The team's silver medal was 
safe.

Without a 
clutch, the deposed champ, Smets, 
recovered to ninth, one behind Willie 
Van Wessel, who had earlier crashed in 
turn two. 

The big race then was for the ferry - 
but not many of the riders made it. — €N

This time, a great start saw him enter 
the first lap in second position behind 
four-time World MX Champion Stefan 
Everts. Beirer, though, was soon in trou- 
ble. As he landed off one of the many 
Gaildorf jumps, his front fork stuck, 
resulting in him nearly crashing into the 
spectators. He still managed to ‘salvage a 
fourth-place finish. But it wasn’t enough.

Coppins, who had moved away from 
the field, was also about to crash, as he 
lost a handy lead after slipping over on 
lap four. 

“I was really nervous," Coppins said. 
“I had a terrible day on Saturday and 
did not feel comfortable on the track. I 
got really bad arm pump and was 
expecting the others to be on me any 
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that nobody was coming, p 
settled down and then, like an idiot, 
crashed. I’m really kicking myself." 

With Coppins out of the way, it was 
Bolley who took the lead on lap five. He 
was followed by Everts, Vuillemin, Cop- 
pins, and Ryan Hughes. 

With the two Radson Honda riders 
racing away from everyone, all the 
attention turned to Beirer. His usual 
back-from-the-pack charge, however, 
did not eventuate, as he struggled with 
no rear brake. 

“I could not ride to my limit," Beirer 
said. ^I was just trying to fight for a 
point. It was very difficult, and the track 
was only one line due to the mud. I had 
to take it very carefully into the cor- 
ners." 

Everts began to make up some 
ground on Bolley and, at half distance, 
was looking likely to give the French- 
man some serious problems. It was not 
to be, though, as his Honda mechanics 
brought out the signal to let Bolley go. 
Team manager Dave Grant ordered the 
news to Everts. 

"It was difficult to do," Grant said. 
"Stefan has done wonders to come back 
from his injury. We have a champi- 
onship to win though, and Stefan real- 
izes he can help Fred win it." 

Hughes continued in fourth place 
without too much trouble, although he 
was again not impressed with the track. 

"With the mud it was just the same 
as it's been all season long - one line and 
difficult to pass," Hughes said. "If there 
is one thing that has disappointed me 
about Europe, it's these tracks." 

Vuillemin was also slipping around 
like a snake on ice as he chased Everts. 

“I had the wrong compound on the 
bike," Vuillemin said. "I was following 
Everts and he looked to have much 
more grip than me. It was so slippery." 

Beirer's sorry tale continued, as Bol-

waved Bolley through. 

Bolley's race was not over yet, 
though. Even with Everts slowing down 
in second place, the leader made a mis- 
fake nearing the end of the race. 

“I slipped over and got up pretty 
quick," Bolley said. "I could see Stefan 
coming but did not expect him to pass 
me." 

Bolley was correct. Everts moved 
into cruise control to give the win to 
Bolley. Everts finished second and 
Vuillemin third. 

The second moto was Everts at his 
best. The Belgian raced into the first lap 
with the blistering speed everyone has 
come to expect. Behind him came Beirer, 
Mickael Pichon, Mark Jones and Mick- 
ael Maschio. 

Bolley, who had decided to start 
from the 24th starting place after seeing 
Belometti's and Coppins' moto-one 
holeshots, came around in 10th place. 
He lost that gamble. 

“I saw Coppins and Belometti in the 
first moto," Bolley said. “I thought it 
would be a good idea to join them on 
the outside. It did not work out for me. 
I got pushed to the outside in turn 
one." 

Everts, who had told Bolley prior to 
the second moto that he wanted to go 
for the win in moto two, did just that. It 
was obvious he was not waiting around 
for Bolley this time. 

"] wanted so much to win,” Everts 
said. "I knew if I could get a lead, I had 
a great chance. The track was getting 
better and I felt so good, very smooth 
despite the mud." 

Hughes, meanwhile, was in all sorts 
of trouble, as he got out of shape and hit 
trackside tires, losing many places. 

"I got a good start," Hughes said. 
"Then I got a little out of shape over a 
jump and hit some tires and crashed. I 
lost a lot of time because of the track. I 












then got stuck behind some slower rid- 
ers." 

Bolley was making a charge as he 
came up after his poor start. By lap five, 
he was in third place and hounding 
Pichon. Beirer was again suffering with 
his front forks sticking, although he con- 
tinued to hold fourth place. 

Hughes' race did not get any better, 
as he battled with New Zealand's Josh 
Coppins for 10th place. 

"We were really riding poorly," 
Hughes said. "We were making a lot of 
mistakes, the track was not good. You 
had to really concentrate, and passing 
was tough - same story, different track." 

Coppins was also not overly happy 
with the track or his riding. 

"Ryno and I like flowing tracks," 
Coppins said. “This place was really not 
good - getting your rhythm was difficult 
and passing was even more trouble- 
some. I got stuck behind Jorgensen for a 
while also.” : 

Everts continued to lead. With 
French rider David Vuillemin making 
some serious lap times, Bolley was soon 
looking over his shoulder. The Yamaha 
French rider had earlier passed Beirer 
and Pichon, and he was moving in on 
Bolley at an alarming rate. At this point, 
Honda team manager Grant was doing 
some serious thinking. 

"What's the points situation?” Grant 
asked during the race. "No, I’m not 
stopping Stefan, he deserves the win:" 

Grant could have told Everts to move 
over and let Bolley through, thus using 
the experienced Everts as a blocker for 
Bolley, but he decided against it. It was a 
brave move by Grant, as it left his team 
rider in no-man's land. Vuillemin passed 
the tiring Bolley and moved into second 
place with only two laps remaining. 

Everts would go on to take the win, 
ahead of Vuillemin, Bolley, Beirer and 
Jones. 

Everts made it look easy as he chalked 
up his 37th win in Grand Prix racing, 
matching the tally of Torsten Hallman. 
The two now stand second on the all- 
time 250cc GP win list to Joel Robert. 

“I am completely happy,” Everts 
said. “I expected to at least win a GP 
this year, although my aim was Budds 
Creek, so the victory came one Grand 
Prix earlier than | expected.” 

As for Bolley, his third place was 
enough to ensure that he'll go to Budds 
Creek as the favorite to win the 1999 
World 250cc Motocross championships. 
Of course only time will tell. CN

GAILDORF, GERMANY, AUG. 29 

"hat was expected to be a cake 
walk for the three American 
' WV 80cc Motocross riders who 
competed in the World Championship 
80cc MX race in Gaildorf, Germany, 
instead turned into a trudge through the 
mud for the Yanks and a whooping by 
the young Europeans. 

The three Americans - James Stewart 
Jr., Gavin Gracyk and Shane Bess - 
found themselves out of their element 
when the rains came and left the Gail- 
dorf track a soupy mess of brown mud. 
Stewart, who many thought would win 
the event - in dry conditions - spent 
more time sampling the German mud 
than racing, and Gracyk and Bess didn't 
fair much better. 

The winner ended up being 14-year- 
old Belgian rider Kevin Strijbos. The 
Suzuki-mounted rider looked right at 
home in the wet conditions, winning 
both motos going away. 

After crashing a number of times and 
finishing 13th in the first moto, Stewart 
saved face by coming back in the second 
moto and giving Strijbos a battle early in 
the race. Stewart rubbed elbows with 
the Suzuki rider, giving the large crowd 
something to cheer about while the 
250cc GP racers rested between their 
motos. 

In the end, though, it was all Strijbos, 
with Gracyk finishing fifth overall with 
6-7 results, and Stewart three places 
back after going 13-4 on the day. Bess 
finished out his day in 10th overall with 
an 8-9 tally. 

The rain started falling Friday, last- 
ing off and on through Saturday, and 
finally stopping by Sunday. Still, the 
damage was done and the track was left 
in less-than-ideal conditions for.Sun- 
day's racing. 

“I’ve never seen anything like it," 
Stewart said. "I never raced in this type 
of conditions before. I'll give it my best 
no matter what. Man, the mud's like 
glue." 

Gracyk was also amazed by the con- 
ditions, but the rider, who hails from 














Ohio, was sure of one thing: "If this is 
all we.are going to see this weekend, 
then I'm coming back to Europe," he 
said. “I don’t want this being my only 
race in Europe. I want to come back 
here. I'll be out of the Juniors soon, and 
then I will try and get some races in 
over here. I will just look at this as an 
experience." 

GP regular Ryan Hughes sat watch- 
ing his young countrymen struggle 
around the muddy track. 

“I really feel for these guys," Hughes 
said. “On a good track these Americans 
are super fast. This place is an enduro 
track; they are not enduro riders." 

In the first moto, Strijbos grabbed the 
early lead, and Stewart was quickly 
down, remounting in near-last place. He 
crashed again soon after, and his climb 
through the field was just about to 
begin. 

"I was riding really bad," Stewart 
said. "I was slipping all over the place 
and could not get going. Riders were all 
over the place because of the mud, and | 
did not feel good at all." 

He would eventually climb into the 
top 20, then the top 10, but any chance

| he had of catching Strijbos was already 
long gone. | 

In the end, Strijbos won by 25 sec- 
onds, ahead of young French rider Ben- 
jamin Coisy, and another 19 seconds 
ahead of third-placed Josef Kulhavy 
from the Czech Republic. Gracyk was 
some 41 seconds back in sixth place and 
was the top American finisher. Bess was 
eighth and Stewart 13th. 

Stewart was not impressed with his 
disappointing ride. 

"| messed up a lot," Stewart said. "I 
crashed just before a jump, then again 
on a corner. Some guy ran over me and I 
got stuck in his wheel. It was not a good 
race, but I’m not too surprised, it was 
tough in this type of mud - so sticky." 

The second moto was a different 
story, as Stewart blasted out of the start 
and into the lead, followed by Strijbos 
and Estonian rider Aigar Leok. Gracyk 
held 10th and Bess 14th. 

For the first three laps, Stewart was 
brilliant, showing a style for which 
everyone had been waiting. Strijbos, 
however, was not impressed. 

"He was taking too many chances," 
Strijbos said. "I backed off and let him 





go. We nearly crashed into each other a 
few times." 

Stewart lead until he finally did 
crash. He went down on lap four, hand- 
ing the lead to Strijbos, who never gave 
it back. He scored the win ahead of Kul- 
havy and Leok. Stewart got up and fin- 
ished fourth. Gracyk advanced to as 
high as seventh, and Bess took 10th. cm

erformance-savvy off-road and 

motocross racers might already be 

familiar with Rick Petersen Motor- 
sports, whose namesake owner has 
earned quite a reputation in the field of 
boring and stroking OE 125-250cc 
machinery to odd displacement sizes 
with excellent results. Ever heard of a 
KX144, YZ167 or YZ300? If you haven't, 
chances are that you've been beaten by 
one already. 

That's the magic of Rick Petersen, but 
sometimes it's the little things, such as a 
seemingly insignificant product or ser- 
vice that you don't see or hear much 
about that can really make a big differ- 
ence to a wider range of motorcyclists. 
While paying a recent visit to his shop, I 
stumbled across such a service, which 
was news to me, at least: Petersen's 
Nikasil cylinder repair. 

Nickel-alloy /silicon plating on 
cylinder walls has been a common 
practice in many motorcycles, such as 
BMWs, since 1981. KTM introduced the 
first OE dirt applications in 1984, and 
now most Japanese dirt and street 
bikes, as well as BMW, Porsche and 
Mercedes automobiles use the process, 
known as Nikasil. Performance advan- 
tages over a standard sleeve include 
greater durability, better heat dissipa- 
tion and more power due to decreased 
drag. It can be applied to cast-iron or 
aluminum cylinders. 

Petersen has been in the Nikasil-plat- 
ing business for about two years, and in 
that time he has compiled an impressive 
list of repeat customers, such as the fac-

tory Kawasaki, Suzuki and Yamaha race 
teams, FMF, Pro Circuit, Chaparral, 
White Brothers and many more of the 
top aftermarket hot rod firms. Using 
Nikasil as the finishing process, 
Petersen claims that he can repair just 
about any cylinder, no matter how 
badly it is destroyed. But the coolest 
part is that Petersen also offers the ser- 










vice direct to end users, and he charges 
the same price to John Q. Public as he 
does to the factories! 

We put him to the test, throwing him 
an old '85 KX250 barrel that had about 
half a piston welded to the inside and a 
wadded up exhaust port bridge after its 
Novice rider forgot to mix oil in the 
gasoline. The thing was scrap, but

Petersen just looked at it, laughed and 
told us to give him about two weeks. 
When the finished product arrived, we 
were amazed. No way was this the same 
barrel that we had given to him to fix. 
The exhaust-port bridge looked as good 
as new, and the bore was mirr w-perfect. 
The barrel was ready to go. Petersen says 
that - like a custom paint job - it’s all in 
the steps taken before the cylinder gets 
plated that make all the difference. 
Petersen charges $175 for replating on 
bores of up to 56mm, and $200 for bores 
of over 56mm. Welding and machine 
work on repairs such as our exhaust-port 
bridge typically run $50. Compare that 
to the replacement cost of our KX barrel, 
about $489, and you can see what a bar- 
gain it is - especially if you have an older 
bike with a bad bore. Two thumbs up to 
Rick Petersen Motorsports. CN

TYLER, TX, AUG. 21-22 
ifteen-year-old Chase Reed of Lone 
Grove, Oklahoma, made his debut 
into the Pro ranks in grand style, 
winning both motos of the 125cc A 
Expert class at the first round of the 
third annual AMA TX/OK Pro Circuit 
Regional Classic. The Central Yama- 
ha/LCS/No Fear-backed rookie also 
gave it his best shot in the 250cc A 
Expert event, chasing Plano Honda /Pro 
Circuit's Brad Woolsey to the finish line 
in both motos to finish second. 
More than 700 racers entered the two- 
day event hosted by Swan Cycle Park in 
East Texas. This was the firstA time that 


the annual series has kicked off in 


August rather than in mid-September. 

Chase Reed wasn't the only rookie in 
the 125cc A Expert class, which also 
included Nathan Hale, Beau Boynton, 
Adam Mennenga and Roger Thayer - all 
of whom made the move along with 
Reed after the AMA Loretta Lynn's 
Amateur National Championship. 

Reed grabbed the holeshot in moto 
one, chased by fellow North Texas 
Yamaha rookies Hale and Boynton. 
Boynton miscued and dropped back to 
seventh, while Dwain Carter moved up 
a notch to third, followed by Plano 
Honda's Grayson Goodman and Men- 
nenga. Boynton grabbed some throttle 
and fought his way past Team 
Green/Granbury Motorsport's Clay 
Hoenshell on the next lap to race behind 
Mennenga. Both Mennenga and Boyn- 
ton got around Goodman to race'in 


fourth and fifth, and then Mennenga 
charged on Carter on the final lap to fin- 
ish third behind Reed and Hale. 

Reed led the charge again in moto 
two, with Hale in his wake from start to 


finish, followed by Boynton in third. 


Shay Manney and Hoenshell rounded 
out the top five; while Goodman took 
sixth and Mennenga seventh. 

In the 250cc A Expert contest, young 
Chase Reed grabbed the holeshot, only 
to lose the lead in the whoops to Plano 
Honda's Brad Woolsey. 

“I cased a jump and hit my chest on 
the bars," said Reed. "My main goal was 
to keep racing, but it took me a few sec- 
onds to catch my breath." 

Woolsey took advantage of the situa- 
tion and pulled away as Reed recovered, 
chased to the checkers by Hale, Carter, 
Anthony McVey and David Jones. 

The second moto, however, was 
action-packed off the start. Woolsey 
nailed the holeshot, flanked by Reed and 
Hale. By the end of lap three, Reed was 
setting up Woolsey for a pass in the 
whoops and got by the leader, only to 
see Woolsey pass back in the next turn. 
Reed powered up and repassed Woolsey 
up the next hill, but Woolsey got him 
back again. From that point until the 
checkered flag, Reed stayed at Woolsey's 
back tire, waiting for the more experi- 
enced Pro racer to make an error. But 
Woolsey rode flawlessly to the win. 

Team Green/Granbury Motorsports 
Kawasaki's Clay Hoenshell earned the 
Ironman Award of the day, competing in 
the fast-paced 125cc A Expert event, fin- 
ishing 4-5, and then immediately return- 
ing to the gate for the Over 30 A event, 
grabbing the holeshot in both motos and

taking both moto wins! Hoenshell 
showed the way to the checkers to Shawn 
Martin, Jerry Joiner, Kevin Hornick, Jerry 
Joiner and Donnie Elmer. Hoenshell's 
second-moto holeshot put him out front 
from start to finish, once again chased by 
Martin and Joiner, with Elmer in fourth. 

Steve Hill absconded with the 
holeshot in the first moto of the Over 30 
Intermediate class, with Dan Marino in 
the hunt. Hill crashed, and Marino took 
over the lead and led into lap two, but 
Adam Cox, was on fire and made the 
pass for the lead and held it to the fin- 
ish. Marino did his best to hang on to 
second, but he was pressured by Bruce 
Staples. Staples got a line on Marino on 
the fourth lap and passed into second 
and then went after Cox, but he was 
unable to move up one more spot before 
the end of the moto. Lee Upton gated 
sixth and pegged off some positions to 
finish fourth, followed by Tom Hudson, 
Mitch Milson and Jim Campbell. 

Staples won the second moto and 
took the overall with his 2-1 punch. Sec- 
ond-place honors went to Cox, with a 1- 
2, while Upton used a 4-3 for third and 
Marino a 3-5 for fourth. Hudson capped 
off fifth with a 5-4 tally. 

Some 31 racers lined the gate for the 
first 125cc B Intermediate moto. Waylon 
McCulloch led the pack to the first turn. 
This was McCulloch's first ride on the 
big bike, having retired his YZ80 after 
Loretta Lynn's earlier in the month. 
Shane Doughty gated second and passed 
McCulloch in the woods as Ryan St. Cyr 
raced in third, followed by Ty Conner 
and Cory Young. McCulloch lost two 
spots on lap two when St. Cyr and Con- 
ner got by him. Young followed suit on 





the next lap to take over fourth and then, 
on lap four, Brent Miller pressured the 
new kid on the block and moved into 
fifth, forcing McCulloch to sixth, where 
he remained to the finish, followed by 
Jeremy Durrett, who was just off a dou- 
ble class championship at Loretta Lynn's 
and was making his debut into the Inter- 
mediate ranks himself. 

Conner seized the holeshot in moto 
two, with Chris Istre in the runner-up 
spot and Doughty in third. Doughty 
found his way past Istre on lap two for 
second, while.Joe Bailey and Durrett 
rounded out the top five spots. Doughty 
slid hard in the sweeper between jumps 
10 and 11, opening second place to Istre, 
followed by Bailey, Durrett and Young. 
Conner's second-moto win was good 
enough for the overall. Young used his 
4-5 for second, and St. Cyr a 2-8 for 
third. Durrett finished fourth by way of 
a 7-4, and Bailey rounded out the top 
five with a 1-2 score. CN

awasaki Team Green/Pro Cir- 

cuit/ Black Flys-backed Mike 

Corder, by way of his wins in the 
125 and 250cc Pro classes, took home the 
largest chunk of cash and contingency 
money at the opening round of the 
CMC Trans-Cal Pacific Northwest 
Motocross National Series, held at the 
Albany Motorsports Park. 

Corder’s progression into the profes- 
sional ranks since placing third in the 
125cc A class at the Loretta Lynn’s AMA 
Amateur Nationals has been an impres- 
sive feat: Three weeks ago, he won his 
first race as a Pro in Texas; then the 
Rainier, Oregon, rider backed up that 
performance by beating many seasoned 
professionals for a sweep of today’s 125 
and 250cc Pro classes. 

Corder had tough competition from 
Oregon’s Ryan Leach and Washington’s 
Dan Moore in the 250cc Pro class. Leach 
led much of the first 250cc Pro moto, but 
Corder used lapped riders to his advan- 
tage late in the moto to overtake the 
local favorite and earn the first of his 
four moto victories on the day. Corder 
came back to also win moto two, but he 
was under heavy pressure. from Moore, 
the National number-97 plate holder. 

Corder's first overall win of the day 
came in the 125cc Pro class, in which he 
also faced stiff competition. FMF-backed 
Paul Conner and Californian Jarred 
Fisher ran ahead of Corder in the first 
moto, but after two laps Corder had 
overtaken both Fisher and Conner to 
nab a lead he'd never relinquish. 

Moto two saw Conner's Yamaha 
again leading the field, although this 
time Conner's lead would be of a much 
shorter duration, as Corder quickly over- 
took the Washingtonian, who would be 
bumped back another notch as Moore 
put his Suzuki quickly ahead of Conner. 
Moore, who crashed in moto one and 
recovered to finish fourth, this time set 
out after Corder, who early on had built 
up a substantial lead on the field. 

With each lap, Moore clawed his way 
closer to Corder, and with three laps 
remaining he had substantially nar- 
rowed the gap. Moore ran in Corder's 
shadow for the remainder of the race, 
but the veteran Pro couldn't make a 
pass stick on the rookie and was relegat- 
ed to second in the moto, ahead of Con- 
ner, whose 2-3 placings made him the 
recipient of second overall to Corder, 
but ahead of Moore's 4-2 tally. 

Suzuki rider Ryan Metzler rode 
impressively to his win of the combined 
125cc Intermediate class, though the 
new Intermediate rider rode in the shad- 
ow of several Pro riders. Metzler final- 
ized his 1-1 sweep of the class with his 
moto-two antics, followed by Californ- 
ian Tyler Laughridge (2-2), Washing- 
ton's Mike Scheel (3-3), Jeff Hinzman (4- 
4) and Suzuki rider Mike Smith (6-5). 

Corder and Leach spent the entire 
first 250cc Pro moto in close proximity. 
Leach led while Corder pushed him up 
until the next-to-last lap, when Corder 
saw an opportunity. 

“Il saw a bunch of ‘em (lappers) com- 
ing into view," Corder explained later, 
"so I went wide to set up a pass on Ryan 
and it worked out perfectly." 

Leach held on to second at the finish, 
followed by Moore, Fisher and Conner. 








Moore grabbed the lead out of the 
gate in the second moto, but Corder 
quickly shoved a wheel inside of the 
Suzuki rider, and from that point he led 
to the finish, although he was dogged 
throughout by both Leach and Moore. 
Leach nabbed second from Moore, but 
just as quickly, the Yamaha rider 
encountered problems, and from that 
point Moore put a lock on the position. 
Moore narrowed the gap on Corder late 
in the moto, at one point on the final lap 
even putting a wheel ahead of the KX 
rider, although Moore's stunning per- 
formance would just as quickly be 
thwarted when he stalled his RM. 

“I had the pass made,” Moore said. “I 
killed the motor in the corner - too much 
brake and not enough clutch." 

Corder's sweep of the day was aided 
by Moore's misfortune, although the 
young up-and-coming rider's perfor- 
mances on this day would be regarded 
as nothing short of sensational. Moore 
finished second overall (3-2), ahead of 
Fisher (4-3), Leach (2-5) and Conner (5- 
4), but Moore's day wasn't a total wash, 
as he would later come back to domi- 
nate the Vet Pro class. 

Scheel, Laughridge, Metzler and 
Todd Hinders spent much of both of the 
250cc Intermediate motos battling for 
supremacy, but in the end Scheel pre- 
vailed by virtue of his win in the second 
moto. Though the Suzuki-mounted Hin- 
ders had led much of the race, he yield- 
ed to both Scheel and Metzler late in the 
moto, thus dropping to fourth overall 
behind Scheel (2-1), Metzler (3-2) and 
Laughridge (1-4), but ahead of Yamaha 
rider Nick Foister (6-5). 

Suzuki rider Keith Kadell was anoth- 
er of the few double class winners on 
the day. Kadell scored 1-1 wins in the 
125cc and Before The Hill Junior classes, 
chased by Yamaha rider Kyle Versteeg. 

The Cycle Country-backed Kadell 


beat Washington's Versteeg and Ore- 
gon's Marc Miller-Jones to finish off the 
first 125cc Junior moto. Then Kadell con- 
vincingly came back to do likewise in the 
second moto. Kadell checked out on the 
competition, leaving Mark Bunker and 
Jones to squabble over second. They 
were soon joined by KTM rider Dan 
Sobole. Bunker desperately needed the 
position to move up in the overall cate- 
gory after his first-moto ninth-place per- 
formance, but Bunker bailed off, allow- 
ing Versteeg to finish runner-up to the 
long-gone Kadell, but ahead of Sobole. 
Honda-mounted Dean Johnson and 
Suzuki rider Ted DeVol battled 
throughout both motos in the Over 40 
Pro class, but in the end it was the RM 
of DeVol posting a narrow victory 
ahead of the Oregonian Johnson. KTM- 
mounted Tim Sullivan netted third, 
ahead of Suzuki rider J.R Meusling. 
Kawasaki rider Ryan Villopoto was 
the top performer in the 60cc class, pick- 
ing up a win in the Senior (9-11) portion 
by finishing ahead of Californian Bryar 
Perry in both outings. Ajay Olinger net- 
ted third (3-3), followed by Jacob Kan- 
nada (4-4) and Tyler Villopoto (5-5). 
Jared Wood won the combined 60cc 
Junior class, while Tommy Weeck post- 
ed a victory in the Beginner class. CN

he Wheel-A-Way Motorsports 

Weekend of Champions at the 

Frozen Ocean Motocross Park 
attracted some of the best pro riders in 
the country. A weekend of great racing 
began with the Stadiumcross Night of 
Champions on Saturday evening, which 
featured an $8000 Pro/Expert purse. 
Two eight-lap heats with eight riders 
advancing to the main event, and one 
last-chance qualifier with four riders 
advancing, were run in each of the Pro 
Expert classes. Casey Johnson won the 
15-lap 125cc main event, and Brock Sell- 
ards, currently ranked second in the 
125cc National Championship series, 
won the 250cc main event. Sellards had 
a horrendous crash in the first 250cc 
Open Expert moto in Sunday's Day of 
Champions race and suffered a first- 
degree shoulder separation. 

Carlo Cohen had the early lead in the 
first 125cc Expert heat race, trailed by 
Josh Demuth, C.W. Sirjane, Ty Wallace 
and Barry Carsten. Demuth had the 
point position by halfway. Cohen 
dropped to second, Wallace moved to 
third, and Barry Carsten and Sellards 
rounded out the top five. Demuth took 
the checkers, trailed by Cohen, Sellards, 
Carsten and Wallace. 

Johnson got the jump in the second 
125cc heat and piloted his Yamaha of 
Troy YZ through the 90-degree first turn 
and never looked back. In tow were 
Doug Parsons, Jiri Dostal, Paul Carpen- 
ter and David Kratz. Parsons had 
dropped out of the top five by halfway. 
Johnson took the win, followed by Car- 


penter, Dostal, Dieter and Kratz. 


Brian Austin earned holeshot honors 
in the first 250cc heat race but was quick- 
ly passed by Davie Yezek, Sellards, 
Cohen and Jason Frenette. Austin 
dropped to fifth. By lap four, Yezek 
remained out front and Cohen had 
moved up to second, Sellards had 
dropped to third, Demuth was now 
fourth and Frenette had dropped to fifth. 
Cohen had the point position by the start 
of the next lap. Sellards charged to sec- 
ond, while Yezek was relegated to third. 
Demuth and Frenette held on to fourth 
and fifth. Cohen took the win, followed 
by Sellards, Demuth, Yezek and Frenette. 

Scott Davis was the first pilot 
through the first turn in the second 
250cc heat race, with Ryan Terlecki, Car- 
penter, Austin and Kratz in tow. By lap

two, Carpenter was around Terlecki and 
pressuring Davis for the lead. It took 
Carpenter one lap to get around Davis 
and take the lead. Davis dropped to sec- 
ond, Terlecki held third, Kratz moved 
up to fourth and Austin dropped to 
fifth. Carpenter won, trailed by Davis, 
Terlecki, Kratz and Joe Oehlhof. 

When the gate dropped for the field of 
20 riders in the 125cc main event, Oehlhof 
was at the front, with Demuth, Carpenter, 
Cohen and Johnson in tow. By lap two, 
Oehlhof had dropped out of the top five. 
The running order was now Demuth, 
Carpenter, Cohen, Johnson and Sellards. 
Johnson got around Cohen for third on 
lap three. Cohen dropped to fourth. The 
top five remained unchanged until 
halfway, when Johnson passed Carpenter 
for second, dropping Carpenter to third. 
Just before lap nine, Johnson finally got 
around Demuth for the lead. Cohen man- 
aged to hold Sellards off until late in the 
race, when Sellards finally made the pass 
for fourth. Johnson earned the top podi- 
um spot and the big bucks, with Demuth, 
Carpenter, Sellards and Cohen trailing. 

Wallace took the point position early 
in the 250cc Pro/Expert main event. 
Rounding out the top five on the extreme- 
ly fast first lap were Cohen, Paul Corey, 
Sellards and Demuth. The running order 
remained the same until lap four, when 
Sellards, Demuth and Carpenter passed 
Cory to take third, fourth and fifth. By lap 
eight, Cohen had taken the lead, with Sel- 
lards, Demuth, Wallace and Yezek trail- 
ing. By lap 10, Demuth was up front. Sell- 
ards hung on to second, Wallace moved 
up to third, Scott Davis was fourth and 
Yezek fifth. By lap 12, Sellards had 
worked his way into the lead, with 
Demuth, Cohen, Wallace and Yezek in 
tow. Sellards took the win, followed by 
Demuth, Wallace, Carpenter and Davis. 

Sunday's Day Of Champions race 
featured most of the same Pro Experts 
from Saturday's event. 

Local favorite Paul Carpenter lined 
up all the way to the inside of the start in 
hopes of getting the holeshot in the first 
250cc Open Expert moto. When the 
gated dropped, though, it was Suzuki- 
mounted Terlecki who nailed the 
holeshot. Kratz went down in the first 


turn and eventually worked his way 
back from dead last to ninth. When the 
pack began to clear the huge two-story 
tabletop, Suzuki rider Bruce Stratton was 
in the lead, followed by Sellards, Terlec- 
ki, Wallace and Paul Austin. Stratton 
and Sellards were so close that when 
Stratton launched off the announcers' 
tower tabletop, he drifted to the outside 
and nearly bumped Sellards. The top 
five spread out but remained unchanged 
until the last lap. Just before lap six, 
Stratton's front tire washed out on the 
landing of a tabletop and spit him to the 
ground. Sellards, within a bike length, 
was already in the air and on a collision 
course with the downed Suzuki. Sell- 
ards' bike T-boned the Suzuki, and Sell- 
ards and his Honda went cartwheeling. 
Sellards eventually walked off the course 
under his own power, but he was done 
for the day. Stratton, meanwhile, man- 
aged to remount in the lead, with Terlec- 
ki moving up to second, Wallace third, 
Davis fourth and Yezek now fifth. Strat- 
ton managed to hold on for the win, fol- 
lowed by Terlecki, Davis, Wallace and 
Yezek. 

Carpenter nailed the holeshot in the 
second 250cc Open Expert moto, with 
Terlecki, Yezek, Mike Dougherty and 
Frenette in tow. About halfway through 
the first lap, Yezek passed Terlecki for 
second. Wallace was now fourth and 
Frenette fifth. The top five remained the 
same until lap four, when Davis got 
around Frenette for fifth. On the follow- 
ing lap, though, Davis pulled off with 
mechanical problems, and Kratz took 
fifth. Kratz then set his sights on Wal- 
lace and got him for fourth on the last 
lap. Carpenter took the moto win with a 
four-second advantage. Rounding out 
the top five were Yezek, Terlecki, Kratz 
and Wallace. Terlecki earned the overall 
with his 2-3 score. Carpenter and Yezek 
rounded out the podium. 

Carpenter piloted his Manchester 
Honda CR through the first turn first in 
the first 125cc Expert moto, with David 
Hill, Yezek, Wallace and Kratz in tow. By 
the end of the second lap, Yezek had 
passed Hill for second. Carpenter had a 
10-second advantage by the start of lap 
four, and he was the only rider doing the 
infield 85-foot triple. By the end of lap 
four, Hill, Kratz and Wallace had moved 
up to second, third and fourth, with 
Yezek dropping back to fifth. Just after 
the start of lap five, Kratz made the pass 
on Hill for second and set his sights on 
Carpenter. With two laps to go, Kratz 
had knocked two seconds off Carpenter's 
lead. Rounding out the top five were 
Wallace, Yezek and Oehlhof. By the last 
lap, Kratz had reduced Carpenter's lead 
to six seconds. Oehlhof passed Yezek to 
claim fourth. With only half a lap to go, 
Kratz managed to cut Carpenter's lead to 
four seconds, but it was not enough. Car- 
penter took the win, followed by Kratz, 
Wallace, Oehlhof and Yezek. 

Oehlhof earned holeshot honors in the 
second 125cc Expert moto but was soon 
relegated to second by a hard-charging 
Wallace. Rounding out the top five out of 
the first turn were Stratton, Mike Finner- 
ty and Yezek. Oehlhof passed Wallace 
for the lead just before the start of lap 
two. Wallace dropped to second. Stratton 
remained third, Yezek moved up to 
fourth and Carpenter was now fifth. By 
the start of lap four, Oehlhof was still out 
front, Wallace was second, Yezek third, 
Carpenter fourth and Kratz fifth. 
Halfway into lap four, Kratz made a pass 





on Yezek for third, but Yezek passed him 
right back. Kratz then began to feel Car- 
penter pressuring him for fourth. Kratz 
managed to get Yezek back on lap five, 
dropping Yezek to fourth. Wallace closed 
the gap on Oehlhof by the last lap but 
couldn't get around him for the lead by 
the checkered flag. Oehlhof took the win, 
followed by Wallace, Kratz, Yezek and 
Carpenter. Oehlhof's 4-1 score was good 
enough to earn him the overall. Round- 
ing out the podium were Wallace and 
Kratz. CN

20 
harlie "The Edge" Venegas' con- 
C. Scratch main win streak 
was terminated at three, despite 
the fact that he completed the Scratch 
main event at the front of the pack. 

Venegas started the main from gate 
two - the first time that he didn't have 
the inside pole position since his streak 
began. Occupying lanes three and four 
were Bobby Hedden and Bart Bast. 
Ryan Fisher, 15, won the blind draw and 
rolled into starting grid one on the pole. 
According to Venegas, the problem 
began right there; he claims Fisher was 
lined up too wide and was encroaching 
on his starting area. 

"| motioned to John (Grant, the refer- 
ee) that the kid was too tight with me 
before the start, but nothing was done 
about it, so I just decided to race," Vene- 
gas explained later. 

Fisher, who had unsuccessfully tried 
the same tactic in his Scratch semi 
against Bast, was indeed stationed 
toward the outside of his starting box, 
just as Venegas was near the inside, 
both looking for that extra edge going 
into the ever-important first. turn. When 
starter/flagman Mark Joiner tripped the 
starting tapes, both Venegas and the for- 
mer Junior Champion from Norco made 
good starts and accelerated down the 
front straight in unison. As they 
approached the first turn, something 
had to give. To the utter shock of the 
crowd, Venegas removed his hand from 
his handlebar grips and smacked Fish- 
er's helmet. 

"It caught me by surprise," said Fish- 
er. "I don't think he grabbed me at all, 
just kind of slapped the side of my hel- 
met and goggles." 

His concentration interrupted, Fisher 
lost his momentum into the corner, 
straightened up and went straight 
toward the outside, where he narrowly 
avoided tangling with Bast, who was 
attempting to sweep around the outside 
from his lane-four starting spot. Mean- 
while, Bobby Hedden had made a 
decent start and moved up into second 
place on the quicker inside groove. Once 
Venegas had the clear lead, he drove his 
Jawa quickly to the checkered flag. Hed- 
den tried both the inside and outside 
lines in his attempt to dislodge Venegas 
from the front but found no openings 
and was relegated to the runner-up spot 
- or so it seemed at the time. After Vene- 
gas’ checkered-flag lap was completed - 
amid considerable booing from the 
crowd - the referee, who admittedly had 
a poor visual angle on the first-lap inci- 
dent, consulted with the back-gate offi- 
cials and a couple of sideline cam- 
corders, and determined that Venegas 
had indeed removed his hand from the 
handlebars to strike his competitor. In 
the speed way rule book, this act is 
defined as "foul riding" and carries with 
it a penalty for exclusion. Venegas was 
subsequently disqualified and dropped 
to fourth place. Hedden was awarded 
the victory, Fisher was credited with 
second, and third went to Bast.

Venegas was candid after the race 
about his unpopular behavior. 

“I have nothing against Ryan or any 
other rider, and I would never intention- 
ally try and hurt anybody," he stated. 
"But you gotta do certain things to win; 
these young riders will learn that if they 
go to the British League. That's where I 
learned to separate myself frgm other 
riders like that. I was just trying to cre- 
ate some space between us." 

Fisher was more fortunate in the 
Handicap main, where he took the win 
from the 30-yard line. Newcastle's Paul 
Orlandi led the first four laps of the race 
from his 20 but succumbed to the inside 
pressure of Fisher in the first turn on the 
final lap. Orlandi dropped to second 
and then fell to last when he lost his 
concentration - and his upright status - 
in the turn-three dust. lan Ferris moved 
into second, Mike Faria was third and 
Robert Curry grabbed fourth. 

Crowd favorite Rachelle Kerr led the 
second-division feature from start to fin- 
ish, deftly holding off fellow. Auburnite 
Donny Powell, who in turn barely man- 
aged to maintain second ahead of Ivan 
Sevart. 

The division-three victory went to 
Jamie Hughes, who took advantage of 
the single-file NASCAR-style restart to 
grab the win away from early leader 
Robert Mellor. 

Eric Carrillo, J.T. Mabry and Mark 
Carrillo finished in front of their respec- 
tive Junior mains. 

Venegas won the intermission race 
over Bobby Hedden in a two-lap, win- 
ner-take-all race that pitted the five win- 
ners of the Challenge Series that ran 
intermittently throughout the summer. 
Chad Felicio and Robert Curry replaced 
original qualifiers Jimmy Sisemore, who 
missed the night's race due to his 
appearance in the U.S. Open Champi- 
onship race in Owego, New York, and 
Billy Janniro, who is on the injured list. 
Mike Faria won the first two single-lap 
heats, which eliminated Felicio and 
Curry, but fell to last in the semifinal 
after a poor start from the outside. 
Venegas had the inside position over 
Hedden in the final and pulled off the 
wire-to-wire victory. Bart Bast didn't 
qualify for the finals during the season 
and declined an offer to participate as a 
nonqualifying replacement, so Chad 
Felicio was given the spot. CN

ound two of the third annual 
B Kawasaki Pro Challenge 

Series was held at Lake Geneva 
Raceway. A handful of Pros made their 
way to the track, with more than $12,500 
in cash up for grabs throughout the 
three-race series. 

Going into round two, Banzai Suzu- 
ki/Xtreme/ Pirelli’s Tom Hofmaster had 
the lead with 50 points. Hofmaster 
extended his lead even further by hav- 
ing a perfect night, sweeping all four 
Pro motos and taking two overalls. His 
biggest rival, Nielsen Enterprises' Junior 
Jackson, had an eventful night. Jackson 
rode well early on, charging to a third in 
the first 125cc moto and a second in the 
first 250cc moto, but frustration set in 
during the second 125cc moto and Jack- 
son's hope of a moto win, the overall, 
and the series championship now looks 
grim. 

In the first 125cc moto, Hofmaster 
grabbed a clean start, with Banzai/ 
Torque Center's Eron Ezerins, Jackson 
and lowa’s Austin Raubs in tow. Hof- 
master rode well up front, distancing 
himself from the tight, dueling pack 
behind him. Jackson moved by Ezerins 
first, and then Raubs slipped by. The 
two got into their own battle for several 
laps, switching lines and block-passing 
in many of the tight corners. At the fin- 
ish, it was.Hofmaster with a comfortable 
margin over Raubs, who edged out 
Jackson to the line. 

Hofmaster absconded with the 
holeshot once again in the second 125cc 
moto. Jackson held second while Raubs 
was in third. Midway through the race, 
Raubs put an aggressive block-pass on 
Jackson, sending him over a berm and 
ending his chances for a win. The visibly 


upset Jackson circled the track "noncha- 


lantly,” and when the Hofmaster-and- 
Raubs battle came up to lap him, things 
got ugly. Jackson let Hofmaster by, but 
when it was Raubs' turn, Jackson took 
him to the edge and Raubs went over 
the berm. Raubs held his cool and tried 
to get by Jackson one more time, but it 
happened once again. Jackson was 
immediately disqualified from the moto 
and Raubs set out again after Hofmaster 
and put in a good ride, coming within 
feet of Hofmaster at the finish. Hofmas- 
ter took the overall and the 25 points 
that go with it, while Raubs, Ezerins and 
Brennys/So-Cal/ Smith-supported Greg 
Braet rounded out the top four. 

Jackson grabbed the start of the first 
250cc moto, with Hofmaster, Raubs and 
Ezerins filing in behind. Hofmaster 
pulled to Jackson's side and diced for 
several corners before Hofmaster got the 
upper hand. Raubs went down soon 
thereafter and was at the rear of the 11- 
man field and had to start over. Hof- 
master and Jackson rode in tandem for 
some time while Ezerins and Braet were 
going at it for third and fourth. At the 
finish, it was Hofmaster with a two-sec- 
ond lead over Jackson, Ezerins and 
Braet. Raubs rode like a madman after 
his fall and salvaged fifth. 

Jackson came to the line for the sec- 
ond 250cc moto and, because of the sec- 
ond 125cc moto disqualification, if any 
rider did not want him to race, he 
would not be allowed. Needless to say, 
Jackson did not ride the moto. Hofmas- 
ter took his fourth moto win of the 
night. Ezerins crossed second, with 
Braet and an upset Raubs next. Banzai's 
Ryan Bond and Brian Clark took fifth 
and sixth. Hofmaster took his second 
overall of the night, followed by Ezerins, 
Braet and Raubs. 

Hofmaster now heads into the third 
and final round with a perfect 100 
points and has his second Nielsen 
Kawasaki Pro Challenge Series champi- 
onship in his sights. Ezerins holds down 
second, with Raubs and Braet in third 
and fourth. The final round should be 
interesting. CN

Dirt Riders, drew more than 450 riders to the 
recently revised circuit. Crine, taking advantage of 
the break between the Millville and Binghamton 
MX Nationals, flew his Freestate Cycles / Atomic- 
22 / Xtreme/ Bieffe-backed Suzuki to a command- 
ing four-moto sweep of the 250cc A and Over 25 
A classes, and also fought back to take the 125cc 
A-class overall with a determined 3-1 ride. 

Aaron Day blasted his Team Green Kawasa- 
ki/Pro Circuit KX to the first 250cc A-class 
holeshot, followed by Crine and the series' 
points leader, JT Motorsports' Jeff Grove. Chris 
Brown was fourth, followed by Chris Schueler. 
As Day pulled out to the early lead over Crine, 
Schueler went to work on Brown for fourth, 
taking the position when Brown fell in a rutted 
uphill corner. Just after the halfway point, 
Crine made his move for the lead, squeezing 
under Day in a tight corner and immediately 
pulling out to a solid five-second lead. Crine 
blitzed the checkers for the decisive win, fol- 
lowed by Day. Grove was strong in third, fol- 
lowed by Schueler and Billy Schlag, who 
worked his way through the pack after a poor 
start to take fifth. 

Quick starter Day repeated his holeshot 
move as the 22-rider field roared through the 
first turn to begin moto two. Crine and Grove 
were once again second and third. Brown was 
fourth, followed by Schueler. Crine flew past 
Day before the completion of the first lap and 
raced off to claim the second-moto victory - and 
the overall for the day. Day finished second, fol- 
lowed by a consistent Grove in third. Schueler 
was fourth, followed by Brown, who stayed up 
this time out to take fifth. 

Crine later took the overall win in the 125cc 
A class with a 3-1 ride. Day was second overall 
with a consistent 2-2 score, followed by Joseph 
Schueler, who went 4-3 for third overall. Day's 
brother Christopher finished fourth over rall 
with 5-4 moto finishes. Patrick Coleman used 
consistent 6-6 finishes to round out the top 
five. 

Unfortunately, the great day of racing was 
overshadowed by the injury of one Maryland's 
most popular and talented riders. Tom Welch, 
after taking the first 125cc A moto win in com- 
manding fashion, went down while dicing with 
Crine for the lead in the first Over 25 A moto, 
suffering a serious hand injury, which will force 
him to sit out the remainder of the AMA/ 
Mazda Trucks National Championship 125cc 
MX Series.

White Brothers/Tag-sponsored Kady. In the 
first moto, Jason Dubin snagged the holeshot 
and put some distance on the rest of the field. 
Unfortunately for Dubin, he cross-rutted a turn 
and left the track, allowing Kady and Tod Sciac- 
qua to pass. Kady took control of first place until 
lap six, when Sciacqua closed the distance and 
put pressure on the leader. Kady held off Sciac- 
qua to the finish line. Third place was awarded 
to Dubin. 

In second-moto action, Kady got the start he 
wanted, seizing the holeshot. Behind him, Dubin 
and Sciacqua battled through lap one, with Sci- 
acqua triumphant. Kady rode a smooth moto to 
the finish, followed by Sciacqua and Dubin. 

"That was the Ty Kady I like to see out there,” 
Kady said at the finish. "First three motos, I felt à 
little tight. I wasn't riding good. I decided to buckle 
down, and I felt much better. I always want to go 
out there and ride my personal best." 

The 250cc A series leader, Sciacqua, was 
pleased with his second-place finish. 

“Four motos without falling," he recounted, 
"I'm happy. It was a little rougher this moto. It 
makes for a better moto." 

"| can't take anything away from them," 
Dubin humbly said. “They rode hard. I felt good 
out there. I just couldn't pull anything on them." 

Both Kady and Sciacqua were pleased the 
track was more chewed up for the second moto, 
agreeing that a more difficult track is more fun to 
negotiate and separates riders of varying abilities. 

"]t separates the good guys and helps you 
get better," Sciacqua noted. "This is a true 
motocross track. Everywhere else is tighter and 
smaller, like a back-yard-type motocross track. 
This is laid out long with some high- speed 
stretches. I think it's the best motocross track in 
Southern California." 

Racing on the same track as the Pros, the 
65cc racers could have found the track condi- 
tions quite a bit more challenging. However, in 
the 65 (0-8) class, Bell Helmet's Travis Chris- 
tensen didn't appear to be too intimidated. After 
capturing the first-moto holeshot, Christensen 
dominated the rest of the moto, creating a 60- 
second lead over second-placed Jamie Lanza at 
the finish line. 

Christensen repeated his first-moto perfor- 
mance in moto two, overalling the 65 (0-8) class. 

Lanza came in second in both motos but first 
overall in his 65 (9-11) class. 

“I just try to keep it on two wheels and not 
crash," said the very animated Lanza. "I like it a 
lot!"

Felicio fleeces Fast Fridays

AUBURN, CA, AUG. 8 
Chad Felicio won his first main event of the sea- 
son when he led the Handicap main from start 
to finish. 

Ryan Fisher, Felicio and Tommy Hedden 
started the race on the 30- yard marker. Chris 
Manchester was on the 40, and Bart Bast and 
Charlie Venegas were at the rear, on the 50. The 
first start was delayed when Felicio blatantly 
rolled forward before the start, but apparently 
due to malfunctioning track lights, he was only 
warned by referee John Grant-and allowed to 
restage on the 30. When the race got under way, 
Hedden grabbed the lead. Fisher aggressively 
swept around the first turns and looked to be on 
his way to the front when he parked and collect- 
ed the entire field in an ugly turn-four pileup. 
After a slight delay, the race was restaged with 
Fisher ordered back 20 more yards to the 50. 

With Fisher out of his hair, Felicio made a 
clean gate to the first turns on the restart. Hed- 
den was off the pace midway through and Man- 
chester moved into second, trying to work the 
outside dirt. Once Manchester found that there 
wasn't as much traction out there as he thought, 
it was too late - the crafty Bast had taken the 
runner-up spot away on the inside line. By the 
time Bast and Manchester had sorted out second 
place, Felicio was well on his way to his first 
1999 win aboard his Good Times Kawasaki / 
Morgan Graphics-sponsored Jawa. 

It was suggested that Felicio's win was over- 
due. 

"That's what my mechanic just told me a 
minute ago: ‘It’s about time you won,'" said 
Felicio. "He's right about that.” 

On the Scratch side of the program, Venegas 
extended his winning streak to three when he 
topped out the night's final race. In the main, 
Venegas drew the inside pole starting position for 
the third straight week. Next to "The Edge" in lane 
two was Bobby Hedden. Bast and Mike Faria 
occupied grids three and four. Venegas pulled off 
a picture-perfect start, with his front tire slightly 
off the turf and leading the way into the first turns. 
Hedden was also out fast and drove hard on the 
inside line as Faria tried to play catch-up Ön the 
outside cushion. Bast sfuck to the mside line, right 
behind Hedden. As the four-lap race unfolded, 
Venegas maintained his front-running position 
despite constant pressure from Faria on the out- 
side and Hedden on the inside. At the final set of 
turns, Venegas had to decide which line to protect, 
and he opted to drift wide in the attempt to shut 
out Faria. Hedden took advantage and drove flaw- 
lessly on the pole and appeared to steal the win 
away from the front-runner at the line. However, 
the referee saw it differently, and despite several 
animated suggestions from the press box and the 
crowd that Hedden should receive the checkered 
flag for his victory lap, the banner instead went to 
Venegas. It was Venegas’ third straight Scratch 
main win and his sixth of the season.

The Roosters, one of the Las Vegas area's most 
active desert racing clubs, held its inaugural 
nighttime Gran Prix at the Las Vegas Motor 
Speedway. Vegas Power Sports-sponsored 
Monte Montague helped himself to a heaping 
handful of hardware as he topped the 125cc 
Expert class on his way to overalling the entire 
combined field of Experts.

Newton kept him honest but would have 
to settle for runner-up, securing the position with 
a pair of second-place rides. Chris Day made the 
long trip from Mechanicsville, Virginia, worth- 
while by rounding out the top three in the 125cc 
Pro. Dennis West and Jason Laplante were left to 
fight things out for the final top five, with West 
edging in to take fourth over Laplante. 1 

Newton, on the other hand, heated up durin 
the 250cc Pro racing and won the first moto, and 
the fans were treated to the return of one of the 
area's most talented racers. Patrick Slate lives in 
Sanford and picked his local track to return tó 
racing; an injury at the Charlotte Supercross a 
few years back had taken him off the active list. 
Slate was blazingly fast and scored second to 
Newton, pushing Black back to third. 

Black came back to win moto two, but it was 
not enough, because Newton was right on his 
heels and held on for second, effectively taking 
the overall nght out from under him. Slate con- 
tinued his good day and put his Yamaha back in 
the top three for third overall. 

Yamaha of Lumberton's Jason Bryant scored 
three moto wins to capture both the Schoolboy 
and 125cc B-class overalls. The only rider who 
challenged Bryant was Suzuki-mounted Doug 
Earls, who stormed to the first-moto win of the 
125cc B division. After that, however, it was all 
Bryant, as he took the second 125cc B moto 
going away, leaving Earls to settle for second. 
Jackson Vick rounded out the top three.

Chase to the checkers

At round four-of the Rocky Mountain Motocross 
Association's Summer Series, Suzuki-mounted 
Mike Chase shared a win in the 16- to 24-vear- 
old Combined class with Gary Semics Motocross 
School West/Colorado Powersports /Maxima- 
pone Matt Karlsen to claim the overall 
with a 2-1 finish. 

Karlsen launched his YZ from the line and 
exited turn one with a five-bike-length lead in 
the first moto, with Todd Horning and Chase 
battling for second.

Backmarker 
traffic in the Schoolboy class, which left on the 
second gate of a double-gated start, allowed 
Chase the opportunity to pull within five sec- 
onds of Karlsen. Wheeler put the heat on Horn- 
ing for third as the two ran wheel to wheel, but 
Horning's YZ400F hooked up in the sand as he 
kept the power on and railed the corners to hold 
on to his position. Although on the pipe, Chase's 
quest for the lead ran short, as Karlsen contin- 
ued to enjoy his five-second lead at the finish. 
Mebane rounded out the top five. 

The tables turned in moto two. Chase 
grabbed the holeshot as the Yamaha of Karlsen 
and the KX of Funk collided over the rider-con- 
gested first tabletop jump. Down and dodging 
the entire field of passing riders, Karlsen and 
Funk remounted to get back in the race. Horning 
held down second as Karlsen meticulously 
picked off riders one by one and, on the last lap, 
charged from sixth to second to spoil Horning's 
chance for a second- -place finish. Karlsen, who 
knocked off overalls in the 125cc A and 250cc A 
classes, could only settle for second as Chase, 
out front by five seconds, crossed the checkers 
for the flag-to-flag win and the overall. Horn- 
ing, Wheeler and Mebane duplicated their first- 
moto finishes and took home third, fourth and 
fifth overall, respectively.

Evans invincible

Mitch Evans got the best of a very competitive 
field of Over 40 Junior racers with a command- 
ing second-moto victory during Racing Enter- 
prises Motorsports' weekly Glen Helen Saturday 
Motocross.

Costello 
executed a nice block-pass in a tricky off-camber 
corner to take over second just as the white flag 
came out. The last lap saw no changes, and 
when the checkers came out it was Newman rid- 
ing in for the moto-win. Costello was a strong 
second, and Evans finished up in third.

For three 1 aps, Newman did his best 
to close on Evans, but the leader was able to 
maintain his advantage. Just before the halfway 
mark, Newman made a big mistake, high-siding 
and hitting the dirt. Kirschner was in a position 
to take advantage of the situation, and he moved 
up to occupy second. Newman was able to 
remount unharmed, but by the time he got 
going again, he was fifth. Evans continued to 
ride smooth and fast, and soon he enjoyed a 10- 
second cushion. Kirschner still rode strong in 
second, while Newman had charged up to third 
when the two-laps signal was given. Over the 
next two circuits, Evans made no mistakes, and 
he cruised in to take the moto win comfortably. 
Kirschner held off the hard-charging Newman 
all the way to the checkers for Mud. 

The second-moto win was enough for Evans 
to secure the overall inm as his. 3-1 finishes 
bested Newman's 1-3 tally. With his super sec- 
ond-moto ride, Kirschner secured third-place 
honors with a 4-2 score.

_ two ways to win a motocross race. Martin chose 

















the easy way - getting two holeshots and back- 
ing them up with two runaway moto wins. 
Reed, on the other hand, gated near the back of 
the pack and was forced to work his way, Mike 
LaRocco-style, to the front for two moto wins. 

Martin rocketed off the concrete start pad in 
the first 125cc Combined moto, taking a holeshot 
that he backed up with some rapid laps. The rid- 
ers in second through fifth mixed it up all moto 
long. Mitch Mosley styled his way to some 
decent times with a good choice of lines, putting 
some creative passes on the competition en 
route to second place. Kurt McKinnon charged 
to third, with Martin Morris closing in to take 
fourth. | 

The second 125cc Combined moto was 
another Martin benefit, as he absconded with 
the holeshot and got lonely out front very early. 
The rest of the pack looked rather stretched out 
for most of the race, but they bunched back up 
near the finish. Martin was first, followed by 
Mosley, McKinnon and Jason Westwood. 

Charles Reuter muscled his way to the 
holeshot in the first moto of the combined 250cc 
class. He squared the turn off just ahead of John 
pcs Brad Brock and Mosley. After the first 
lap, it looked like Reed had had his fill of eating 
dirt and was looking for a way around Mosley, 
He doubled by on a tricky uphill double, only te 
have Mosley whip back underneath in the next 
turn. Finally, Reed doubled past on a downhill 
double and made the pass stick in the tight off- 
camber immediately after the jump. 

In the meantime, Reuter was putting in 
some smooth laps in first, but he wasn't pulling 
away from the tight pack. Denton, Brock and 
Reed were still close when they all went into the 
long whoop section. Reed's entrance speed 
allowed him to wheely the last few whoops 
while Denton and Brock plowed through thé 
last tew. That move put Reed right on Reuter's 
rear fender, and the race for first was on. The 
two swapped places a few times and then dis- 
appeared into the trees on the back section. 
Reed emerged in first, and from there he built a 
crushing lead to the checkers. He was followed 
across the line by Brock, who had edged past 
Reuter for second. 

The start of the second 250cc Combined 
moto was an unusual side-by-side entrance intó 
the wide first turn. Brock came out first, fob 
lowed by Reuter, Mosley and Denton. Of course, 
Reed was stuck in a quagmire of riders in the 
rear. By moto's end, he had passed His way to 
first again, followed by Reuter, Brock, Mosley

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y first Daytona 200 was in 1986. I 
M: vividly remember being 

awestruck by the immense scale 
of the Speedway and excited to see 
motorcycle road racing in a major- 
league setting. 

The second thing that impressed me 
about Daytona then, and continues to 
impress me each year, is the quality of 
the announcers. In recent years the 
announcing chores have been handled 
by Daytona’s excellent track announcers 
and former AMA racer Richard Cham- 
bers, Chris Carter from England, and 
veteran free-lancer Bob Applegate. All 
of these men talk passionately about 
road racing, can watch a race and 
understand what is going on and know 
the numbers and names from the facto- 
ry riders to the rag-picked privateers. 

These men all deserve a column 
praising their efforts over the years to 
make motorcycle road racing an enjoy- 
able sporting event to attend. Gentle- 
men, I thank you. 

But for every road race I have been to 
where the reliable Richard Chambers 
called the action, there was another race 
where the fans and competitors had to 
put up with completely clueless com- 
mentators. 

There was the time when the two 
babbling buffoons used the phrases 
“door handle to door handle” and 
“bumper to bumper” over and over, 
again and again, day after day, to 
describe the action on the track. 

There was the time when the track 
hired the local horse-racing announcer 
to call a superbike race. Obviously unfa- 
miliar with the idea of a race with more 
than one lap, this informationally-chal- 
lenged individual recited lap after lap: 
“Here he comes (pause) out in front 
(pause) your race leader (pause) number 
22 (pause) Scott Russell (pause) from 
Atlanta; Georgia (pause) on the green 
Kawasaki (pause) down the front 
straightaway (pause) stretching it out 
(pause) and putting another lap (pause) 
in the record books (long pause).” 

There was the time when the local 
track announcer refused to announce lap 
times during timed practice and qualify- 
ing. When one of the team managers 
asked if the announcer would give quali- 
fying information as lap times instead of 


average miles per hour, the announcer 
informed the team manager that it was 
out of the question. “You see, average 
mph results have two digits, a decimal 
point, and three more digits. That’s a 
total of six characters. Lap times have a 
digit, a colon, two more digits, a decimal 
point, and three more digits. That’s a 
total of eight characters. Those two extra 
characters means I would be here all day 
and night announcing the results.” 

There was the time when Mr. Motor 
Mouth suggested over the public 
address system that the fans who 
couldn’t hear the PA system could try 
tuning in on their car AM radios. Those 
of you that didn’t hear that, consider 
yourself lucky. 

There was the time when the local 
announcer asked the local favorite about 
what happened to him in his race. “Lost 
the front end,” was the reply, to which 
the announcer added, “oh, that’s a 
tough break, having your front wheel 
fall off.” Not as bad as having your 
brain fall off, sir. 

There have been countless times 
when we've had complete silence at the 
track, not for technical difficulties, but 
because the announcer couldn't think of 
anything to say. I agree that saying noth- 
ing over saying something wrong is the 
lesser of two evils, but it's still an evil. 

And there have been countless other 
times when the race announcers had 
their own, unique pronunciation of 
"Ducati," "Shoei," and "Pascal Picotte." 

Oddly enough, and sadly enough, the 
quality of announcers is rather black-and- 
white. Either they are very good, mean- 
ing that they announce many motorcycle 
races per year, or they are dreadful. 

The dreadful ones exist because the 
hiring of announcers is the responsibili- 
ty. of the race promoter; i.e., the owner 
of the track. The AMA will forward rec- 
ommendations, but at the end of the day 
it's the track's decision. 

Some tracks contract their announc- 
ers for all spectator events during the 
year. This is a noble attempt to establish 
a "common voice," and it also probably 
reduces the hassle of doing business on 
an event-by-event basis. But the result 
for motorcycle road racing fans is that 
they have to listen to car guys like the 
bumper-to-bumper brothers try to talk 


about scooters and crazies that ride 
them. "Did you see that! He almost 
touched the pavement with his knee!" 

Give me a break. 

The dreadful ones also exist because 
hiring a local announcer for a couple 
hundred dollars is cheaper than flying 
in Chambers, Applegate, or Big Bill 
Spencer (I know "double A Ron Yates" 
sounds corny, but at least Spencer 
understands motorcycle racing). One of 
those three guys would run $1000 to 
$1500 dollars, depending on how the 
expenses run in that location. 

Those of you quick at math can see 
that if a promoter has to spend an extra 
$1000 for a quality announcer for a race 
that draws, say, 10,000 paying specta- 
tors, that works out to 10 cents per tick- 
et. That's right, less than 1 percent of the 
money a fan spends at the track goes to 
the guy who spends all day trying to 
inform a fan what he is seeing. 

Now funny enough, most promoters 
think it's okay to charge five bucks for a 
race program with out-of-focus black 
and white photos, 48-point type, and 
ads for all the nearby cheap beer and 
burger joints. But earmark a thin dime 
from a ticket for a knowledgeable 
announcer? Noooo. 

Like it or not, you race promoters and 
you suits-and-ties at the AMA, profes- 
sional motorcycle racing is an entertain- 
ment business. Die-hard fans will put up 
with idiotic race announcing. Give the 
casual fan an idiotic announcer and he 
will come once to see the riders in real 
life and then stay home and watch 
Speedvision and listen to Dave Sadows- 
ki’s excellent color commentary and 
analysis. Give him a good, entertaining 
announcer and he'll be back each year. 

Motorcycle road racing isn't like 
baseball, the national sport we are 
required to learn at school. From the 
perspective of imagery, going to a road 
race is like going to a strip joint: it's 
visually exciting stuff for, oh, 15 or 20 
minutes. After that it can get pretty bor- 
ing, pretty quickly. 

That's when Chambers and Apple- 
gate are worth all the dimes they are 
paid. They rove through the pits picking 
up the latest controversies, they know 
why the next race coming up is a Big 
Race, they know the latest dirt on the 
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factory superstars that were either 
beaten up or slept in the gray bar hotel 
the night before. 

Okay, maybe Chambers doesn’t know 
the difference between New Zealand and 
Australia. But if any of you ever aspire 
to write a book about the history and/or 
politics of road racing in America, your 
research can begin and end after one con- 
versation with Richard Chambers. And 
being a former no-money, sleep-in-the- 
van privateer, Chambers knows the 
names and numbers of all the turns of all 
the tracks, which gears are used in which 
sections of the track, etc. 

Funny story: In the days before there 
were television cameras around the race 
track, Chambers and Applegate would 
look at their trusty egg timer and 
announce where the lead group was on 
the track and what was going on - with 
some generous embellishment (“hard on 
the brakes into Turn 5, now up the hill 
to Turn 6, under the bridge and down- 
shifting one gear for the left-hander...”). 
Applegate told me that fans were 
always asking him if he was in a heli- 
copter or something, because no matter 
what corner they watched the race from, 
the announcing was spot-on. 

Gentle reader, if you are a casual fan 
thinking of attending your first road 
race and want my advice before you go, 
it’s this: call the track and find out who 
the announcer will be. If it is not 
Richard Chambers, Bob Applegate, or 
Bill Spencer, then stay home and watch 
the races on television. 

If the new head honcho of AMA Pro 
Racing, Mr. Scott Hollingsworth, is 
reading this, then please make hiring of 
a permanent road racing announcer one 
of your first-year goals. The person 
must be enthusiastic about road racing, 
have encyclopedic knowledge, and be 
able to talk. Do not even consider candi- 
dates that fail these three Must Haves. 

It all comes down to this: The differ- 
ence between good announcers and bad 
announcers isn’t things like sense of 
humor or cute accents. The bad announc- 
ers are not just annoying and irritating. 
The bad announcers are not just unin- 
formed or have their facts wrong. 

The bad announcers are damaging 
the sport of motorcycle road racing in 
front of the general public. CN
